once every Month, ‘as it is there 
appointed, both for Morning and 
EARS rayer. But in February it 
shall he read only to the 28th, or 29th 
Day of the Month. 

nd, whereas January, March, 
May, July, August, October, and De- 
eater have One and Thirty Days 
apiece; itis ordered, that the same 
Psalms shall be read the last day of 
the said months, which were read the 
day before: So that the Psalter may 
begin again the first Day of the next 
Month ensuing. 

And whereas the Ligth Psalm is di- 
vided into XXII. portions, and is 
over loug to be read at one time; It is 
so ordered, that at one time shall not 
be read above four or five of the said

The New Testament is appointed 
for the Second Lessons at Mornin, 
and Evening Prayer, and shall be rea 
over orderly every year thrice, besides 
the Epistles and Gospels; except the 
Apocalypse, out of which there are 
only certain Proper Lessons appoint- 
ed upon divers Feasts. 

And to know what Lessons shall be 
read every day, look for the day of the 
Month in the Calendar following, and 
there ye shall find the Chapters that 
shall be read for the Lessons both at 
Morning and Eyening Prayer; except 
only the Moveable Feasts which are 
not in the Calendar, and the Immove- 
able, where there is a blank left in the 
Column of Lessons; the Proper Les- 
sons for all which days are to be found 
in the Table of Proper Lessons, 

And note, that whensoever Proper 
Psalms or Lessons are appointed ; 
then the Psalms and Lessons of ordi- 
nary course appointed in the Psalter 
and Calendar, (if they be different) 
shall be omitted for that time. 3 

Note also, that the Collect, Epistle, 
and Gospel appointed for the Sunday 
shall serve for all the week after, 
where it is not in this Book otherwise 
ordered.

the Calendar as is necessary for 
the determining of Easter; to find 
which, look for the Golden Number 
of the Year in the First Column of 
the Table, against which stands the 
Day of the Paschal Full Moon;

Day of the Full Moon, and the Day 
ofthe Month standing against that 
Sunday Letter is Easter-Day.  1f 
the Full Moon happens upon a Sun- 
day, then {according to the First 
Rule) the next Sunday after is Eas- 
ter-Day. 


To find the Golden Number, or 
Prime, add one to the Year of our 
Lord, and then divide by 19; the Re- 
mainder, if any, is the Golden 
Number: but if nothin remaineth, 
then 19 is the Golden Nuainer!

Lord:, and the Holy Ghost Lord. 

And yet not three Lords: but one Lord. 

For like as we are compelled by the Chris- 


tian verity: to acknowledge every Person by 


himself to be God and Lord; 
So are we forbidden by the Catholic Religion: 
to say, There be three Gods, or three Lords. 
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The Father is made of none: neither created, 
nor begotten. 

The Son is of the Father alone: not made, 
nor created, but begotten. 

The Holy Ghost is of the Father, and of the - 
Son: neither made, nor created, nor begotten, 
put proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three Fathers; 
one Son, not three Sons: one Holy Ghost, not 
three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity none is afore, or after 
other: none is greater, or less than another ;

If we say that we have not 
sinned, we make him a liar, and his word is 
not in us.

ESUS said unto Peter, Follow me. Then 
Peter turning about, seeth the disciple 
whom Jesus loved, following, which also lean- 
ed on his breast at supper, and said, Lord, 
which is he that betrayeth thee?

But 
while he thought on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, saying, Joseph thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife; for that 
which is conceived in her, is of the Holy 
Ghost. And she shall bring forth a Son, and 
thou shalt call his name Jesus; for he shall 
save his people from their sins. (Now all this 
was done, that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, saying, 
Behold, a Virgin shall be with child, and shall 
bring forth a Son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpreted, is, God 
with us.) Then Joseph being raised from 
sleep, did as the angel of the Lord had bidden

ness then upon the circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also? For we say, that Faith 
was reckoned to Abraham for righteousness. 
_How was it then reckoned? when he was in cir- 
cumcision, or in uncircumcision? not in cireum- 
cision, but in uncircumcision. And he received 
the sign of circumcision, a seal of the righte- 
ousness of the faith, which he had yet being 
uncircumcised; that he might be the father of 
all them that believe, though they be not cir- 
cumcised; that righteousness might be imput- 
ed unto them also: And the father of cireum- 
cision, to them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but also walk in the steps of that faith of 
our father Abraham, which he had being yet 
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uncircumcised. For the promise, that he 
should be the heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham or to his seed, through the law, but 
through the righteousness of faith. For if 
they which are of the law be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promise made of none effect. 


The Gospel. S. Luk, ii. 15. 
A ND it came to pass, as the angels were 


gone away from them into heaven, the 
shepherds said one to another, Let us now go 
even unto Bethlehem, and see this thing which 
is come to pass, which the Lord hath made 
known unto us. And-they came with haste, 
and found Mary and Joseph, and the babe ly- 
ing ina manger. And when they had seen it, 
they made known abroad the saying which 
was told them concerning this child. And all 
they that heard it, wondered at those things 
which were told them by the shepherds. But 
Mary kept all these things, and pondered them 
in her heart. And the shepherds returned, glo- 
rifying and praising God for all the things that 
they had heard and seen, as it was told unto 
them. And when eight days were accomplish- 
ed for the circumcising of the child, his name 
was called JESUS, which was so named of the 
angel before he was conceived in the womb.

OR this cause, I Paul, the prisoner of Je- 

sus Christ for you Gentiles; if ye have 
heard of the dispensation of the grace of God, 
which is given me to you-ward: How that by 
revelation he made known unto me the mystery 
(as I wrote afore in few words, whereby when 
ye read ye may understand my knowledge in 
the mystery of Christ) which in other ages was 
not made known unto the sons of men, as it, is 
now revealed unto his holy Apostles and Pro- 
phets by the Spirit; That the Gentiles should 
be fellow-heirs, and of the same body, and 
partakers of his promise in Christ, by the Gos- 
pel: whereof I was made a minister, according 
to the gift of the grace of God given unto me 
by the effectual working of his power. _ Unto 
me, who am less than the least of all saints, is 
this grace given, that I should preach among 
the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ; 
and to make all men see, what is the fellowship 
of the mystery, which from the beginning of 
the world hath been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jesus Christ; To the intent that 
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The Epiphany. 
now unto the principalities and powers in hea- 
venly places, might be known by the Church 
the manifold wisdom of God, according to the 
eternal purpose which he purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. In whom we have boldness, _ 
and access with confidence by the faith of him.

HEN Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea, in the days of Herod the king, 
behold, there came wise-men from the east to 
Jerusalem, saying, Where is he that is born 
King of the Jews? for we have seen his star in 
the east, and are come to worship him. When 
Herod the King had heard these things, he was 
troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. And 
when he had gathered all the chief priests and 
scribes of the people together; he demanded of 
them,where Christ should be born. And they 
said unto him, In Bethlehem of Judea: For 
thus it is written by the Prophet, And thou 
Bethlehem in the land of Juda, art not the least 
among the princes of Juda: for out of thee 
shall come a Governour that shall rule my peo- 
ple Israel. Then Herod when he had privily 
called the wise-men, enquired of them diligently 
what time the star appeared. And he sent’ 
them to Bethlehem, and said, Go, and search 
diligently for the young child, and when ye 
have found him, bring me word again, that I 
may come and worship him also. When they 
had heard the king, they departed; and lo, the 
star which they saw in the east went before 
them, till it came and stood over where the 
young child was. When they saw the star, 
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The First Sunday after the Epiphany. 


they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. And 
when they were come into the house, they saw 
the young child with Mary his mother, and fell 
down “and worshipped him: And when they 
had opened their treasures, they presented unto 
him gifts, gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 
And being warned of God in a dream, that 
they should not return to Herod, they departed 
into their own country another way.

And 
when they had fulfilled the days, as they return- 
ed, the child Jesus tarried behind in Jerusalem, 
and Joseph and his mother knew not of it. 
But they supposing him to have been in the 
company, went a days journey, and they sought 
him: among their kinsfolk and acquaintance. 
And when they found him not, they turned 
back again to Jerusalem, seeking him. And it 
came to pass that after three days they found 
him in the temple, sitting in the midst of the 
doctors, both hearing them, and asking them 
questions. And all that heard him were asto- 
nished at his understanding and answers. And 
when they saw him, they were amazed: and 
his mother said unto him, Son, why hast thou 
thus dealt with us? behold thy father and I 
have sought thee sorrowing. And he said un- 
to them, How is it, that ye sought me? wist ye 
not that I must be about my Fathers business?’ 
And they understood not the saying which he 
spake unto them. And he went down with 
them, and came to Nazareth, and was subject 
unto them: but his mother kept all these say- 
ings in her heart. And Jesus increased in — 
wisdom and stature, and in favour with God 
and man. S

A ND the third day there was a marriage in 
es ce Galilee, and the mother of Jesus

wanted wine, the mother of Jesus saith unto 
him, They have no wine: Jesus saith unto 
her, Woman, what have I to do with thee? 
mine hour is not yet come. His mother saith 
unto the servants, Whatsoever he saith unto 
you, do it. And there were set there six wa- 
ter-pots of stone, after the manner of the pu- 
rifying of the Jews, containing two or three 
firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, Fill the 
water-pots with water. And they filled them 
up to the brim. - And he saith unto them, 
Draw out now and bear unto the governour of 
the feast. And they bare it. When the ruler 
of the feast had tasted the water that was 
made wine, and knew not whence it was, (but 
the servants which drew the water knew) the 
governour of the feast called the bridegroom, 
and saith unto him, Every man at the begin- 
ning doth set forth good wine, and when men 
have well drunk, then that which is worse: 
but thou hast kept the good wine until now. 
This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana 
of Galilee, and manifested forth his glory, 
and his disciples believed on him.

He saith unto them, 
Go ye also into the vineyard, and whatsoever 
is right, that shall ye receive. So when even 
was come, the lord of the vineyard saith unto 
his steward, Call the labourers and give them 
their hire, beginning from the last unto the 
first. And when they came that were hired 
about the eleventh hour, they received every 
‘man a peny. But when the first came, they 
supposed that they should have received more, 
and they likewise received every man a peny. 
And when they had received it, they murmur- 
ed against the good-man of the house, saying, 
These last have wrought but one hour, and 
thou hast made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burden and heat of the day. 
But he answered one of them and said, Friend, 
I do thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with 
me for a peny? Take that thine is, and go 
thy way: I will give unto this last even as un- 
to thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I 
will with mine own? Is thine eye evil, because 
Iam good? So the last shall be first, and the 
first last: for many be called, but few chosen.

(I speak as a fool) I am 
more: in labours more abundant; in stripes 
above measure; in prisons more frequent; in 
deaths oft. Of the Jews five times received I 
forty stripes save one. ‘Thrice was I beaten 
with rods. Once was I stoned. Thrice I 
suffered shipwreck. A night and a day I 
have been in the deep: in journeying often; 
in perils of waters; in perils of robbers; in pe- 
rils by mine own countrymen; in perils by the 
heathen; in perils in the city; in perils in the 
wilderness ; in perils in the sea; in perils among 
false brethren; in weariness and painfulness ; 
in watchings often; in hunger and thirst; in 
fastings often; in cold and nakedness; besides 
those things that are without, that which com- 
eth upon me daily, the care of all the churches. 
Who is weak, and I am not weak? who is of- 
fended, and I burn not? If I must needs glory, 
I will glory of the things which concern mine 
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infirmities. The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for cas Ni 
knoweth that I lie not. ,

\ X THEN much people were gathered to- 


gether, and were come to him out of 
every city, he spake by a parable: A sower 
went out to sow his seed: and as he sowed, 
some fell by the way-side, and it was trodden 
down, and the fowls of the air devoured it. 
And some fell upon a rock, and as soon as it 
was sprung up, it withered away, because it 
lacked moisture. And some fell among thorns, 
and the thorns sprang up with it, and choked 
it. And other fellon good ground and sprang 
up, and bare fruit an hundred-fold. And when 
he had said these things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear let him hear. And his disciples 
asked him, saying, What might this parable be? 
And he said, Unto you it is given to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of God: but to 
others in parables; that seeing they might not 
see, and hearing they might not understand. 
Now the parable is this; ‘The seed is the Word 
of God. Those by the way-side are they that 
hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh away 
the word out of their hearts, lest they should 
believe and be saved. They on the rock, are 
they, which when they hear, receive the word 
with joy; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation fall 
away. And that which fell among thorns, are 
they, which when they have heard, go forth, 
and are choked with cares and riches, and 
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Quinquagesima Sunday. 
pleasures of this life, and bring no fruit to per- 
fection. But that on the good ground, are 
they, which in an honest and good heart, hav- 
ing heard the word, keep it, and bring forth 
fruit with patience.

things, endureth all things. Charity never 
faileth, but whether there be prophecies, ran 
shall fail; whether there be tongues, they shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. Tor we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away. When I was a child I spake 
as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as achild; but when I became a man, I put 
away childish things. For now we see through 
a glass darkly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall I know even as 
also Iam known. And now abideth faith, hope, 
charity, these three; but the greatest of these 
- is charity. :

HEN Jesus took unto him the twelve and 
said unto them, Behold, we go up to Je- 
rusalem, and all things that are written by the 
prophets concerning the Son of Man shall be 
accomplished.

W* beseech you, brethren, and exhort you 
by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have re- 
ceived of us how you ought to walk, and to 
please God, so ye would abound more and 
more. For ye know what commandments we 
gave you by the Lord Jesus. For this is the 
will of God, even your sanctification, that ye 
should abstain from fornication; that every 
one of you should know how to possess his 
vessel in sanctification and honour; not in the 
lust of concupiscence, even as the Gentiles 
which know not God; that no man go beyond, 
and defraud his brother in any matter, because 
that the Lord is the avenger of all such, as we 
also have forewarned you, and testified. For 
God hath not called us unto uncleanness, but 
unto holiness. He therefore that despiseth, 
despiseth not man, but God, who hath also 
given unto us his Holy Spirit. 


The Gospel. S. Matth. xv. 21. 
ESUS went thence, and departed into the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a 


woman of Canaan came out of the same coasts, 
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and cried unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, 
O Lord, thou Son of David, my daughter is 
grievously vexed with a devil, But he answer- 
ed her not a word. And his disciples came 
and besought him, saying, Send her away, for 
she crieth after us. But he answered and said, 
I am not sent, but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. Then came she and worship- 
ped him, saying, Lord help me. But he an- 
swered and said, It is not meet to take the 
childrens bread, and to cast it to dogs. And 
she said, Truth, Lord; yet the dogs eat 
of the crumbs which fall from their masters 
table.. Then Jesus answered and said unto 
her, O woman, great is thy faith: be it unto 
thee even as thou wilt. And her daughter was 
made whole from that very hour.

The Epistle. Ephes. y. 1. 


B* ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
children; and walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given himself for us an 
offering and a sacrifice to God for a sweet- 
smelling savour. But fornication, and all un-- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let it not be once 

named amongst you, as becometh saints; nei- 
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ther filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, 
which are not convenient; but rather giving of 
thanks. For this ye know, that no whoremon- 
ger, nor unclean person, nor covetous man, 
who is an idolater, hath any inheritance in the 
kingdom of Christ, and of God. Let no man 
deceive you with vain words: for because of 
these things cometh the wrath of God upon 
the children of disobedience. Be not ye there- 
fore partakers with them; for ye were some- 
times darkness, but now are ye light in the 
Lord: walk as children of light; (for the fruit 
of the Spirit is in all goodness, and righteous- 
ness, and truth) proving what is acceptable 
unto the Lord. And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them: for it is a shame even to speak 
of those things which are done of them in se- 
cret. But all things that are reproved, are 
made manifest by the light: for whatsoever 
doth make manifest, is light. Wherefore he 
saith, Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall give thee light. 


The Gospel. S. Luke xi. 14. 


bY gear was casting out a devil, and it was 
dumb. And it came to pass when the 
devil was gone out, the dumb spake; and the 
people wondred. But some of them said, He 
casteth out devils through Beelzebub, the chief 
of the devils. And others tempting him, sought 
of him a sign from heaven. But he knowing 
their thoughts, said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself, is brought to desolation ; 
and a house divided against a house, falleth.

If Satan also be divided against himself, how 

shall his kingdom stand? because ye say that 

I cast out devils through Beelzebub. And if 
I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do 

your sons cast them out? therefore shall they 
be your judges. But if I with the finger of 
God cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom of 
God is come upon you. When a strong man 

armed keepeth his palace, his goods are in 

peace; but when a stronger than he shall come 

upon him, and overcome him, he taketh from 

him all his armour wherein he trusted, and di- 

videth his spoils. He that is not with me, is 

against me: and he that gathereth not with me, 

scattereth. When the unclean spirit is gone 

out of a man, he walketh through dry places, 

seeking rest; and finding none, he saith, I will 

return unto my house, whence I came out. 

And when he cometh, he findeth it swept and 

garnished. Then goeth he and taketh to him 

seven other spirits more wicked than himself, 

and they enter in, and dwell there; and the 

last state of that man is worse than the first. 

And it came to pass as he spake these things, 

a certain woman of the company lift up her 

voice, and said unto him, Blessed is the womb 

that bare thee, and the paps which thou hast 

sucked. But he said, Yea, rather blessed are 

they that hear the Word of God and keep it.

RANT, we beseech thee, Almighty God, 
' that we, who for our evil deeds do wor-. 
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thily deserve to be punished, by the comfort of 
thy grace may mercifully be relieved, through 
our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Amen. 
The Epistle. Gal. iv. 21. 
ELL me, ye that desire to be under the 
law, do ye not hear the law? ‘ For it is 
written, that Abraham had two sons, the one 
by a bond-maid, the other by a free-woman. 
But he who was of the bond-woman, was born 
after the flesh; but he of the free-woman was 
by promise. Which things are an allegory: for 
these are the two covenants; the one from the 
mount Sinai, which gendereth to bondage, which 
is Agar. For this Agar is mount Sinai in Ara- 
bia, and answereth to Jerusalem which now is, 
and is in bondage with her children. But Je- 
rusalem which is above is free; which is the 
mother of us all. For it is written, Rejoice 
thou barren that bearest not; break forth and 
cry, thou that travailest not: for the desolate 
hath many more children than she which hath 
an husband. Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, 
are the children of promise. But as then, he 
that was born after the flesh, persecuted him 
that was born after the Spirit; even so it is 
now. Nevertheless, what saith the Scripture? 
Cast out the bond-woman and her son; for the 
son of the bond-woman shall not be heir with 
the son of the free-woman. So then, bre- 
thren, we are not children of the bond-woman, 
but of the free. 


The Gospel. S. John vi. 1. 


ESUS went over the sea of Galilee, which 


is the sea of Tiberias. And a great multi- 
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tude followed him, because they saw his mira- 
cles which he did on them that were diseased. 
And Jesus went up into a mountain, and there 
he sat with his disciples. And the Passover, 
a feast of the Jews, was nigh. When Jesus 
then lift up his eyes, and saw a great company 
come unto him, he saith unto Philip, Whence 
shall we buy bread that these may eat? (And 
this he said to prove him; for he himself knew 
what he would do.) Philip answered him, Two 
hundred penyworth of bread is not sufficient 
for them, that every one of them may take a 
little. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peters brother, saith unto him, There is a lad 
here, which hath five barley-loaves, and two 
small fishes: but what are they among so 
many? And Jesus said, Make the men sit down. 
Now there was much grass in the place. So 
the men sat down, in number about five thou- 
sand. And Jesus took the loaves, and when 
he had given thanks, he distributed to the dis- 
' ciples, and the disciples to them that were set 
down, and likewise of the fishes as much as 
they would. When they were filled, he said 
unto his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. Therefore 
they gathered them together, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of the five barley- 
loaves, which remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. ‘Then those men, when 
they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, 
This is of a truth that Prophet that should 


come into the world. \

The Epistle. Heb. ix. 11. 
“rebel being come an High Priest of good 


things to come, by a greater and more 
perfect tabernacle, not made with hands; that 
is to say, not of this building; neither by the 
blood of goats and calves, but by his own 
blood, he entred in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption for us. 
For if the blood of bulls, and of goats, and the 
ashes of an heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanc- 
tifieth to the purifying of the flesh; how much 
more shall the blood of Christ, who through 
the eternal Spirit, offered himself without spot 
to Ged;*purge your conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God? And for this 
cause he is the Mediatour of the new testament, 
that by means of death, for the redemption of 
the transgressions that were under the first tes- 
tament, they which are called might receive 
the promise of eternal inheritance. 


The Gospel. 8S. John viii. 46. 


By aki said, Which of you convinceth me of 
sin? and if I say the truth, why do ye not 
believe me? He that is of God, heareth Gods 
words; ye therefore hear them not, because ye 


are not of God..~ Then answered the Jews, and 
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said unto him, Say we not well, that thou art 
a Samaritan, and hast a devil? Jesus answered, 
I have not a devil; but I honour my father, 
and ye do dishonour me. And I seek not 
mine own glory; there is one that seeketh and 
judgeth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a 
man keep my saying, he shall never see death. - 
Then said the Jews unto him, Now we know 
that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, 
and the prophets; and thou sayest, If a man 
keep my saying, he shall never taste of death. 
Art thou greater than our father Abraham, - 
which is dead: and the prophets are dead: 
whom makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If 
I honour myself, my honour is nothing; it is” 
my Father that honoureth me, of whom ye say, 
that he is your God; yet ye have not known 
him; but I know him: and if I should say, 
I know him not, I shall be a liar like unto 
you; but I know him, and keep his saying. 

Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day, 
and he saw it, and was glad. Then said the 
Jews unto him, Thou art not yet fifty years 
old, and hast thou seen Abraham? Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily I say unto you, before 
Abraham was, I am. Then took they up 
stones to cast at him: but Jesus hid himself, 
and went out of the temple.

The Collect. 
LMIGHTY and everlasting God, who of 
a thy tender love towards mankind, hast 
sent thy Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ, to take 
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upon him our flesh, and to suffer death upon 
the cross, that all mankind should follow the 
example of his great humility; Mercifully grant 
that we may both follow the example of his 
patience, and also be made partakers of his 
‘resurrection, through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

ES this mind be in you, which was also in - 

Christ Jesus: who being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God: but made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men: and being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and 
became obedient unto death, even the death of 
the cross. Wherefore God also hath highly 
exalted him, and given him a Name, which is 
above every name; that at the Name of Jesus 
every knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under the 
earth; and that every tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father. ss 


The Gospel. S. Matth. xxvii. 1. 


AP HEN the morning was come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the people took 
counsel against Jesus, to put him to death. 
And when they had bound him, they led him 
away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
governour. Then Judas who had betrayed him, 
when he saw that he was condemned, repented 
himself, and brought again the thirty pieces of 
silver to the chief priests and elders, saying, 1 
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have sinned, in that I have betrayed the inno- 
cent blood, And they said, What is that to 
us? see thou to that. And he cast down the 
pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, 
and went and hanged himself. And the chief 
priests took the silver pieces, and said, It is 
not lawful for to put them into the treasury, 
because it is the price of blood.. And they 
took counsel, and bought with them the pot- 
ters field to bury strangers in. Wherefore that 
field was called, The field of blood unto this 
day. (Then was fulfilled that which was 
spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, And 
they took the thirty pieces of silver, the price 
of him that was valued, whom they of the chil- 
dren of Israel did value, and gave them for the 
potters field, as the Lord appointed me.) And 
Jesus stood before the governour; and the go- 
vernour asked him, saying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews? And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
sayest. And when he was accused of the chief 
priests and elders, he answered nothing. ‘Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not how 
many things they witness against thee? And he 
answered him to never a word, insomuch that 
the governour marvelled greatly. Now at that 
feast the governour was wont to release unto 
the people a prisoner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable prisoner, called Ba- 
rabbas. Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, Whom will ye 
that I release unto you? Barabbas or Jesus, 
which is called Christ? For he knew that for 
envy they had delivered him. When he was 
set down on the judgment seat, his wife sent 
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unto’ him, saying, Have thou nothing to do 
with that just man: for I have suffered many 
things this day in a dream because of him. 
But the chief priests and elders perswaded 
the multitude that they should ask Barabbas, 
and destroy Jesus. The governour answered 
and said unto them, Whether of the twain 
will ye that I release unto you? They said 
Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them, What~ 
shall I do then with Jesus, which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him, Let him be 
crucified. And the governour said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they cried out 
the more, saying, Let him be crucified. When 
Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but 
that rather a tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just 
person: see ye to it. Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be on us, and on 
our children. Then released he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he had scourged Jesus 
he delivered him to be crucified. Then the 
soldiers of the governour took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered unto him the 
whole band of soldiers. And they stripped 
him, and put on him a scarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown of thorns, they 
put it upon his head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, saying, Hail, King of the 
Jews. And they spit upon him, and took the 
reed, and smote him on the head. And after 
that they had mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own raiment on him, 
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and led him away to crucify him. And as 
they came out, they found a man of Cyrene, 
Simon by name: him they compelled to bear 
his cross. And when they were come unto 
a place called Golgotha, that is to say, a place 
of a skull, they gave him vinegar to drink, 
mingled with gall: and when he had tasted 
thereof, he would not drink. And they cru- 
cified him, and parted his garments, casting 
lots: that it might be fulfilled, which was 
spoken by the prophet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon my vesture did 
they cast lots. And sitting down they watch- 
ed him there; and set up over his head his 
accusation written, THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified with him: one on the 
right hand, and another on the left. And 
they. that passed by, reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Thou that destroyest 
the temple, and buildest it in three days, save 
thyself: if thau be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. Likewise also the chief 
priests mocking him, with the scribes and el- 
ders, said, He saved others, himself he can- 
not save: if he be the King of Israel let him 
now come down from the cross, and we will 
believe him. He trusted in God; let him 
deliver him now if he will have him: for he 
said, I am the Son of God. The thieves also 
which were crucified with him, cast the same 
in his teeth. Now from the sixth hour there 


_ was darkness over all the land, unto the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth hour, Jesus cried 


with a loud voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama sa- 
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bachthani? that is to say, My God, my God, 
why hast thou forsaken me? Some of them 
that stood there, when they heard that, said, 
This man calleth for Elias. And straightway 
one of them ran, and took a spunge and filled 
it with vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink. The rest said, Let be, let us 
see whether Elias will come to save him. 
Jesus when he had cried again with a loud 
voice yielded up the ghost. And behold, the 
vail of the temple was rent in twain from the 
top to the bottom, and the ‘earth did quake, 
and the rocks rent, and the graves were open- 
ed, and many bodies of saints which slept, 
arose, and came out of the graves, after his 
resurrection, and went into the holy city, and 
appeared unto many. Now when the centu- 
rion, and they that were with him, watching 
Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things 
that were done, they feared greatly, saying, 
Truly this was the Son of God.

For the Epistle. Isai. \xiii. 1. 


( HO is this that cometh from Edom, 
with dyed garments from Bozrah? this 

that is glorious in his apparel, travelling in the 
greatness of his strength? I that speak in 
righteousness, mighty to save. Wherefore art 
thou red in thine apparel, and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the wine-fat? I have 
trodden the wine-press alone, and of the people 
there was none with me: for I will tread them 
in mine anger, and trample them in my fury, and 
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their blood shall be sprinkled upon my gar- 
ments, and I will stain all my raiment. For the 
day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the year 
of my redeemed is come. And I looked and 
there was none to help; and I wondred that 
there was none to uphold: therefore mine own 
arm brought salvation unto me, and my fury it 
upheld me. And I will tread down the people in 
mine anger, and make them drunk in my fury, 
and I will bring down their strength to the 
earth. I will mention the loving kindnesses of 
the Lord, and the praises of the Lord, accord- 
ing to all that the Lord hath bestowed on us, 
and the great goodness towards the house of 
Israel, which he hath bestowed on them, ac- 
cording to his mercies, and according to the 
multitude of his loving kindnesses. For he 
said, Surely they are my people, children that 
will not lie: so he was their Saviour. In all 
their affliction, he was afflicted, and the angel 
of his presence saved them: in his love, and in 
his pity he redeemed them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the days of old. But 
they rebelled, and vexed his Holy Spirit, 
therefore he was turned to be their enemy, and 
he fought against them. Then he remembred 
the days of old, Moses and his people, saying, 
Where is he that brought them up out of the 
sea with the shepherd of his flock? where is he 
that put his Holy Spirit within him? that led 
them by the right hand of Moses, with his 
glorious arm, dividing the water before them, 
to make himself an everlasting name? that led 
them through the deep as an horse in the wil- 
derness, that they should not stumble? As a 
100

beast goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of 
the Lord caused him to rest: so didst thou 
lead thy people to make thyself a glorious 
Name, Look down from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of thy holiness, and of thy 
glory: where is thy zeal, and thy strength, the 
sounding of thy bowels, and of thy mercies 
towards me? Are they restrained? Doubtless 
thou art our Father, though Abraham be ig- 
norant of us, and Israel acknowledge us not: 
Thou O Lord, art our Father, our Redeemer, 
thy Name is from everlasting. O Lord, why 
hast thou made us to err from thy ways? and 
hardned our hearts from thy fear? Return 
for thy servants sake, the tribes of thine inhe- 
ritance. The people of thy holiness have 
possessed it but a little while: our adversaries 
have trodden down thy sanctuary. We are 
thine, thou never barest rule over them; 
they were not called by thy Name. 


The Gospel. S. Mark xiv. 1. 


AFTER two days was the feast of the Pass- 
over, and of unleavened bread: and the 

chief priests and the scribes sought how they 
might take him by craft, and put him to death, 
But they said, Not on the feast-day, lest there 
be an uproar of the people. And being in 
Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, as 
he sat at meat, there came a woman, having an 
alabaster-box of ointment of spikenard, very 
precious, and she brake the box, and poured 
it on his head. And there were some that had 
indignation within themselves, and said, Why 
was this waste of the ointment made? for it 
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might have been sold for more than three hun- 
dred pence, and have been given to the poor: 
and they murmured against her. And Jesus 
said, Let her alone, why trouble you her? 
she hath wrought a good work on me. For 
ye have the poor with you always, and when- 
soever ye will, ye may do them good: but me 
ye have not always. She hath done what she 
could: she is come aforehand to anoint my 
body to the burying. Verily I say unto you, 
Wheresoever this Gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that she 
hath done shall be spoken of for a memorial of 
her. And Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief priests, to betray him unto 
them. And when they heard it, they were 
glad, and promised to give him money. And 
he sought how he might conveniently betra 
him. And the first day of unleavened bread, 
when they killed the passover, his disciples 
said unto him, Where wilt thou that we go and 
prepare, that thou mayest eat the passover? 
And he sendeth forth two of his disciples, and 
saith unto them, Go ye into the city; and there 
shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of wa- 
ter: followhim. And wheresoever he shall go 
in, say ye to the good-man of the house, The 
master saith, Where is the guest-chamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with my disci- 
yles?_ And he will shew you a large upper room 
Furnished, and prepared, there make ready for 
aus. And his disciples went forth, and came 
“into the city, and found as he had said un- 
to them: and they made ready the passover. 
And in the evening he cometh with the twelve. 
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And as they sat, and did eat, Jesus said, Verily 
I say unto you, One of you which eateth with 
me, shall betray me. And they began to be 
sorrowful, and to say unto him, one by one, Is 
it 1? and another said, Is it 1? And he an- 
swered and said unto them, It is one of the 
twelve that dippeth with me in the dish. The 
Son of Man indeed goeth, as it is written of 
him: but wo to that man by whom the Son 
of Man is betrayed: good were it for that man 
if he had never been born. And as they did 
eat, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and brake 
it, and gave to them, and said, Take, eat: this 
is my body. And he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks, he gave it to them: and 
they all ‘drank of it. And he said unto them, 
This is my blood of the new testament, which 
is shed for many. Verily I say unto you, I 
will drink no more of the fruit of the vine, 
until that day that I drink it new in the King- 
dom of God. And when they had. sung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount of Olives. 
And Jesus saith unto them, All ye shall be of- 
fended because of me this night: for it is writ- 
ten, I will smite the shepherd, and the sheep 
shall be scattered. But after that I am risen; 
I will go before you into Galilee. But Peter 
said unto him, Although all shall be offended, 
yet will not I. And Jesus saith unto him; 
Verily I say unto thee, That this day, even in 
this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the more 
vehemently, If I should die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said they 


all. And they came to a pase, which was 
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named Gethsemane, and he saith to his disci- 
ples, Sit ye here, while I shall pray. And he 
taketh with him Peter, and James, and John, 
and began to be sore amazed, and to be very 
heavy, and saith unto them, My soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful unto death; tarry ye here, and 
watch. And he went forward a little, and fell 
on the ground, and prayed, that if it were pos- 
sible the hour might pass from him. And he 
said, Abba, Father; all things are possible un- 
to thee; take away this cup from me: never- 
theless, not what I will, but what thou wilt. 
And he cometh and findeth them sleeping, and 
saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou? couldst 
not thou watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation: the spirit truly 
is ready, but the flesh is weak. And again he 
went away, and prayed, and spake the same 
words. And when he returned, he found them 
asleep again, (for their eyes were heavy) nei- 
ther wist they what to answer him. And he 
cometh the third time, and saith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your rest: itis enough, 
the hour is come; behold the Son of Man is 
betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise up, 
let us go; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hand. 
And immediately, while he yet spake, cometh 
Judas, one of the twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords, and staves, from the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders. 
And he that betrayed him, had given them a 
token, saying, Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he; take him, and lead him away safely. 
And as soon as he was come, he goeth straight- 
way to him, and saith, Master, master, and

kissed him, And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. And one of them that 
stood by, drew a sword, and smote a servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his ear. And 
Jesus answered, and said unto them, Are ye 
come out as against a thief, with swords and 
with staves, to take me? I was daily with you 
in the temple, teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the Scriptures must be fulfilled. And they 
all forsook him, and fled. And there followed 
him a certain young man having a linen cloth 
cast about his naked body, and the young men 
laid hold on him. And he left the linen cloth, 
and fled from them naked. And they led Je- 
sus away to the high priest, and with him were 
assembled all the chief priests, and the elders, 
and the scribes; And Peter followed him afar 
off, even into the palace of the high priest: 
and he sat with the servants, and warmed him- 
self at the fire; And the chief priests, and all 
the council sought for witness against Jesus to 
put him to death, and found none. For many 
bare false witness against him, but their wit- 
ness agreed not together. And there arose 
certain, and bare false witness against him, 
saying, We heard him say, I will destroy this 
temple that is made with hands, and within 
three days, I will build another made without 
hands. But neither so did their witness agree 
together. And the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing? what is it which these witness against 
thee? But he held his peace, and answered 
nothing. Again the high priest asked him, 
and said unto him, Art thou the Christ, the Son 
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of the Blessed? And Jesus said, Iam; and ye 
shall see the Son of Man sitting on the right 
hand of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high priest rent his clothes, 
and saith, What need we any further witnesses ? 
ye have heard the blasphemy: what think ye? 
And they<all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. And some began to spit on him, and 
to cover his face, and to buffet him, and to say 
unto him, Prophesy; and the servants did 
strike him with the palms of their hands, And 
as Peter was beneath in the palace, there com- 
eth one of the maids of the high priest; and 
when she saw Peter warming himself, she 
looked upon him, and said, And thou also wast 
with Jesus of Nazareth. But he denied, say- 
ing, I know not, neither understand I what 
thou sayest. And he went out into the porch, 
and. the cock crew. And a maid saw him 
again, and began to say to them that stood by, 
This is one of them. And he denied it again. 
And a little after, they that stood by said 
again to Peter, Surely thou art one of them; 
for thou art a Galilean, and thy speech agreeth 
thereto. But he began to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not this man of whom ye 
speak. And the second time the cock crew. 
And Peter called to mind the word that Jesus 
said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And when he 
thought thereon, he wept. 
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For the Epistle. Isai. 1. 5. 


HE Lord God hath opened mine ear, and 
I was not rebellious, neither turned away 
back, I gave my back to the smiters, and my 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair: I 
hid not my face from shame and spitting. For 
the Lord God will help me, therefore shall I 
not be confounded: therefore have I set my 
face like a flint, and I know that I shall not be 
ashamed. He is near that justifieth me, who 
will contend with me? Let us stand together ; 
who is mine adversary? let him come near to 
me. Behold, the Lord God will help me; 
who is he that shall condemn me? Lo, they 
all shall wax old as a garment: the moth shall 
eat them up. Who is among you that feareth 
the Lord, that obeyeth the voice of his servant, 
that walketh in darkness, and hath no light? 
let him trust in the Name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God. Behold, all ye that kindle a 
fire, that compass yourselves about with 
sparks; walk in the light of your fire, and in 
the sparks that ye have kindled. This shall 
ye have of mine hand, ye shall lie down in 
sorrow. 


The Gospel. S. Mark xv. 1. 


ND straightway in the morning, the chief 
priests held a consultation with the elders 
and scribes, and the whole council, and bound 
Jesus, and carried him away, and delivered him 
to Pilate. And Pilate asked him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he answering, said unto 
him, Thou sayest it, And the chief priests 
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accused him of many things: but he answered 
nothing. And Pilate asked him again, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? behold how many 
things they witness against thee. But Jesus 
yet answered nothing: so that Pilate marvel- 
led. Now at that feast he released unto them 
one prisoner, whomsoever they desired. And 
there was one named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that had made insurrection 
with him, who had committed murder in ‘the 
insurrection. And the multitude crying aloud, 
began to desire him to do as he had ever done 
unto them. But Pilate answered them, say- 
ing, Will ye that I release unto you the King 
of the Jews? (For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for envy.) But the 
chief priests moved the people, that he should 
rather release Barabbas unto them. And Pi- 
late answered, and said again unto them, What 
will ye then that I shall do unto him whom ye 
call the King of the Jews? And they cried out 
again, Crucify him. ‘Then Pilate said unto 
them, Why, what evil hath he done? And 
they cried out the more exceedingly, Crucify 
him. And so Pilate, willing to content the 
people, released Barabbas unto them, and de- 
livered Jesus, when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified. And the soldiers led him away in- 
to the hall, called Pretorium; and they call 
together the whole band. And they clothed 
him with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about his head. And began to sa- 
lute him, Hail King of the Jews. And they 
smote him on the head with a reed, and did spit 
upon him, and bowing their knees, worshipped 
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him. And when they had mocked him, they 
took off the purple from him, and put his own 
clothes on him, and led him out to crucify him. 
And they compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who 
passed by, coming out of the country, the fa- 
ther of Alexander, and Rufus, to bear his 
cross. And they bring him unto the place 
Golgotha, which is, being interpreted, The 
place of a scull. And they gave him to drink, 
wine mingled with myrrh; but he received it 
not. And when they had crucified him, they 
parted. his garments, casting lots upon them, 
what every man should take. And it was the 
third hour, and they crucified him. And the 
superscription of his accusation was written 
over, THE KING OF THE JEWS. And 
with him they crucify two thieves, the one on 
his right hand, and the other on his left. And 
the Scripture was fulfilled, which saith, And he 
was numbered with the transgressors. And 
they that passed by, railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and saying, Ah, thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest it in three days, 
save thyself, and come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief priests mocking, said 
among themselves, with the scribes, He saved 
others, himself he cannot save. Let Christ the 
King of Israel descend now from the cross, 
that we may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him, reviled him. And 
when the sixth hour was come, there was dark- 
ness over the whole land, until the ninth hour. 
And at the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani? 
which is, being interpreted, My God, my God,

why hast thou forsaken me? And some of 
them that stood by, when they heard it, said, 
Behold, he calleth Elias. And one ran, and 
filled a spunge full of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, saying, Let alone; 
let us see whether Elias will come to take him 
down. And Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghost. And the vail of the 
temple was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom. And when the centurion which stood 
over against him, saw that he so cried out, 
and gave up the ghost, he said, Truly this 
man was the Son of God. 
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The Epistle. Heb. ix. 16. 


HERE a testament is, there must also of 
necessity be the death of the testator: 

for a testament is of force after men are dead; 
otherwise it is of no strength at all whilst the 
testator liveth. Whereupon, neither the first 
testament was dedicated without blood: for 
when Moses had spoken every precept to all 
the people, according to the law, he took the 
blood of calves, and of goats, with water and 
scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both 
the book and all the people, saying, This is the 
blood of the testament,which God hath enjoined 
unto you. Moreover, he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the vessels 
of the ministry. And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. It was there- 
fore necessary that the patterns of things in the 
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heavens should be purified with these; but the 
heavenly things themselves with better sacrifi- 
ces than these. For Christ is not entred into 
the holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true, but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of God for us; 
nor yet that he should offer himself often, as 
the high priest entreth into the holy place 
every year with blood of others: for then 
must he often have suffered since the founda- 
tion of the world; but now once in the end of 
the world, hath he appeared to put away sin 
by the sacrifice of himself. And as it is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment: so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him, shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. 


The Gospel. S. Luke xxii. 1. 


OW the feast of unleavened bread drew 
nigh, which is called the Passover. And 

the chief priests and scribes sought how they 
might kill him; for they feared the people. 
Then entred Satan into Judas surnamed Isca- 
riot, being of the number of the twelve. And 
he went his way, and communed with the 
chief priests, and captains, how he might be- 
tray him unto them, And they were glad, and 
covenanted to give him money. And he pro- 
mised, and sought opportunity to betray 
him unto them, in the absence of the muiti- 
tude. Then came the day of unleavened 
bread, when the passover must be killed. 


And he sent Peter and John, saying, Go and 
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prepare us the passover, that we may eat. 
And they said unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we prepare? And he said unto them, Behold, 


when ye are entred into the city, there shall a 


" man meet you, bearing a pitcher of water, fol- 


low him into the house where he entreth in. 
And ye shall say unto the good-man of the 
house, The master saith unto thee, Where is 
the guest-chamber, where I shall eat the pass- 
over with my disciples? And he shall shew 
you a large upper room furnished; there make 
ready. And they went, and found as he had 
said unto them: and ‘they made ready the 
passover. And when the hour was come, he 
sat down and the twelve apostles with him. 
And he said unto them, With desire I have de- 
sired to eat this passover with you before I 
suffer. For I say unto you I will not any more 
eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the Kingdom 
of God. And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and said, Take this, and divide it 
among yourselves. For I say unto you, I will 
not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the 
Kingdom of God shall come. And he took 
bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave 
unto them, saying, This is my body, which is 
given for you, this do in remembrance of me. 
Likewise also the cup after supper, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. But behold, the hand 
of him that betrayeth me, is with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of Man goeth as it 
was determined; but wo unto that man, by 
whom he is betrayed. And they began to en- 
quire among themselves, which of them it was 
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that should do this thing. And there was also 
a strife among them, which of them should be 
accounted the greatest. And he said unto 
them, The kings of the Gentiles exercise lord- 
ship over them, and they that exercise autho- 
rity upon them, are called benefactours. But ye 
shall not be so: but he that is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger; and he that 
is chief, as he that doth serve. For whether 
is greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he that 
serveth? is not he that sitteth at meat? but I 
am among you, as he that serveth. Ye are 
they which have continued with me in my 
temptations. And I appoint unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father hath appointed unto me; 
that ye may eat and drink at my table in my 
kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the twelve 
-tribes of Israel. And the Lord said, Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as wheat: but I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail not; and 
when thou art converted, strengthen thy bre- 
thren. And he said unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee both into prison and to 
death. And he said, I tell thee, Peter, the 
cock shall not crow this day, before that thou 
shalt thrice deny that thou knowest me. And 
he said unto them, When I sent you without 
purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any 
thing? And they said, Nothing. Then said 
he unto them, But now, he that hath a purse, 
let him take it, and likewise his scrip: and he 
that hath no sword, let him sell his garment, 
and buy one. For I say unto you, That this 
that is written, must yet be accomplished im 
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me, And he was reckoned among the trans- 
gressors: for the things concerning me have 
an end. And they said, Lord, behold, here 
are two swords. And he said unto them, It 
is enough. And he came out, and went, as he 
was wont, to the mount of Olives, and his dis- 
ciples also followed him. And when he was at 
the place, he said unto them, Pray, that ye en- 
ter not into temptation. And he was with- 
drawn from them about a stones cast, and 
kneeled down, and prayed, saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup from me: 
nevertheless, not my will, but thine be done. 
And there appeared an angel. unto him from 
heaven, strengthning him. And being in an 
agony, he prayed more earmestly; and _ his 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood fall- 
ing down to the ground. And when he rose 
up from prayer, and was come to his disciples, 
he found them sleeping for sorrow, and said 
unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and pray, lest 
ye enter into temptation. ‘And while he yet 
spake, behold, a multitude, and he that was 
called Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
But Jesus said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou 
the Son of Man with a kiss? When they who 
were about him, saw what would follow, they 
said unto him, Lord, shall we smite with the 
sword? And one of them smote the servant of 
the high priest, and cut off his right ear, And 
Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and healed him. ‘Then 
Jesus said unto the chief priests, and captains 
_ of the temple, and the elders who were come

to him, Be ye come out as against a thief, with 
swords and staves? When I was daily with 
you in the temple, ye stretched forth no hands 
against me: but this is your hour, and the- 
power of darkness. Then took they him, and 
led him, and brought him into the high priests 
house, and Peter followed afar off. And when 
they had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, 
and were set down together, Peter sat down 
among them. But a certain maid beheld him, 
ashe sat by the fire, and earnestly looked upon 
him, and said, This man was also with him. 
And he denied him, saying, Woman, I know 
him not.. And after a little while another saw 
him, and said, Thou art also of them. And 
Peter said, Man, I am not. And about the: 
space of one hour after, another confidently 
affirmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow also 
was with him; for he is a Galilean. And 
Peter said, Man, I know not what thou say- 
est. And immediately while he yet spake, the 
cock crew. And the Lord tured, and looked 
upon Peter; and Peter remembred the word 
of the Lord, how he had said unto him, Before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. 
And Peter went, out and wept bitterly, And 
the. men that held Jesus mocked him, and 
smote him. And when they had blind-folded 
him, they struck him on the face, and asked 
him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that smote 
thee? And many other things blasphemously 
spake they against him, And as soon as it 
was day, the elders of the people, and the 
chief priests, and the scribes came together, 


and led him into their council, saying, Art. 
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thou the Christ? tell us. And he said unto 
them, If I tell you, you will not believe. And 
if I also ask you, you will not answer me, nor 
let me go. Hereafter shall the Son of Man 
sit on the right hand of the power of God. 
Then said they all, Art thou then the Son of 
God? And he said unto them, Ye say that I 
am. And they said, What need we any fur- 
ther witness? for we ourselves have heard of 
his own mouth. 
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The Epistle. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

[* this that I declare unto you, I praise you 

not; that you come together not for the 
better, but for the worse. For first of all, 
when ye come together in the church, I hear 
that there be divisions among you, and I partly 
believe it. For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they who are approved, may 
be made manifest among you. When ye 
come together therefore into one place, this 
is not to eat the Lords supper: for in eating, 
every one taketh before other his own supper: 
and one is hungry, and another is drunken. 
What, have ye not houses to eat and to drink 
in? or despise ye the church of God, and 
shame them that have not? What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise you in this? I praise 
you not: For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, That the 
Lord Jesus, the same night in which he was 
betrayed, took bread; and when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, eat, this 
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is my body, which is broken for you: this do 
im remembrance of me. After the same man- 
ner also he took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testament in my 
blood: this do ye as oft as ye drink it, in re- 
membrance of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lords death till he come. Wherefore, who- 
soever shall eat this bread, and drink this cup 
of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. But let a man 
examine himself, and so let him eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup. For he that 
eateth, and-drinketh unworthily, eateth and. 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning 
the Lords body. For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, and many sleep. 
For if we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But when we are judged, we 
are chastned of the Lord, that we should not 
be condemned with the world. Wherefore, 
my brethren, when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. And if any man hun- 
ger, let him eat at home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the rest will 
I set in order when I come. 


The Gospel. S. Luke xxiii. 1. ) 

fe ido whole multitude of them arose, and 
led him unto Pilate. And they began to 
accuse him, saying, We found this fellow per- 
verting the nation, and forbidding to give tri- 
bute to Cesar, saying, That he himself is 
Christ a King. And Pilate asked him, saying, 


Art thou the King of the Jews? And he an- 
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swered him and said, Thou sayest it. Then 
said Pilate to the chief priests, and to the 
people, I find no fault in this man. And they 
were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up 
the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, 
beginning from Galilee to this place. When 
Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the 
man were a Galilean. And as soonas he knew 
that he belonged unto Herods jurisdiction, 
he sent him to Herod, who himself was also at 
Jerusalem at that time. And when Herod 
- saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad, for he was 
desirous to see him of a long season, because 
he had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have seen some miracle done by 
him. Then he questioned with him in many 
words; but he answered him nothing. And 
the chief priests and scribes stood and vehe- 
mently accused him. And Herod with his 
men of war set him at naught, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate. And the same day 
Pilate and Herod were made friends together ; 
for before they were at enmity between them- 
selves. And Pilate when he had called toge- 
ther the chief priests, and the rulers, and the 
people, said unto them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me, as one that perverteth the peo- 
ple, and behold, I having examined him before 
you, have found no fault in this man touching 
those things whereof ye accuse him: No, nor 
yet Herod: for I sent you to him, and lo, no- 
thing worthy of death is done unto him. I 
will therefore chastise him, and release \him. 
For of necessity he must release one unto 
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them at the feast. And they cried out all at 
once, saying, Away with this man, and release 
unto us Barabbas: (who for a certain sedition 
made in the city, and for murder was cast in 
prison.) Pilate therefore willing to release Je- 
sus, spake againtothem. But they cried, say- 
ing, Crucify him, crucify him, And he said 
unto them the third time, Why, what evil hath 
he done? I have found no cause of death in 
him; I will therefore chastise him and let him 
go. And they were instant with loud voices, 
requiring that he might be crucified: and the 
voices of them, and of the chief priests prevail- 
ed. And Pilate gave sentence, that it should be 
as they required. And he released unto them 
him that for sedition and murder was cast into 
prison, whom they had desired; but he deli- 
vered Jesus to their will. And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one Simon a Cyre- 
nian, coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might bear it after 
Jesus. And there followed him a great com- 
pany of people, and of women, who also be- 
wailed and lamented him. But Jesus turning 
unto them, said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, and tor 
your children. For behold, the days are com- 
ing, in which they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck. Then shall 
they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on 
us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they 
do these things in a green tree, what shall be 
done in the dry? And there were also two 


other malefactours led with him to be put to 
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death. And when they were come to the 
place which is called Calvary, there they cru- 
cified him; and the malefactours, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left. Then 
said Jesus, Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do. And they parted his 
raiment, and cast lots. And the people stood 
beholding ; and the rulers also with them de- 
rided him, saying, He saved others, let him 
save himself, if he be Christ the chosen of 
God. And the soldiers also mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering him vinegar, and 
saying, If thou be the King of the Jews, save 
thyself. And a superscription also was written 
over him in letters-of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And one of the malefactours, which 
were hanged, railed on him, saying, If thou 
be Christ, save thyself, and us. But the 
other answering, rebuked him, saying, Doest 
not thou fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? And we indeed justly; 
for we receive the due reward of our deeds, 
but this man hath done nothing amiss. And 
he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus 
said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To-day 
shalt thou be with me in paradise. And it 
was about the sixth hour. And there was a 
darkness over all the earth, until the ninth © 
hour. And the sun was darkned, and _the vail 
of the temple was rent in the midst. And 
when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he 
‘said, Father, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit: and having said thus, he gave up\ the 
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ghost. Now when the centurion saw 
what was done, he. glorified God, saying, 
Certainly this was a righteous man. And all 
the people that came together to that sight, 
beholding the things that were done, smote 
their breasts, and returned. And all his ac- 
quaintance, and the women that followed him 
from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these 
things.

The Epistle. Heb. x. 1. 


HE law having a shadow of good things 
to come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect: for then would 
they not have ceased to be offered? because 
that the worshippers once purged, should 
have had no more conscience of sms. But in 
those sacrifices there is a remembrance again 
made of sins every year. For it is not possi- 
ble that the blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins: Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
me: In burnt-offerings, and eae A 

for sin thou hast had no pleasure: Then sai 
I, Lo, I come (im the volume of the book i 
is written of me) to do thy will, O God. 
Above, when he said, Sacrifice and offering, 
and burnt-offerings, and offering for sin thou 
wouldest not, neither hadst pleasure therein, 
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second. By the which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. And every priest stand- 
eth daily ministring, and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never take away 
sins. But this man after he had offered one 
sacrifice for sins, for ever sat down on the 
right hand of God; from henceforth expect- 
ing till his enemies be made his foot-stool. 
For by one offering he hath perfected for ever 
them that are sanctified: Whereof the Holy 
Ghost also is a witness to us: for after that 
he had said before, This is the covenant that 
I will make with them after those days, saith 
the Lord, I will put my laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them; and 
their sins and iniquities will I remember no 
more. Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. Having 
therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new and 
living way, which he hath consecrated for us, 
through the vail, that is to say, his flesh: and 
having an High Priest over the house of God; 
let us draw near with a true heart, in full as- 
surance of faith, having our hearts sprinkled 
from an evil conscience, and our bodies wash- 
ed with pure water.~ Let us hold fast the pro- 
fession of our faith without wavering: (for he 
is faithful that promised) and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto love, and to good 
works; not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some is; but 
exhorting one another: and so much the more, 
as ye see the day approaching, 
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ILATE therefore took Jesus, and scourged 

him. And the soldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it on his head, and they 
put on him a purple robe, and said, Hail, 
King of the Jews: and they smote him with 
their hands. Pilate therefore went forth 
again, and saith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know that I 
find no fault in him. Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold. 
the man. When the chief priests therefore, 
and officers saw him, they cried out, saying, 
Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto 
them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for I 
find no fault in him. The Jews answered him, 
We have a law, and by our law, he ought to 
die, because he made himself the Son of God. 
When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he 
was the more afraid; and went again into the 
-judgment-hall, and saith unto Jesus, Whence 
art thou? But Jesus gave him no answer. 
Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not 
unto me? knowest thou not, that I have 
power to crucify thee, and have power to re- 
lease thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest ') 
have no power at all against me, except it 
were given thee from above: therefore he 
that delivered me unto thee hath the greater 
sin. And from thenceforth Pilate sought to 
release him: but the Jews cried out, saying, 
If thou let this man go, thou art not Cesars 
friend: whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Cesar. When Pilate there- 
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fore heard that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgement-seat, in a place 
‘that is called the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha. And it was the preparation 
of the passover, and about the sixth hour: 
and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King. But they cried out, Away. with him, 
away with him, crucify him. Pilate saith 
unto them, Shall I crucify your King? The 
chief priests answered, We have no king but 
Cesar. Then delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified: and they took Jesus and 
led him away. And he bearing his cross, 
went forth into a place called the place of a 
scull, which is called in the Hebrew, Golgo- 
tha: where they crucified him, and two other 
with him, on either side one, and Jesus in the 
midst. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it 
on the cross. And the writing was, JESUS 
OF NAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus was crucified 
was nigh to the city: and it was written in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then said 
the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but that he said, 
I am the King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 
What I have written, I have written. Then 
the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, 
took his garments, (and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part) and also his coat: now 
the coat was without seam, woven from the 
top throughout. They said therefore among 
_ themselves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be: that the Scripture 
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might be fulfilled, which saith, They parted 


my raiment among them, and for my vesture 
they did cast lots. These things therefore 
the soldiers did. Now there stood by the 
cross of Jesus, his mother and his mothers 
sister, Mary, the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalen. When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, whom 
he loved, he saith unto his mother, Woman, 
behold thy son. Then saith he to. the disci- 
ple, Behold thy mother. And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto his own 
home. After this, Jesus knowing that all 
things were now accomplished, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now 
there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they 
filled a spunge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his mouth. When Jesus 
therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It 
is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghost. The Jews therefore because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies should 
not remain upon the cross on the sabbath-day, 
(for that sabbath-day was an high day) be- 
sought Pilate that their legs might be broken, 
and that they might be taken away. Then 
came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came to Jesus, and 
saw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs. But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. And he that saw 
it bare record, and his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he saith true, that. ye might 
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believe. For these things were done that the 
Seripture should be fulfilled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. And again, another 
Scripture saith, They shall look on him, whom 
they pierced.

T is better, if the will of God be so, that ye 

suffer for well-doing, than for evil-doing. 
For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, 
the just for the unjust; (that he might bring 
us to God) being put to death in the flesh, 
but quickned by the Spirit: By which also 
he went and pyeached unto the spirits in 
prison; which sometime were disobedient, 
when once the long-suffering of God waited 
in the days of Noah, while the ark was a pre- 
paring; wherein few, that is, eight souls, 
were saved by water. The like figure where- 
unto, even baptism, doth also now save us, 
(not the putting away the filth of the flesh, 
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but the answer of a good conscience towards 
God) by the resurrection of Jesus Christ: 
who is gone into heaven, and is on the right 
hand of God, angels, and authorities, and 
powers being made subject unto him.

HEN the even was come, there came a 

rich man of Arimathza, named Joseph, 
who also himself was Jesus disciple. He 
went to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. 
Then Pilate commanded the body to be de- 
livered. And when Joseph had taken the 
body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 
and laid it in his own new tomb, which he 
had hewn out in the rock; and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and 
departed. And there was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, sitting over against the 
sepulchre. Now the next day that followed 
the day of the preparation, the chief priests 
and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, say- 
~ ing, Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, 
While he was yet alive, After three days I 
will rise again. Command therefore that the 
sepulchre be made sure until the third day, 
lest his disciples come by night and steal him 
away, and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: so the last errour shall be 
worse than the first. Pilate said unto them, 
Ye have a watch, go your way, make it as 
sure as you can. So they went and made 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and 
setting a watch. 
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q At Morning Prayer, instead of the Psalm, O come 
let us, &c. these Anthems shull be sung or said. 

Geet our passover is sacrificed for us: 

therefore let us keep the feast. Not 

with the old leaven nor with the leaven of 

malice and wickedness: but with the unlea- 

vened bread of sincerity and truth. 1 Cor. v, 7. 


HRIST being raised from the dead dieth 

no more: death hath no more dominion 

over him.

Then went in also that 
other disciple which came first to the sepul- 
chre, and he saw and believed. For as yet 
they knew not the Scripture, that he must 
rise again from the dead. Then the disciples 
went away again unto their own home.

< agen opened his mouth, and said, Of a 
truth I perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons; but in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted 
with him. The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preaching peace by 
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Jesus Christ (he is Lord of all) that word 
(I say) ye know, which was published through- 
out all Judea, and began from Galilee, after the 
baptism which John preached: how God 
anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost, and with power, who went about 
doing good, and healing all that were op- 
pressed of the devil: for God was with him. 
And we are witnesses of all things which he 
did, both in the land of the Jews, and in 
Jerusalem, whom they slew, and hanged on a 
tree: Him God raised up the third day, and 
shewed him openty; not to all the people, 
but unto witnesses chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink with him after 
he arose from the dead.

PQrioLp, two of his disciples went that 


same day to a village called Emmaus, 
which was from. Jerusalem about threescore 
furlongs. And they talked together of all 
these things which had happened. And it 
came to pass, that while they communed 
together, and reasoned, Jesus himself drew 
near, and went with them. But their eyes 
were holden, that they should not know 
him. And he said unto them, What manner 
of communications are these that ye have one 
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to another, as ye walk and are sad? And the 
one of them, whose name was Cleopas, an- 
swering, said unto him, Art thou only a stran- 
ger in Jerusalem, and hast not known the 
things which are come to pass. there in these 
days? And he said unto them, What things? 
And they said unto him, Concerning Jesus of 
Nazareth, who was a prophet mighty in deed 
and word, before God and all the people: 
And how the chief priests and our rulers de- 
livered him to be condemned to death, and 
have crucified him. But we trusted that it 
had been he, who should have redeemed 
Israel: and beside all this, to day is the 
third day since these things were done. Yea, 
and certain women also of our company made 
us astonished, which were early at the sepul- 
chre; and when they found not his body, 
they came, saying, that they had also seen a 
vision of angels, which said that he was alive. 
And certain of them who were with us, went 
to the sepulchre, and found it even so as the 
women had said; but him they saw not. 
Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of 
heart to believe all that the prophets have 
spoken: ought not Christ to have suffered 
these things, and to enter into his glory? And 
beginning at Moses, and all the prophets, 
he expounded unto them in all the Scriptures 
the things concerning himself. And they 
drew nigh unto the village, whither they went; 
and“he made as though he would have gone 
further. But they constrained him, saying, 
Abide with us, for it is towards evening, and 
the day is far spent: And he went in to tarry 
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with them. And it came to pass, as he sat at 
meat with them he took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake, and gave to them. And their eyes 
were opened, and they knew him, and he va- 
nished out of their sight. And they said one 
to another, Did not our heart burn within us; 
while he talked with us by the way, and while 
he opened to us the Scriptures? And they 
rose up the same hour, and returned to Jeru- 
salem, and found the eleven gathered toge- 
ther, and them that were with them, saying, 
The Lord is risen indeed, and hath appeared 
to Simon. And they told what things were 
done in the way, and how he was known of 
them in breaking of bread.

The Word which God 
sent unto the children of Israel, preaching 
peace by Jesus Christ (he.is Lord of all) that 
Word, I say, you know, which was published

For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Peter, Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, who have receiv- 
ed the Holy Ghost as well as we?

The 
same came to Jesus by night, and said unto 
him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher 
come from God: for no man can do these 
miracles that thou doest, except God be with 
him. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily I say unto thee, Except a man 
be born again, he cannot see the Kingdom of 
God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can 
a man be born when he is old? can he enter 
the second time into his mothers womb, and 
be born?

There hath no temptation 
taken you, but such as is common to man ; 
but God is faithful, who will not suffer you to 
be tempted above that ye are able; but will

And this I say, That the 
covenant that was confirmed before of God in 
Christ, the Law which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot disannul; that it 
should make the promise of none effect. For 
if the inheritance be of the Law, it is no more 
of promise; but God gave it to Abraham by 
promise. Wherefore then serveth the Law? 
It was added because of transgressions, till 
the seed should come, to whom the promise 
was made; and it was ordained by angels in 
the hand of a mediatour. Now a mediatour 
is not a mediatour of one; but God is one. 
Is the law. then against the promises of God? 
God forbid: for if there had been a law 
given, which could have given. life, verily 
righteousness should have been by the Law. 
But the Scripture hath concluded: all under 
sin, that the promise by faith of Jesus Christ 
might be given to them that believe. .

But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was; and when he 
saw him, he had compassion on him, and went 
to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring in 
oil, and wine, and set him on his own beast, 
and brought him to an inn, and took care of 
him.

~ men that were lepers, who stood afar off. 
And they lifted up their voices, and said, 
Jesus Master, have mercy on us. And when 
he saw them; he said unto them, Go shew 
yourselves unto the priests. And it came to 
pass, that as they went, they were cleansed: 
And one of them, when he saw that he was 
healed, turned back, and with a loud voice 
glorified God, and fell down on his face at his 
feet, giving him thanks; and he was a Sama- 
ritan. And Jesus answering, said, Were there 
not ten cleansed? but where are the nine? 
‘There are not found that returned to give 
glory to God, save this stranger.

Then saith he to his servants, The wedding is 
ready, but they who were bidden were not 
worthy. Go ye therefore into the high-ways, 
and as many as ye shall find bid to the mar- 
riage. So those servants went out into the 
“high-ways, and gathered together all as many 
as they found, both bad and good; and the 
wedding was furnished with guests. And 
when the king came in to see the guests, he 
saw there a man who had not on a wedding 
garment. And he saith unto. him, Friend, 
how camest thou in hither, not having a wed- 
ding garment? And he was speechless. Then 
said the king to the servants, Bind him hand 
and foot, and take him away, and cast him 
into outer darkness: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. For many are called, 
but few are chosen.

Then said Jesus 
unto him, Except ye see signs and wonders, 
ye will not believe. The nobleman saith unto 
him, Sir, come down ere my child die. “ Jesus.

And the man believed the word that Jesus 
had spoken unto him, and he went his way. 
And as he was now going down, his servants 
met him, and told him, saying, Thy son liveth. 
Then enquired he of them the hour when he 
began to amend: and they said unto him, 
Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever left 
him. So the father knew that it was at the 
same hour, in the which Jesus said unto him, 
Thy son liveth; and himself believed, and his 
whole house. This is again the second mi- 
racle that Jesus did when he was come out of 
Judea into Galilee.

the debt. But the same servant went out and 
found oné of his fellow-servants, who owed 
him an hundred pence; and he laid hands on 
him, and took him by the throat, saying, Pay 
me that thou owest. And his fellow-servant 
fell down at his feet, and besought him, say- 
ing, Have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. And he would not; but went and 
cast him into prison, till he should pay the 
debt. So when his fellow-servants saw what 
was done, they were very sorry, and came and 
told unto their lord all that was. done. Then 
his lord after that he had called him, said unto 
him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
all that debt, because thou desiredst me; 
shouldest not thou also have had compassion 
on thy fellow-servant, even as I had pity on 
thee? And his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormenters, till he should pay all 
that was due unto him. So likewise shall my 
heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses.

(And behold, a woman who was 
diseased with an issue of blood twelve years, 
came behind him, and touched the hem of his 
garment: for she said within herself, If I may 
but touch his garment, I shall be whole.

When they were filled, he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be lost.. Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley-loaves, which re- 
mained over and above unto them that had 
eaten. .Then those men, when they had seen 
the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is of a 
truth that Prophet that should come into -the 
world.

. Israel know? First Moses:saith, I will provoke

and by a foolish nation I will anger you. But 
Esaias is very bold, and saith, I was found of 
them that sought me not; I was made mani- 
fest unto them that asked not after me. But 
to Israel he saith, All day long I have stretch- 
ed forth my hands unto a disobedient and 
gainsaying people.

But he said unto 
them, Except I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put my finger into the 
print of the nails, and thrust my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. And after eight days 
again his disciples were within, and Thomas 
with them: then came Jesus, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace 
be unto you. Then saith he to Thomas, 
Reach hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it into 
my side, and be not faithless, but believing. 
And Thomas answered and said unto him, My 
Lord, and my God. Jesus saith unto him, 
Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou hast 
believed; blessed are they that have not seen, 


and yet have believed. And many other 
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signs truly did Jesus in the presence of his 
disciples, which are not written in this book. 
But these are written that ye might believe 
that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; 
and that believing ye might have life through 
his Name.

ND Saul yet breathing out threatnings 

and slaughter against the disciples of the 
Lord, went unto the high priest, and desired 
of him letters to Damascus to the synagogues, 
_Ahat if he found any ofithis way, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring them 
bound unto Jerusalem. And as he journeyed 
he came near Damascus, and suddenly there 
shined round about him a light from heaven. 
And he fell to the earth, and heard a voice 
saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest: it is hard for thee to kick against 
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the pricks. And he trembling and astonished, 
said, Lord, what. wilt thou have me to do? 
And the Lord said unto him, Arise, and go 
into the city, and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do. And the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing a voice, 
but seeing no man. And Saul arose from the 
earth, and when his eyes were opened, he saw 
no man; but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Damascus. And he was 
three days without sight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. And there was a certain disci- 
ple at Damascus, named Ananias, and to 
him said the Lord in a vision, Ananias. 
And he said, Behold, I am here, Lord. And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, and go into the 
street which is called Straight, and enquire in 
the house of Judas for one called Saul, of 
Tarsus: for behold, he prayeth, and hath seen 
in a vision a man named Ananias, coming in, 
and putting his hand on him, that he might 
receive his sight. Then Ananias answered, 
Lord, I have heard by many of this man, how 
much evil he hath done to thy saints at Jeru- 
salem; and here he hath authority from the 
chief priests to bind, all that call on thy 
Name. But the Lord said unto him, Go thy 
way; for he is a chosen vessel unto me, to 
bear my Name before the Gentiles, and kings, 
and the children of Israel. For I will shew 
him how great things he must suffer for my 
Names sake. And Ananias went his way, 
and entred into the house; and, putting his 
hands on him, said, Brother Saul, the Lord 
(even Jesus that appeared unto thee, in the 
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way as thou camest) hath sent me, that thou 
mightest receive thy sight, and be filled with 
the Holy Ghost. And immediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been scales; and he 
received sight forthwith, and arose, and was 
baptized. And when he had received meat, 
he was strengthned. Then was Saul certain 
days with the disciples which were at Damas- 
cus. And straightway he preached Christ in 
the synagogues, that he is the Son of God. 
But all that heard him were amazed, and said, 
Is not this he that destroyed them which 
called on this Name in Jerusalem, and came 
hither for that intent, that he might bring 
them bound unto the chief priests? But Saul 
increased the more in strength, and confound- 
ed the Jews which dwelt at Damascus, prov- 
ing that this is very Christ. 


The Gospel. S. Mat. xix. 27. 


WPETER answered and said unto Jesus, Be- 

hold, we have forsaken all and followed 
thee, what shall-we have therefore? And Je- 
sus said unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
That ye which have followed me in the rege- 
neration when the Son of Man shall sit in the 
throne of his glory, ye also shall sit upon 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel. And every one that hath forsaken 
houses, or brethren, or sisters, or father, or 
mother, or wife, or children, or lands for my 
Names sake shall receive an hundred fold, 
and shall inherit everlasting life. But many 
that are first shall be last, and the last shall 
be first. 
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The Presentation of Christ in the Temple, 
commonly called, The Purification of Saint 
Mary the Virgin.

bly beseech thy Majesty, that as thy 
only begotten Son was this day presented in 
the temple in substance of our flesh; so we 
may be presented unto thee with pure and 
clean hearts, by the same thy Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

For the Epistle. Mal. iii. 1. 


EHOLD, I will send my messenger, and 

he shall prepare the way before me: and 
the Lord whom ye seek, shall suddenly come 
to his temple; even the messenger of the co- 
venant, whom ye delight in; behold, he shall 
come, saith the Lord of hosts. But who may 
abide the day of his coming? and who shall 
stand when he appeareth? for he is like a re- 
finers fire, and like fullers sope. And he 
shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver; and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge 
. them as gold and silver, that they may offer 
unto the Lord an offering in righteousness. 
Then shall the offerings of Judah and Jeru- 
salem be pleasant unto the Lord, as in the - 
days of old, and as in former years. And I 
will come near to you to judgement, and I will 
be a swift witness against the sorcerers, and 
against the adulterers, and against false 
swearers, and against those that oppress the 
hireling in his wages, the widow and the fa- 
therless, and that turn aside the stranger from 
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his right, and fear not me, saith the Lord of 
hosts. 


The Gospel. S. Luke ii. 22. 
A ND when the days of her purification, 


according to the law of Moses, were ac- 
complished, they brought him to Jerusalem 
to present him to the Lord (as it is written in 
the Law of the Lord, Every male that open- 
eth the womb, shall be called holy to the 
Lord) and to offer a sacrifice according to 
that which is said in the Law of the Lord,:A 
pair of turtle-doves, or two young pigeons. 
And behold, there was a man in Jerusalem, 
whose name was Symeon; and the same man 
was just and devout, waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel: and the Holy Ghost was upon 
him. And it was revealed unto him by the - 
Holy Ghost, that he should not see death, 
before he had seen the Lords Christ. And 
he came by the Spirit into the temple, and 
when the parents brought in the child Jesus, 
to do for him after the custom of the Law, 
then took he him up in his arms, and blessed 
God, and said, Lord, now lettest thou thy 
servant depart in peace, according to thy 
word. For mine eyes have seen thy salva- 
tion; which thou hast prepared before the 
face of all people, a light to lighten the Gen- 
tiles, and the glory of thy people Israel. 
And Joseph and his mother marvelled at 
those things. which were spoken of him. And 
_ Symeon blessed them, and said unto Mary his 
mother, Behold, this child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in Israel; and for a 
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sign which shall be spoken against (yea a 
sword shall pierce through thy own soul also) 
that the thoughts of many hearts may be re- 
vealed. And there was one Anna a prophetess, 
the daughter of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aser; 
she was of a great age, and had lived with an 
husband seven years from her virginity. And 
she was a widow of about fourscore and four 
years; which departed not from the temple, 
but served God with fastings and prayers 
night and day. And she coming in that in- 
stant gave thanks likewise unto the Lord, and 
spake of him to all them that looked for re- 
demption in Jerusalem. And when they had 
performed all things according to the Law of 
the Lord, they returned into Galilee to their 
own city Nazareth. And the child grew, and 
waxed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom; 
and the grace of God was upon him. 








Saint Matthias Day. 
The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY God, who into the place 
of the traitor Judas didst choose thy 
faithful servant Matthias to be of the number 
of the twelve Apostles; Grant that thy 
Church being alway preserved from false 
Apostles, may be ordered and guided by 
faithful and true pastours, through Jesus 

Christ our Lord. Amen. 

For the Epistle. Acts i. 15. 

N those days Peter stood up in the midst 
of the disciples, and said, (the number of 


the names together, were about an hundred 
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and twenty) Men and brethren, this Scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which the 
Holy Ghost by the mouth of David spake be- 
fore concerning Judas, who was guide to 
them that took Jesus: for he was numbred 
with us, and had obtained part of this mi- 
nistry. Now this man purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity, and falling head-long 
he burst asunder in the midst, and all his 
bowels gushed out. And it was known unto 
all the dwellers at Jerusalem, insomuch as 
that field is called in their proper tongue, 
Aceldama, that is to say, The field of blood. 
For it is written in the book of Psalms, Let 
his habitation be desolate, and let no man 
dwell therein; and His bishoprick let another 
take. Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the Lord 
Jesus went in and out among us; beginning 
from the baptism of John, unto that same- 
day that he was taken up from us, must one 
be ordained to be a witness with us of his re- 
surrection. And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was surnamed Justus, 
and Matthias. And they prayed, and said, 
Thou Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, shew whether of these two thou hast 
chosen; that he may take part of this mi- 
nistry and apostleship, from which Judas by 
transgression fell, that he might go to his own 
place. And they gave forth their lots; and 
the Lot fell upon Matthias, and he was num- 
bred with the eleven Apostles. 
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The Annunciation of the Virgin Mary.

T that time Jesus answered and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 
and earth, because thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes. Even so, Father, for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. ‘All things are de- 
livered unto me of my Father: and no man 
knoweth the Son but the Father; neither know- 
eth any man the Father save the Son, and he 
to whomsoever the Son will reveal him. Come 
unto me all ye that labour and are heavy la- 
den, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me, for I am meek 
and lowly in heart, and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light.

For the Epistle. Isa. vii. 10. 
OREOVER the Lord spake again unto 
Ahaz, saying, Ask thee a sign of the 
Lord thy God; ask it either in the ‘depth, or 
in the height ‘above. But Ahaz said, I will 
not ask, neither will I tempt the Lord. And 
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he said, Hear ye now, O house of David, Is 
it a small thing for you to weary men, but 
will ye weary my God also? Therefore the 
Lord himself shall give you a sign, Behold, 
a virgin shall conceive and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Immanuel. Butter and 
honey shall he eat, that he may know to re- 
fuse the evil, and choose the good.

ND in the sixth month the angel Gabriel 

was sent from God unto a city of Ga- 

lilee, named- Nazareth, to a virgin espoused to 
aman, whose name was Joseph, of the house 
of David; and the Virgins name was Mary. 
And the angel came in unto her, and said, 
Hail, thou that art highly favoured, the Lord 
is with thee; blessed art thou among women. 
And when she saw him, she was troubled at 
his saying, and cast in her mind what manner 
of salutation this should be. And the angel 
said unto her, Fear not, Mary; for thou hast 
found favour with God. And behold, thou 
shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a 
Son, and shalt call his name Jesus. He shall 
be great, and shall be called the Son of the 
Highest; and the Lord God shall give unto 
him the throne of his father David. And he 
shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever, 
and of his kmgdom there shall be no end. 
Then said Mary unto the angel, How shall 
this be, seeing 1 know not a man? And the 
_ angel answered and said unto her, The Holy 
* Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of 


the Highest shall overshadow thee: therefore 
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also that holy thing which shall be born of 
thee, shall be called the Son of God. And 
behold, thy cousin Elizabeth, she hath also 
conceived a son in her old age; and this is 
the sixth month with her who was called bar- 
ren. For with God nothing shall be un- 
possible. And Mary said, Behold the hand- 
maid of the Lord; be it unto me according to 
thy word. And the angel departed from her.

ALMIGHTY God, who hast instructed 

thy holy Church with the heavenly doc- 
trine of thy Evangelist Saint Mark; Give us 
grace, that being not like children carried 
away with every blast of vain doctrine, we 
may be established in the truth of thy holy 
Gospel, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

The Epistle. Eph. iv.'7. 


; Ea every one of us is given grace ac- 
cording to the measure of the gift of 
Christ. Wherefore he saith, When he as- 
cended up on high, he led captivity captive, 
and gave gifts unto men. (Now that he as- 
cended, what is it but that he also descended 
first into the lower parts of the earth? He 
that descended is the same also that ascend- 
ed up far above all heavens, that he might 
fill all things) And he gave some Apostles, 
and some Prophets, and some Evangelists, 
and some Pastours and Teachers; for the 
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perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
Christ; till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of 
the stature of the fulness of Christ; that we 
henceforth be no more children tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning 
craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to de- 
ceive; but speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things, which is the 
head, even Christ. From whom the whole 
body fitly joined together, and compacted by 
that which every joint supplieth, according to 
the effectual working in the measure of every 
part, maketh increase of the body, unto the 
edifying of itself in love. 


The Gospel. S. Joh. xv. 1. 


AM the true vine, and my Father is the 

husbandman. Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit, he taketh away; and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that 
it may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are 
clean through the word which I have spoken 
unto you. Abide in me, and I in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine; no more can ye, except 
ye abide inme. I am the vine, ye are the 
branches. He that abideth in me, and I in 
him, the same bringeth forth much fruit; for 
without me ye can do nothing. If a man 


‘ abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, 


and is withered; and men gather them, and 
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cast them into the fire, and they are burned. 
If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you. Herein is my father glorified, 
that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be my 
disciples. As the Father hath loved me, so 
have I loved you; continue ye in my love. If 
ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide in 
my love; even asI have kept my fathers com- 
mandments, and abide in his love. These 
things have I spoken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you, and that your joy might 


be full.

But let patience have 
her perfect work, that ye may be perfect and 
entire, wanting nothing. If any of you lack 
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wisdom, let him ask of God, that giveth to 
all men liberally, and upbraideth not, and it 
shall be given him. But let’him ask in faith, 
nothing wavering; for he that wavereth is like 
a wave of the sea, driven with the wind, and 
tossed. For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of+the Lord. A 
double-minded man is unstable in all his 
ways. Let the brother of low degree rejoice 
in that he is exalted; but the rich in that he 
is made low; because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. For the sun is no 
sooner risen with a burning heat, but it wi- 
thereth the grass, and the flower thereof fall- 
eth, and the grace of the fashion of it perish- 
eth: so also shall the rich man fade away in 


_his ways. Blessed is the man that endureth 


temptation; for when he is tried, he shall re- 
ceive the crown of life, which the Lord hath 
promised to them that love him. 


The Gospel. 8S. Joh. xiv. 1. 


ND Jesus said unto his disciples, Let not 

your heart be troubled; ye believe in 
God, believe also in me. In my Fathers 
house are many mansions; if it were not so, 
I would have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you: and if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself, that where I am, there ye may 
be also. And whither I go, ye know, and the 
way ye know. Thonias saith unto him, Lord, 


~ we know not whither thou goest, and how 


can we know the way? Jesus saith unto him, 


I am the way, the truth, and the life; no man

cometh unto the Father but by me. If ye: 
had known me, ye should have known my Fa- 
ther also; and from henceforth ye know him, 
and have seen him. Philip saith unto him, 
Lord, shew us the Father, and it sufficeth us. 
Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so long 
time with you, aad yet hast thou not known 
me, Philip? He that hath seen me, hath seen 
the Father; and how sayest thou then, Shew 
us the’ Father? Believest thou not that I am 
in the Father, and the Father in me? The 
words that I speak unto you, I speak not of 
myself; but the Father that dwelleth in me, 
he doth the works. Believe me, that I am in 
the Father, and the Father in me; or else be- 
lieve me for the very works sake. Verily, 
verily I say unto you, He that believeth on 
me, the works that I do, shall he do also, and 
greater works than these shall he do; because 
I go unto-my Father. And whatsoever ye 
shall ask in my Name, that will I do, that the 
Father may be glorified in the Son. If ye 
shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it.

(Then were the days of un- 
leavened bread.) And when he had apprehend- 
ed him, he put him in prison, and delivered 


him to four quaternions of soldiers to keep 
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him, intending after Easter to bring him forth 
to the people. Peter therefore was kept in 
prison; but prayer was made without ceasing 
of the Church unto God for him. And when 
Herod would have brought him forth, the 
same night Peter was sleeping between two 
soldiers, bound with two chains; and the 
keepers before the door kept the prison. And 
behold, the angel of the Lord came upon him, 
and a light shined in the prison; and he smote 
Peter on the side, and raised him up, saying, 
Arise up quickly. And his chains fell off 
from his hands. And the angel said unto 
him, Gird thyself, and bind on thy sandals: 
and so he did. And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and followme: And 
he went out and followed him, and wist not 
that it was true which was done by the angel; 
but thought he saw a vision. When they 
were past the first and the second ward, they 
came unto the iron gate that leadeth unto the 
city, which opened to them of his own ac- 
cord; and they went out, and passed on 
through one street, and forthwith the angel 
departed from him. And when Peter was 
come to himself, he said, Now I know of a 
surety, that the Lord hath sent his angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the hand of Herod, 
and from all the expectation of the people of 
the Jews.

And _ believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women) insomuch that they brought 
forth the sick into the streets, and laid them 
on beds and couches, that at the least the 
shadow of Peter passing by might overshadow 
some of them. There came also a multitude 


out of the cities round about unto Jerusalem, > 
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bringing sick folks, and them which were vex- 
ed with unclean spirits, and they were healed 
every one.

ND there was also a strife among them, 
which of them should be accounted the 
greatest. And he said unto them, The kings 
of the Gentiles exercise lordship over them;

But ye shall not be 
so: but he that is greatest among you, let 
him be as the younger; and he that is chief, 
as he that doth serve. For whether is greater 
he that sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? 
is not he that sitteth at meat? but 1 am among

selves to every mans conscience in the sight 
of God. But if our Gospel be hid, it is hid 
to them that are lost: in whom the God of 
this world hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of the glori- 
ous gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them. For we preach not 
ourselves, but Christ Jesus the Lord; and 
ourselves your servants for Jesus sake. For 
God who commanded the light to shine out 
of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory of 
God, in the face of Jesus Christ.

And Jesus called a little 
child unto him, and set him in the midst of 
them, and said, Verily I say unto you, Except 
ye be converted, and become as little child- 
ren, ye shall not enter into the Kingdom of 
heaven. Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is greatest 
in the Kingdom of heaven. And whoso shall 
receive one such little child in my Name, re- ° 
ceiveth me. But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a mill-stone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he were drowned in 
the depth of the sea. Wo unto the world, 
because of offences: for it must needs be that 
offences come; but wo to that man by whom 
the offence cometh. Wherefore if thy hand 
or thy foot offend thee, cut them off, and cast 
them from thee: it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than having 
two hands or two feet to be cast into ever- 
lasting fire. And if thine eye offend thee 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee: itis better 
for thee to enter into life with one eye, rather 
than having two eyes to be cast into hell fire. 
Take heed that ye despise not one of these 
little ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven 
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their angels do always behold the face of my 
Father which is in heaven.

UDE the servant of Jesus Christ, and bro- 
ther of James, to them that are sanctified 

by God the Father, and preserved in Jesus 
Christ, and called: Mercy unto you, and 
peace, and love be multiplied. Beloved, when 
I gave all diligence to write unto you of the 
common salvation, it was needful for me to 
write unto you, and exhort you, that ye should 
earnestly contend for the faith which was 
once delivered unto the saints. For there 
are certain men crept in unawares, who were 
before of old ordained to this condemnation; 
ungodly men, turning the grace of our God in- 
to lasciviousness, and denying the only Lord 
God, and our Lord Jesus Christ. I will there- 
fore’ put you in remembrance, though ye once 
knew this, how that the Lord having saved the 
people out of the land of Egypt, afterward de- 
stroyed them that believed not. And the 
angels which kept not their first estate, but 
left their own habitation, he hath reserved in 
everlasting chains under darkness unto the 
judgement of the great day. Even as Sodom 
and Gomorrha, and the cities about them in 
like manner giving themselves over to fornica- 
tion, and going after strange flesh, are set 
forth for an example, suffering the vengeance 
of eternal fire. Likewise also these filthy 
dreamers defile the flesh, despise dominion, 
and speak eyil of dignities.

HESE things I command you, that ye 
i love one another. If the world hate you, 
ye know that it hated me, before it hated you. 
If ye were of the world, the world would love 
his own: but because ye are not of the world, 
but I have chosen you out of the world, there- 
fore the world hateth you. Remember the 
word that I said unto you, The servant is not 
greater than the lord: if they have persecuted 
me, they will also persecute you; if they have 
kept my saying, they will keep yours also. 
But all these things will they do unto you for 
my Names sake, because they know not. him 
that sent me. If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin: but now they 
_ have no cloke for their sin. He that hateth 
me, hateth my Father also. If I had not 
done among them the works which none other 
man did, they had not had sin; but now have 
they both seen, and hated both me and my 
Father. But this cometh to pass that the 
word might be fulfilled that is written in their 
law, They hated me without a cause. But 
when the Comforter is come, whom I will send 
unto you from the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me. And ye also shall bear 
witness, because ye have been with me from 
the beginning.

THE ORDER FOR THE 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LORDS SUPPER, 
OR 


HOLY COMMUNION, 


q So many as intend to be partakers of the holy Commu- 
nion shall signify their names to the Curate at least 
some time the day before. 

9 And if any of those be an open and notorious evil 
liver, or have done any wrong to his neighbours by 
word or deed, so that the Congregation be thereby of- 

' fended; the Curate having knowledge thereof, shall 
call him and advertise him, that in any wise he pre- 
sume not to come to the Lords Table, until he hath 
openly declared himself to have truly repented and 
amended his former naughty life, that the Congres 
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gation may thereby be satisfied, which before were 
offended; and that he hath recompensed the parties to 
whom he hath done wrong’, or at least declare himself 
to be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he convenient- 
ly may. ’ 

€ The same order shall the Curate use with those be- 
twixt whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign, 
not suffering them to be partakers of the Lords Table, 
until he know them tobe reconciled. Andif one of the 
parties so at variance be content to forgive from the 
bottom of his heart all that the other hath trespassed 
against him, and to make amends for that he himself 
hath offended; and the other party will not be per- 
swaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his fro- 
wardness and malice: the Minister in that case ought 
to admit the penitent person to the holy Communion,and 
not him that is obstinate. Provided that every Minisier 
so repelling any, as is specified in this, or the next pre- 
cedent Paragraph of this Rubrick, shail be obliged to 
give an account of the same to the Ordinary within 
fourteen days after at the farthest. And the Ordi- 
nary shall proceed against the offending person ac- 
cording te the Canon. 


{ The Table at the Communion-time having a fair white 
linen cloth upon it, shall stand in the Body of the 
Church, or in the Chancel, where Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer are appointed to be said. And the Priest 
standing at the North side of the Table shall say the 
Lords Prayer, with the Collect following, the people 
kneeling.

most convenient in tis discretion.

We beseech thee also to save and defend all Chris- 
tian Kings, Princes and Governours; and specially thy 
Servant GEORGE our King, that under him -we may 
be godly and quietly governed: And grant unto his whole 
Council, and to all that are put in authority under him, 
that they may truly and indifferently minister justice, to 
the punishment of wickedness and vice, and to the main- 
tenance of thy true religion and virtue. Give grace, O 
heavenly Father, to all Bishops, and Curates, that they 
may both by their life and doctrine set forth thy true and 
lively Word, and rightly and duly administer thy holy Sa- 
craments: And to all thy people give thy heavenly grace; 
and especially to this congregation here present, that with 
meek heart and due reverence they may hear and receive 
thy Holy Word, truly serving thee in holiness, and righte- 
ousness all the days of their life. And we most humbly 
beseech thee of thy goodness, O Lord, to comfort and 
succour all them, who in this transitory life are in trouble, 
sorrow, necd, sickness, or any other adversity. And we 
also bless thy Holy Name, for all thy servants departed 
this life in thy faith and fear; beseeching thee to give us 
grace so to follow their good examples, that with them we 
may be partakers of thy heavenly kingdom. Grant this, 
O Father, for Jesus Christs sake our only Mediatour and 
Advocate.

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G When the Minister giveth warning for the celebration of the holy Com- 
munion(which he shall always do upon the Sunday or some Holy-day 
immedintely preceding) after the Sermon, or Homily ended, he shall 
read this Exhortation following. 


EARLY beloved, on ——day next I purpose, 

through Gods assistance to edininister to all such as 
shall be religiously and devoutly disposed, the most com- 
fortable Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ, to 
be by them received in remembrance of his meritorious 
Cross and Passion, whereby alone we obtain remission of 
our sins, and are made partakers of the Kingdom of heayen. 
Wherefore it is our duty to render most humbte and 
hearty thanks to Almighty God our heavenly Father, for 
that he hath given his Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, not 
only to die for us, but also to be our spiritual food and 
sustenance in that holy Sacrament. Which being so di- 
vine and comfortable a thing to them who receive it wor- 
thily, and so dungerous to them that will presume to re- 
ceive it unworthily; my duty is to exhort you in the mean 
season to consider the dignity of that holy mystery, and 
the great peril of the unworthy receiving thereof, and so to 
search and exainine your own consciences (and that not 
lightly, and after the manner of dissemblers with God; 
but so) that ye may come holy and clean to such a hea- 
venly least, in the marriage-garment required by God in 
holy Scripture, and be received as worthy partakers of 
that holy Table. 

‘The way and means thereto is: First, to examine your 
lives and conversations by the rule of Gods command- 
ments; and whereinsoever ye shall perceive yourselves to 
have offended, either by will, word, or deed, there to be- 
wail your own sinfulness, and to confess yourselves to 
Almighty God, with full purpose of amendment of life. 
And if ye shall perceive your offences to be such as are 
not only against God, but also against your neighbours, 
then ye shall reconcile yourselves unto them, being ready 
to make restitution and satisfaction according to the ut- 
termost of your powers, for al] injuries and wrongs done 
by you to any other; and being likewise ready to forgive 
others that have offended you, as ye would have forgive- 
ness of your offences at Gods hand: for otherwise the re- 
ceiving of the holy Communion doth nothing else but 
increase your damnation. Therefore if any of you bea 
blasphemer of God, an hinderer or slanderer of his Word, 
an adulterer, or be in malice, or envy,or in any other 
grievous crime; repent you of your sins, or else come not 
to that holy Table, lest after the taking of that holy Sa- 
crament, the devil enter into you, as he entred into Ju- 
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das, and fill you full of all iniquities, and bring you to de- 

struction both of body and soul. 

And because it is requisite, that no man should come to 
the holy Communion, but witha full trust in Gods mercy, 
and with a quiet conscience; therefore if there be any of 
you, who by this means cannot quiet his own conscience 
herein, but requireth further comfort or counsel; let him 
come to me, or to some other discreet and learned Minis- 
ter of Gods Word, and open his grief, that by the minis- 
try of Gods holy Word he may receive the benefit of ab- 
solution, together with ghostly counsel and adyice, to the 
quieting of his conscience, and avoiding of all scruple and 
doubtfulness. 

q Orin case he shall see the people negligent to come to the holy Com- 
munion, instead of the former, he shall use this Exhortation, 
EARLY beloved brethren, on Tintend, by Gods 
grace, to celebrate the Lords Supper: unto which in 

Gods behalf I bid you all that are here present, and beseech 

you for the Lord Jesus Christs sake, that’ ye will not re- 

fuse to come thereto, being so lovingly called and bidden 

by God himself. Ye know how grievous and unkind a 

thing it is, when a man hath prepared a rich feast, decked 

his table with all kind of provision, so that there lacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit down, and yet they who are 
called (without any cause) most unthankfully refuse to 
come. Which of you in sucha case would not be moyed? 

Who would not think a great injury and wrong done unto 

him? Wherefore, most dearly beloved in Christ, take ye 

ood heed, lest ye withdrawing yourselves from this holy 
Supper, provoke Gods indignation against you. It is an 
easy matter for a man to say, I will not communicate, 

‘because I am otherwise hindred with worldly business. 

But such excuses are not so easily accepted and allowed 

before God. If any man say, I am a grievous sinner, 

and therefore am afraid to come: wherefore then do ye 
notrepent and amend? When God calleth you, are ye 
not ashamed to say you will not come? When ye should 
return to God, will ye excuse yourselves, and say ye are 
not ready? consider earnestly with yourselves, how little 
such feigned excuses will avail before God. They that 
refused the feast in the Gospel, because they had bought 

_a farm, or would try their yokes of oxen, or because they 

were married, were not so excused, but counted unworthy 

of the heayenly feast. I for my part shall be ready, and 
according to mine Office, I bid you in the Name of God, 

I call youin Christs behalf, I exhort you, as you love 

your own salvation, that ye will be partakers of this holy _ 

Communion. And as the Son of God did vouchsafe to 
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yield up his soul by death upon the Cross for your salva- 
tion; so it is your duty to receive the Communion, in 
remembrance of the sacrifice of his death, as he himself 
hath commanded: which if ye shall neglect to do, consi- 
der with yourselves how great injury ye do unto God, 
and how sore punishment hangeth over your heads for 
the same; when ye wilfully abstain from the Lords 'Ta- 
ble, and separate from your brethren, who come to feed 
on the banquet of that most heavenly food. These things 
if ye earnestly consider, ye will by Gods grace return to a 
better mind: for the obtaining whereof we shall not cease 
to make our humble petitions unto Almighty God our 
heavenly Father. 


4 At the time of the celebration of the Communion the Communicaits 
being conveniently placed for the receiving of the holy Sacrament, the 
Priest shall suy this Exhortation. : 

EARLY beloved in the Lord, ye that mind to come 
to the Holy Communion of the Body and Blood of 
our Saviour Christ, must consider how Saint Paul ex- 
horteth all persons diligently to try and examine them- 
selves, before they presume to eat of that Bread, and 

drink of that Cup. For as the bencfit is great, if with a 

true penitent heart and lively faith we receive that holy 

Sacrament (for then we spiritually eat the flesh of Christ, 

and drink his blood; then we dwell in Christ, and Christ 

in us; we are one with Christ, and Christ with us:) so is 
the danger great, if we receive the same unworthily. Tor 
then we are guilty of the Body and Blood of Christ our 

Saviour; we eat and drink our own damnation, not con- 

sidering the Lords body; we kindle Gods wrath against 

us; we provoke him to plague us with divers diseases, and 
sundry kinds of death. Judge therefore yourselves, bre- 
thren, that ye be not judged of the Lord; repent you truly 
for your sins past; have a lively and stedfast faith in 

Christ our Saviour; amend your lives, and be in perfect. 

charity with all men, so shall ye be meet partakers of 

those holy mysteries. And above all things ye must give 
most humble and hearty thanks to God the Father, the

| And if any of the Bread and Wine remain unconsecrated, the Curate 
shall have it to his own use: Int if any remain of that which was con- 
secrated, it shall not be carried owt of the Church, but the Priest and 
such other of the Communicants as he shall then call unto him, shall 
immediately after the Blessing, reverently eat and drink the samme, 


§| The Bread and Wine for the Communion. shall be provitled by the Cu- 
rate and the Church-wardens, at the charges of the Parish. 
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q And note, that every Parishioner shall communicate at the least three 
times in the year, of which Easter to be one. And ycarly at Laster 
every Parishioner shall reckon with the Parson, Vicar, or Curate; 
or his or their Deputy, or Deputies, and pay to them or him all Ee- 
clesiastical Duties, accustomably due, then and at that time to be paid. 


q After the Divine Service ended, the money given at the Offertory shall 
be disposed of to such pious and charitabie uses, as the Minister and 
Church-wardens shall think fit. Wherein if they disagree, it shall 
be disposed of as the Ordinary shall appoint. 

HEREAS it is ordained in this Office for the Ad- 
ministration of the Lords Supper, that the Com- 

municants should receive the same kneeling; (which or- 
der is well meant, for a signification of our humble and 
grateful acknowledgment of the benefits of Christ therein 
given to all worthy Receivers, and for the avoiding of 
such profanation, and disorder in the holy Communion, 
as might otherwise ensue) yet, lest the same kneeling 
should by any persons, either out of ignorance and infir= 
mity, or out of malice and obstinacy, be misconstrued and 
depraved; It is here declared, That thereby no adoration 
is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the Sacra- 
mental Bread or Wine, there bodily received, or unto 
any Corporal Presence of Christs natural Flesh, and 
Blood. For the Sacramental Bread and Wine remain 
still in their very natural substances, and therefore may 
not be adored, (for that were Idolatry, to be abhorred of 
all faithful Christians) and the natural Body and Blood 
of our Saviour Christ are in Heaven, and not here; it 
being against the truth of Christs natural Body, to be at 
one time in more places than one. 








THE MINISTRATION OF 


PUBLICK BAPTISM OF INFANTS 
TO BE USED IN THE CHURCH. 


{J The people are to be admonished, that it is most convenient that Baptism 
should not be administered but upon Sundays and other Holy-days, when the 
most number of people come together: as well for that the Congregation there 
present muy testify the receiving of them that be newly baptized into the num- — 

er of Christs Church; us also because in the Baptism of Infants, every man 
present may be put in remembrance of his own profession made to Gord in his 
Baptism. “For which cause also it is expedient that Eaptism be ministred in 
the vulgar tongue, Nevertheless (if necessity so require) Children may be 
baptized upon any other day. 

q And note, that there shall be for every Male child to be baptized two Godfa- 
thes and one Godmother: anid for every Female, one Godfather and two God 
mothers. 


¥ When there are Children to be baptized, the Parents shall give knowledge 
thereof over night, or in the morning before the beginning of Morning Preyer to 
the Curate. And then the Godfathers aut Godmothers, and the people, with 
the Children must be ready at the Font, either immediately after the last Les- 
son at Morning Prayer, or else oie euat cry after the last Lesson at Evening 
Prayer, as the Curate by his discretion shall appoint. And the Priest coming 
to the Font (which is then to be filled with pure Water) and standing there 
shall say, z 
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ATH this child been already 
baptized, or no? 

q If they answer, No: Then shall the 
Priest proceed as followeth. 
BARLY beloved, forasmuch as 

all men are conceived and born 
in sin, and that our Saviour Christ 
saith, None can enter into the king- 
dom of God, except he be regenerate 
and born anew of Water and of the 

Holy Ghost; 1 beseech you to call 

upon God the Father, through our 

Lord Jesus Christ, that of his boun- 

teous mercy he will grant to this 

Child that thing which by nature he 

cannot have, that he may be baptized 

with Water and the Holy Ghost, and 
received into Christs holy Church, 
and be made a lively member of the 
same. 
q Then shall the Priest say, 
Let us pray. 
, LMIGEITY and everlasting God, 
who of thy great mercy didst 
saye Noah and his family in the ark 
from perishing by water, and also 
didst safely lead the children of Is- 
rael thy people through the Red Sea, 
figuring thereby thy holy Baptism ; 
and by the Baptism of thy well-be- 
loved Son Jesus Christ in the river 
Jordan didst sanctify Water to the 
iystical washing away of sin; We 
beseech thee for thine infinite mer- 
cies that thou wilt mercifully look 
upon this Child; wash him and sanc- 
tify him with the Holy Ghost, that he 
being delivered from thy wrath, may 
be received into the ark of Christs 

Church ; and being stedfast in faith, 

joyful through hope, and rooted in 


charity, may so pass the waves of 


this troublesome world, that finally 

he may come to the land of everlast- 

ing life; there to reign with thee 
world without end, through Jesus 

Christ our Lord. Amen.

But when 
Jesus saw it, he was much displeased, 
and said unto them, Suffer the little 
children to come unto me, and for- 
bid them not; for of such is the king- 
dom of God, Verily I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child, he 
shall not enter therein. And he took 
them up in his arms, put his hands 
upon them, and blessed them. 


q After the Gospel is read, the Minis- 
ter shall make this brief Exhorta 
tion upon the words of the Gospel. 

Bees ye hear in this Gospel 

the words of our Saviour Christ, 
that he commanded the children to 
be brought unto him ; how he blam- 
ed those that would have kept them 
from him; how he exhorteth all men 
to follow their innocency. Ye per- 
ceive how by his outward gesture and 
deed he declared his good will to- 
ward them; for he embraced them in 
his arms, he laid his hands upon 
them, and blessed them. Doubt ye 
not therefore, but earnestly believe, 
that he will likewise favourably re- 
ceive this present Infant, that he will 
embrace hrm with the arms of his 
mercy, that he will give unto him the 
blessing of eternal life, and make him 

Re nakes of his everlasting kingdom. 
herefore we being thus perswaded 

of the good will of our heavenly Fa- 

ther towards this Infant, declared by 
his Son Jesus Christ, and nothing 
doubting but that he favourably al- 
loweth this charitable work of ours, 
in bringing this Infant to his holy 

Baptism, let us faithfully and de- 

youtly give thanks unto him, and say, 
A LMIGHTY and everlasting God, 

heavenly Father, we give thee 
humble thanks, that thou hast vouch- 
safed to call us to the knowledge of 
thy grace and faith in thee; Increase 
this knowledge, and confirm this 
faith in us evermore. Give thy holy 

Spirit to this Infant, that he may be

So 
otight men to love their wiyes as their 
own bodies: He that loveth his wife, 
Toveth himself. For no man ever yet 
hated his own flesh, but nourisheth 
and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the 
Church: for we are members of his 
body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
For this cause shail a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall be joined 
unto his wife, and they two shall be 
ene flesh. This is a great mystery; 
but I speak concerning Christ and the 
Church. Nevertheless, let every one 
of you in particular, so love his wife, 
even as himself 

Likewise the same Saint Paul writ- 
ing to the Colossians, speaketh thus to 
all men that are married, Husbands, 
love your wives, and be not bitter 
against them. 

Hear also what Saint Peter the 
Apostle of Christ, who was himself a 
married man, saith unto them that 
are married, Ve husbands, dwell with 
your wives according to knowledge, 
giving honour unto the wife, as unto 
the weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life, that your 
prayers be nct hindred. 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of 
the husband toward the wife. Now 
likewise, ye wives, hear and learn 
your duties towards. your husbands, 
even as itis plainly set forth in holy 
Scripture. 

Saint Paul in the aforenamed Epistle 
to the Ephesians, teacheth you thus; 


Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. For 
the husband is tne head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of the 
Church: and he is the Saviour of the 
body. Therefore as the Church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in every 
thing.

And in his Epistle to the Colossians, 
Saint Paul giveth you this short lesson, 
Wives, submit yourselyes unto your 
own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord. 

Saint Peter also doth instruct you 
very well, thus saying, Ye wives, be in 
subjection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the Word, they 
also may without the Word be won 
by the conversation of the wives ; 
while they behold your chaste conver- 
sation coupled with fear. Whose 
adorning let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel ; but let it be the hidden man 
of the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price. For after this 
manner in the old time, the holy wo- 
men also who trusted in God, adorned 
themselves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands; even as Sarah 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord; 
whose daughters ye are as long as ye do 
well, and are not afraid with any 
amazement.

Furthermore, we have 
had fathers of our flesh, which cor 
rected us, and we gave them rever- 
ence: shall we not much rather be in 
subjection unto the Father of spirits, 
and liye? For they verily for a few 
days chastned us after their own plea- 
sure; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness. 
These words, good brother, are written 
in holy Scripture for our comfort and 
instruction, that we should patiently, 
and with thanksgiving bear our hea- 
venly Fathers correction, whensoever 
by any manner of adversity it shall 
please his gracious goodness to. visit 
us. And there should be no greater 
eomfort to Christian persons, than to 
be made like unto Christ, by suffering 
patiently adversities, troubles, an 
sicknesses. For he himself went not 
up to joy, but first he suffered pain ; he 
entred not into his glory before he 
was crucified. So truly our way to 
eternal joy is to suffer here with 
Christ ; and our door to enter into 
eternal life is gladly to die with 
Christ; that we may rise again from 
death, and dwell with him in everlast- 
ing life. Now therefore taking your 
sickness, which is thns profitable for 
you, patiently, I exhort you in the 
ame of God, to remember the pro- 
fession which you made unto God in 
your Baptism. And forasmuch as af- 
ter this life there is an account to be 
given unto the righteous Judge, by 
whom all must be judged without re- 
spect of persons; I require you to ex- 
amine yourself and yonr estate, both 
toward God and man; so that accus- 
ing and condemning yourself for your 
own faults, yon may find mercy at our 
heavenly Fathers hand for “Christs 
sake, and not be accused and con- 
demned in that fearful judgement.

ickness) exhort their Parishioners to the often receiving of the holy Commu- 

nion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, when it shall be publickly 
administred in the Church ; that so doing, they may in ease of sudden visita- 
tion, have the less cause to be disquieted for luck of the same. But if the 
sick person be not able to come to the Church, and yet is desirous to receive the 

Communion in his house; then he must give timely notice to the Curate, sig- 

nifying also how many there ure to communicate with him (which shall be 

three, or two at the least) and having « convenient place in the sick mans 
house, with all things necessary so prepared, that the Curate may reverently 
minister, he shall there celebrate the holy Communion, beginning with the

OW is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the first-fruits 
of them that slept. For since by man 
came death, by man came also the re- 
surrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive. But every man in 
his own order: Christ the first-fruits ; 
afterward they that are Christs, at his 
coming. ‘Then cometh the end, when 
he shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule, and 
all authority and power. For he must 
reign tillhe hath put all enemies un- 
er his feet. The last enemy that 
shall be destroyed is death: For he 
hath put all things under his feet. But 
when he saith all things are put under 
him, it is manifest that he is excepted 
which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdued 
unto him, then shall the Son also him- 
self be subject unto him that put all 
things under him, that God may be al} 
in all. Else what shall they do which 
are baptized forthe dead, ifthe dead rise 
notatall?why aretheythen baptized for 
the dead? and why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour? I protest by your rejoic- 
ing, which I have in Christ Jesus our 
Lord, I die daily. If after the manner 
of men [have fought with beasts at 


Ephesus, what advantageth it me, if 


the dead rise not? Let us eat and 
drink, for to morrow we die. Be not 
deceived; evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to righteous- 
ness, and sin not; fur some have not 
the knowledge of God. I speak this to 

our shame. But some man will say, 
How are the dead raised up ? and with 
what body do they come? Thou fool, 
that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ned, except it die. And that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other 

rain. But God giveth it a body, as it 

ath pleased him, and to every seed his 
own body, All flesh is not the same 
flesh, but there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. There 
are also celestial bodies, and bodies 
terrestrial ; but the glory of the celes- 
tial is one, and the glory of the ter- 
restrial is another. ‘There is one glory 
of the sun, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the stars; 
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for one star differeth from another 
staringlory- So also is the resurrec- 
tion of the dead; It is sown in corrup- 
tion ; it is raised in incorruption: Itis 
sown in dishonour; it is raised in 
glory: It is sown in weakness; it is 
raised in power: It is sown a natural 
body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
‘There is a natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body. And so it is written, 
the first man Adam was made a living 
soul, the last Adam was made a quick- 
ning spirit. Howbeit, that was not 
first which was spiritual, but that 
which is natural; and afterward that 
which is spiritual, The first man is of 
the earth, earthy. the second man is 
the Lord from heaven. As is the 
earthy, such are they that are earthy: 
and as is the heayenly, such are they 
also that are heavenly. And as we 
have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the hea- 
venly. Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot inherit the khing- 
dom of God; neither doth corruption 
inherit incorruption. Behold, I shew 
youamystery- We shall not all sleepy 

ut we shall all be changed ina mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump; (for the trumpet 
shall sound, and the dead shall be rais- 
ed ineorruptible, and we shall be 
changed.) For this corruptible must 
prt on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when 
this corrnptible shall have put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal shall have 
pes on immortality, then shall be 

Tought to pass the saying that is writ- 
ten, Death is swallowed up in victory. 
O death, where is thy sting? O grave 
where is thy victory? The sting o 
death is sin, and the strength of sin is 
the law. But thanks be to God which 

iveth us the victory, through our 

ord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my be- 
loved brethren, be ye sted fast, unmove- 
able, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the Lord. 
{ When they come to the Grave, while 
the Corpse is made ready to be laid 
into the earth, the Priest shall say, 
or the Priest and Clerks shall sing, 
Mx that is born of a woman, 
hath buta short time to live, 
and is full of misery.

MORNING PRAYER. 


PSALM 1. Beatus vir, qui non abiit. &c. 

LESSED is the man that hath not walked 

in the counsel of the ungodly, nor stood 

in the way of sinners: and hath not sat in the 
seat of the scornful. 

2 But his delight is in the law of the Lord: 
and in his law will he exercise himself day 
and night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree planted by the 
water-side: that will bring forth his fruit in 
due season.

18 For the poor shall not alway be forgot- 
ten: the patient abiding of the meek oe not 
perish for ever. 
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19 Up, Lord, and let not man have the up- 
per hand: let the heathen be judged in thy 
sight, 

20 Put them in fear, O Lord: that the 
heathen may know themselves to be but men. 


PSALM 10. Ut quid, Domine? 
HY standest thou so far off, O Lord: 
and hidest thy face in the needful time 
of trouble? 

2 The ungodly for his own lust doth perse- 
cute the poor: let them be taken in the crafty 
wiliness that they have imagined. 

3 For the ungodly hath made boast of his 
own hearts desire: and speaketh good of the 
covetous whom God abhorreth. 

4 The ungodly is. so proud, that he careth 
not for God: neither is God in all his thoughts. 

5 His ways are alway grievous: thy judg- 
ments are far above out of his sight, and there- 
fore defieth he all his enemies. 

6 For he hath said in his heart, Tush, I 
shall never be cast down: there shall no harm 
happen unto me. 

7 His mouth is full of cursing, deceit, and 
fraud: under his tongue is ungodliness and 
vanity. 

8 He sitteth lurking in the thievish corners — 
of the streets: and privily in his lurking dens 
doth he murder the mnocent; his eyes are set 
against the poor. 

9 For he lieth waiting secretly, even as a 
lion lurketh he in his den: that he may ravish 
the poor. 

10 He doth ravish the poor: when he get- 


teth him into his net. A ai 
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11 He falleth down, and humbleth himself; 
that the congregation of the poor may fall into 
the hands of his captains. 

12 He hath said in his heart, Tush, God 
hath forgotten: he hideth away his face, and 
he will never see it. 

13 Arise, O Lord God, and lift up thine 
hand: forget not the poor. 
14 Wherefore should the wicked blaspheme 
God: while he doth say in his heart, Tush, 

thou God carest not for it. 

15 Surely thou hast seen it: for thou be- 
holdest ungodliness and wrong. 

16 That thou mayest take the matter into 
thy hand: the poor committeth himself unto 
thee; for thou art the helper of the friendless. 

17 Break thou the power of the ungodly 
and malicious: take away his ungodliness, and 
thou. shalt find none. 

18 The Lord is King for ever and ever: 
and the heathen are perished out of the land. 

19 Lord, thou hast heard the desire of the 
poor: thou preparest their heart, and thine 
ear hearkneth thereto. 

20 To help the fatherless and poor unto their 
right: that the man of the earth be no more 
exalted against them. 


PSALM 11. Jn Domino confido. 
* the Lord put I my trust: how say ye then 
to my soul, That she should flee as a bird 
unto the hill? 

2 For lo, the ungodly bend their bow, and 
make ready their arrows within the quiver: 
that they may privily shoot at them which are 
true of heart. 
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3 For the foundations will be cast down: 
and what hath the righteous done? 

4 'The Lord is in his holy temple: the Lords 
seat is in heaven. 

5 His eyes consider the poor: and his eye- 
lids try the children of men. 

6 The Lord alloweth the righteous: but 
the ungodly, and him that delighteth in wick- 
edness doth his soul abhor. 

7 Upon the ungodly he shall rain snares, 
fire and brimstone, storm and tempest: this 
shall be their portion to drink. 

8 For the righteous Lord loveth righteous- 
ness: his countenance will behold the thing 
that is just.

ELP me, Lord, for there is not one godly 
man left: for the faithful are minished 
from among the children of men. 

2 They talk of vanity every one with his 
neighbour: they do but flatter with their lips, 
and dissemble in their double heart.

and the tongue that speaketh proud things; 

4 Which have said, With our tongue will we 
prevail: we are they that ought to speak, who 
is lord over us? 

5 Now for the comfortless troubles sake of 
the needy: and because of the deep sighing of 
the poor; 

6 I will up, saith the Lord: and will help 
every one from him that swelleth against him, 
and will set him at rest. 
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7 The words of the Lord are pure words: 
even as the silver, which from the earth is 
tried, and purified seven times in the fire. 

8 Thou shalt keep them, O Lord: thou 
shalt preserve him from this generation for 
ever. 

9 The ungodly walk on every side: when 
they are exalted, the children of men are put 
to rebuke. 

PSALM 13. Usque quo, Domine? 
OW long wilt thou forget me, O Lord, 
for ever: how long wilt thou hide thy 
face from me? 

2 How long shall I seek counsel in my soul, 
and be so vexed in my heart: how long shall 
mine enemies triumph over me? 

3 Consider and hear me, O Lord my God: 
lighten mine eyes, that I sleep not in death. 

4 Lest mine enemy say, I have prevailed 
against him: for if I be cast down, they that 
trouble me, will rejoice at it. 

5 But my trust is in thy mercy: and my 
heart is joyful in thy salvation. 

- 6 I will sing of the Lord, because he hath 
dealt so lovingly with me: yea, I will praise 
the Name of the Lord most Highest. 
PSALM 14. Diwit insipiens. 
HE fool hath said in his heart: There is 
no God. ss 

2 They are corrupt, and become abominable 
in their doings: there is none, that doth good, 
no not one. = 
_ 3 The Lord looked down from heaven upon 
the children of men: to see if there were any, 
that would understand, and seek after God. 
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4 But they are all gone out of the way, they 
are altogether become abominable: ‘there is 
none, that doth good, no not one. 

5 Their throat is an open sepulchre, with 
their tongues have they deceived: the poison 
of asps is under their lips. 

6 Their mouth is full of cursing, and bitter- 
ness: their feet are swift to shed blood. 

7 Destruction, and unhappiness is in their 
ways, and the way of peace have they not 
known: there is no fear of God before their 
eyes. 

8 Have they no knowledge, that they are all 
such workers of mischief: eating up my peo- 
ple as it were bread, and call not upon the 
Lord? 

9 There were they brought in great fear, 
even where no fear was: for God is in the ge- 
neration of the righteous. 

10 As for you, ye have made a mock at the 
counsel of the poor: because he putteth his 
trust in the Lord. 

11 Who shall give salvation unto Israel out 
of Sion? When the Lord turneth the captivity 
of his people: then shall Jacob rejoice, and 
Israel shall be glad.

PSALM 15. Domine, quis habitabit. 
ORD, who shall dwell in thy tabernacle: 
or who shall rest upon thy holy hill? 

2 Even he, that leadeth an uncorrupt life: 
and doth the thing, which is right, and speak- 
eth the truth from his heart. 
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3 He that hath used no deceit in his tongue, 
nor done evil to his neighbour: and hath not 
slandred his. neighbour. 

4 He that setteth not by himself, but is 
lowly in his own eyes: and maketh much of 
them, that fear the Lord. 

5 He that sweareth unto his neighbour, and 
disappointeth him not: though it were to his 
own hindrance. 

6 He that hath not given his money upon 
usury: nor taken reward against the innocent. 

7 Whoso doth these things: shall never fall. 


PSALM 16. Conserva me, Domine. 
RESERVE me, O God: for in thee have I 
put my trust. 

2 Omy soul, thou hast said unto the Lord: 
Thou art my God, my goods are nothing unto 
thee. 

3 All my delight is upon the saints, that are 
in the earth: and upon such, as excel in virtue. 

4 But they, that run after another god: 
shall have great trouble. 

5 Their drink-offerings of blood will I not 
offer: neither make mention of their names 
within my lips. . 

6 The Lord himself is the portion of mine 
inheritance, and of my cup: thou shalt main- 
tain my lot. 

7 The lot is fallen unto me in a fair ground: 
yea, I have a goodly heritage. 

8 I will thank the Lord for giving me warn- 
ing: my reins also chasten me in the aoe 
season. 

9 Ihave set God always before me: for he 
is on my right hand, therefore I shall not fall. 
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10 Wherefore my heart was glad, and my 
glory rejoiced: my flesh also shall rest in hope. 

11 For why? thou shalt not leave my soul 
in hell: neither shalt thou suffer thy Holy One 
to see corruption. 

12 Thou shalt shew me the path of life; in 
thy_presence is the fulness of joy: and at thy 
right hand there is pleasure for evermore. 


PSALM 17. Exaudi, Domine. 
; i EAR the right, O Lord, consider my com- 


plaint: and hearken unto my prayer, that 
goeth not out of feigned lips. 

2 Let my sentence come forth from thy pre- 
sence: and let thine eyes look upon the thing 
that is equal. 

3 Thou hast proved, and visited mine heart _ 
in the night season; thou hast tried me, and 
shalt find no wickedness in me: for 1 am ut- 
terly purposed, that my mouth shall not offend. 

4 Because of mens works, that are done 
against the words of thy lips: I have kept me 
from the ways of the destroyer. 

5 O hold thou up my goings in thy paths: 
that my footsteps slip not. 

6 I have called upon thee, O God, for thou 
shalt hear me: incline thine ear to me, and 
hearken unto my words. 

7 Shew thy marvellous loving kindness, thou 
that art the Saviour of them, which put their 
trust in thee: from such as resist thy right 
hand. . 

8 Keep meas the apple of an eye: hide me 
under the shadow of thy wings. 

9 From the ungodly, that trouble me: mine 
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enemies compass me round about to take away 
my soul. 

10 They are inclosed in their own fat: and 
their mouth speaketh proud things. 

11 They lie waiting in our way on every 
side: turning their eyes down to the ground. 

12 Like as alion that is greedy of his prey: 
and as it were a lions whelp, lurking in secret 
places. 

13 Up, Lord, disappoint him, and cast him 
down: deliver my soul from the ungodly, 
which is a sword of thine. 

14 From the men of thy hand, O Lord, 
from the men, I say, and from the evil world: 
which have their portion in this life, whose bel- 
lies thou fillest with thy hid treasure. 

15 They have children at their desire: and 
leave the rest of their substance for their 
babes. 

16 But as for me, I will behold thy presence 
in righteousness: and when I awake up after 
thy likeness, I shall be satisfied with it.

PSALM 18. Diligam te, Domine. 


WILL love thee, O Lord, my strength; 
the Lord is my stony rock, and my de- 
fence: my Saviour, my God, and my might, 
in whom I will trust, my buckler, the horn 
also of my salvation, and my refuge. 
2 Iwill call upon the Lord, which is worthy 
to be praised: so shall I be safe from mine 
enemies. 


3 The sorrows of death compassed me: 
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and the overflowings of ungodliness made me 
afraid. 

4 The pains of hell came about me: the 
snares of death overtook me. 

5 In my trouble I will call upon the Lord: 
and complain unto my God. 

6 So shall he hear my voice out of ths holy 
temple: and my complaint shall come before 
him, it shall enter even into his ears. _ 

7 The earth trembled, and quaked: the 
very foundations also of the hills shook, and 
were removed, because he was wroth. 

8 There went a smoke out in his presence: 
and a consuming fire out of his mouth, so that 
coals were kindled at it. 

9 He bowed the heavens also, and came 
down: and it was dark under his feet. 

10 He rode upon the cherubins, and did 
fly: he came flying upon the wings of the 
wind. 

11 He made darkness his secret place: his 
pavilion round about him with dark water, and 
thick clouds to cover him. 

12 At the brightness of his presence his 
elouds removed: hail-stones, and coals of fire. 

13 The Lord also thundred out of heaven, 
and the Highest gave his thunder: hail-stones, 
and coals of fire. - 

14 He sent out his arrows, and scattered 
them: he cast forth lightnings, and destroyed 
them. : 

15 The springs of waters were seen, and the 
foundations of the round world were discover- 
ed, at thy chiding O Lord: at the blasting of 
the breath of thy displeasure. 
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16 He shall send down from on high to fetch 
me: and shall take me out of many waters. 

17 He shall deliver me from my strongest 
enemy, and from them, which hate me: for 
they are too mighty for me. 

18 They prevented me in the day of my 
trouble: but the Lord was my upholder. 

19 He brought me forth also into a place 
of liberty: he brought me forth, even because 
he had a favour unto me. 

20 The Lord shall reward me after my 
righteous dealing: according to the cleanness 
~ of my hands shall he recompense me. 

21 Because I have kept the ways of the 
Lord: and have not forsaken my God, as the 
wicked doth. 

22 For I have an eye unto all his laws: and 
will not cast out his commandments from me. 

23 I was also uncorrupt before him: and 
eschewed mine own wickedness. 

24 Therefore shall the Lord reward me after 
my righteous dealing: and according unto the 
cleanness of my hands in his eye-sight. 

25 With the holy thou shalt be “holy : and 
with a perfect man thou shalt be perfect. 

26 With the clean thou shalt be clean: and 
with the froward thou shalt learn frowardness. 

27 For thou shalt save the people, that are 
in adversity: and shalt bring down the high 
looks of the proud. 

28 Thou also shalt light my candle: the Lord 
my God shall make my darkness to be light. 
29 For in thee I shall discomfit am-host of 
men: and with the help of my God I shall 
leap over the wall. 
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30 The way of God is an undefiled way: 
the word of the Lord also is tried in the fire; 
he is the defender of all them, that put their 
trust in him. 

31 For who is God, but the Lord: or who 
hath any strength, except ourGod? ——- 

32 It is God, that girdeth me with strength 
of war: and maketh my way perfect. 

33 He maketh my feet like harts feet: and 
setteth me up on high. 

34 He teacheth mine hands to fight: and 
mine arms shall break even a bow of steel. 

35 Thou hast given me the defence of thy 
- salvation: thy right hand also shall hold me 
up, and thy loving correction shall make me 

eat. 

36 Thou shalt make room enough under me 
for to go: that my foot-steps shall not slide. 

37 I will follow upon mine enemies, and 
overtake them: neither will I turn again till I 
have destroyed them. 

38 I will smite them, that they shall not be 
able to stand: but fall under my feet. 

39 Thou hast girded me with strength unto 
the battle: thou shalt throw down mine ene- 
mies under me. 

40 Thou hast made mine enemies also to 
turn their backs upon me: and I shall destroy 
them, that hate me. 

41 They shall cry, but there shall be none 


to help them: yea even unto the Lord shall 


they cry, but he shall not hear them. 


42 IL grill beat them as small as the dust be- ~ 
fore the wind: I will cast them out as the clay 


in the streets. 
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43 Thou shalt deliver me from the strivings 
of the people: and thou shalt make me the 
head of the heathen. 

44 A people, whom I have not known: shall 
serve me. 

45 As soon as they hear of me they shall 
obey me: but the strange children shall dis- 
semble with me. 

46 The strange children shall fail: and be 
afraid out of their prisons. 

47 The Lord liveth, and blessed be my 
strong helper: and praised be the God of my 
salvation. 

48 Even the God, that seeth that I be aveng- 
ed: and subdueth the people unto me. 

49 It is he, that delivereth me from my cruel 
enemies, and setteth me up above mine adver- 
saries: thou shalt rid me from the wicked man. 

50 For this cause will I give thanks unto 
thee, O Lord, among the Gentiles: and sing 
praises unto thy Name. 

51 Great prosperity giveth he unto his 
King: and sheweth loving kindness unto David 
his Anointed, and unto his seed for evermore.

and in keeping of them there is great reward. 

12 Who can tell how oft he offendeth: O 
cleanse thou me from my secret faults. 

13 Keep thy servant also from presumptu- 
ous sins, lest they get the dominion over me: 
so shall I be undefiled, and innocent from the 
great offence. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and the me- 
ditation of my heart: be alway acceptable i in 
thy sight, 


15 O Lord: my strength, and my redeemer. 
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A loo Lord hear thee in the day of trouble: 
the Name of the God of Jacob defend 
thee. 

2 Send thee help from the gr cl and 
strengthen thee out of Sion. 

3 Remember all thy offerings: and acéept 
thy burnt sacrifice. 

4 Grant thee thy hearts desire: and fulfill 
all thy mind. 

5 We will rejoice in thy salvation, and tri- 
umph in the Name of the Lord our God: the 
Lord perform all thy petitions. 

6 Now know I, that the Lord helpeth his 
Anointed, and will hear him from his holy hea- 
ven: even with the wholsom strength of his 
right hand. 

7 Some put their trust in chariots, and 
some in horses: but we will remember the 
Name of the Lord our God. 

8 They are brought down, and faln: but 
we are risen, and stand upright. 

9 Save, Lord, and hear us, O King of hea- 
ven: when we call upon thee. 


PSALM 21. Domine, in virtute tua. 


4 eee shall rejoice in thy strength, O 
Lord: exceeding glad shall he be of thy 
salvation. 

2 Thou hast given him his hearts desire: 
and hast not denied him the request of his 
lips. 

- For thou shalt prevent him with the bless- 
ings of goodness: and shalt set a crown of 
‘pure gold upon his head. 
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4 He asked life of thee, and thou gavest him 
a long life: even for ever, and ever. 

5 His honour is great in thy salvation: 
glory, and great worship shalt thou lay upon 
him. 

6 For thou shalt give him everlasting feli- 
city: and make him glad with the joy of thy 
countenance. 

7 And why? because the King putteth his 
trust in the Lord: and in the mercy of the 
most Highest he shall not miscarry. 

8 All thine enemies shall feel thy hand: thy 
right hand shall find out them that hate thee. 

9 Thou shalt make them like a fiery oven 
in time of thy wrath: the Lord shall destroy 
them in his displeasure, and the fire shall con- 
sume them.

12 Many oxen are come about me: fat bulls 
of Basan close me in on every side. 

13 They gape upon me with their mouths: 
as it were a ramping, and a roaring lion. 

14 I am poured out like water, and all my 
bones are out of joint: my heart also in the 
midst of my body is even like melting wax. 

15, My strength is dried up like a potsherd, 
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and my tongue cleaveth to my gums: and 
thou shalt bring me into the dust of death. 

16 For many dogs are come about me: and 
the council of the wicked layeth siege against 
me. 

17 They pierced my hands, and my feet, I 
may tell all my bones: they stand staring, 
and looking upon me. 

18 They part my garments among them: 
and cast lots upon my vesture. 

19 But be not thou far from me, O Lord: 
thou art my succour, haste thee to help me. 

20 Deliver my soul from the sword: my 
darling from the power of the dog. 

21 Save me from the lions mouth: thou 
hast heard me also from among the horns of 
the unicorns. 

22 I will declare thy Name unto my bre- 
thren: in the midst of the congregation will I 
praise thee. 

23 O praise the Lord, ye, that fear him: 
magnify him, all ye of the seed of Jacob, and 
fear him, all ye seed of Israel. 

24 For he hath not despised, nor abhorred 
the low estate of the poor: he hath not hid 
his face from him, but when he called. unto 
him he heard him. 

25 My praise is of thee in the great con- 
gregation: my vows will I perform in the 
sight of them, that fear him. 

26 The poor shall eat, and be satisfied: 
they, that seek after the Lord, shall praise 
him; your heart shall live for ever. 

27 All the ends of the world shall remember 


themselves, and be turned unto the Lord: and 
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all the kindreds of the nations shall worship 
before him. 

28 For the kingdom is the Lords: and he 
is the Governour among the people. 

29 All such as be fat upon earth: have 
eaten, and worshipped. 

30 All they, that go down into the dust, 
shall kneel before him: and no man hath 
quickned his own soul. 

31 My seed shall serve him: they shall be 
counted unto the Lord for a generation. 

32 They shall come, and the heavens shall 
declare his righteousness: unto a people that 
shall be born, whom the Lord hath made. 


PSALM 23. Dominus regit me. 
fhe Lord is my shepherd: therefore can 1 


lack nothing. 

2 He shall feed me in a green pasture: and 
lead me forth beside the waters of comfort. 

3 He shall convert my soul: and bring me 

forth in the paths of righteousness for his 
Names sake. 
_ 4 Yea, though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me, thy rod, and thy staff com- 
fort me. 

5 Thou shalt prepare a table before me 
against them, that trouble me: thou hast 
anointed my head with oil, and my cup shall 
be full. 

6 But thy loving kindness and mercy shall 
follow me all the days of my life: and I will

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2 For all they that hope in thee shall not be 
ashamed: but such as transgress without a 
cause shall be put to confusion. 

3 Shew me thy ways, O Lord: and teach 
me thy paths. 

4 Lead me forth in thy truth, and learn me: 
for thou art the God of my salvation; in thee 
hath been my hope all the day long. 

5 Call to remembrance, O Lord, thy tender 
mercies: and thy loving kindnesses, which 
have been ever of old. 

6 Oh remember not the sins, and offences of 
my youth: but according to thy mercy think 
thou upon me, O Lord, for thy goodness. 

7 Gracious, and righteous is the Lord: 
therefore will he teach sinners in the way. 

8 Them, that are meek, shall he guide in 


judgement: and such as are gentle, them shall 


he learn his way. 

9 All the paths of the Lord are mercy, and 
truth: unto such as keep his covenant, and his 
testimonies. 

10 For thy Names sake, O Lord: be mer- 
ciful unto my sin, for it is great. 

11 What man is he, that feareth the Lord: 
him shall he teach in the way, that he shall 
choose. 

12 His soul shall dwell at ease? and his 
seed shall inherit the land. 

13 The secret of the Lord is among them, that 
fear him: and he will shew them his covenant. 

14 Mine eyes are ever looking unto the Lord: 
for he shall pluck my feet out of the net. 

15 Turn thee unto me, and have mercy upon 
me: for I am desolate, and in misery. 
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16 The sorrows of my heart are inlarged: 
O bring thou me out of my troubles. 

17 Look upon my adversity, and misery: 
and forgive me all my sin. 

18 Consider mine enemies how many they 
are: and they bear a tyrannous hate against 
me. 

19 O keep my soul, and deliver me: let 
me not be confounded, for I have put my trust 
in thee. 

20 Let perfectness, and righteous dealing 
wait upon me: for my hope hath been in thee. 

21 Deliver Israel, O God: out of all his 
troubles. 


PSALM 26. Judica me, Domine. 

E thou my Judge, O Lord, for I have 

walked innocently: my trust hath been 
also in the Lord, therefore shall I not fall. 

2 Examine me, O Lord, and prove me: 
try out my reins, and my heart. 

3 For thy loving kindness is ever before 
mine eyes: and I will walk in thy truth. 

4 I have not dwelt with vain persons: nei- 
ther will I have fellowship with the deceitful. 

5 I have hated the congregation of the 
wicked: and will not sit among the ungodly. 

6 I will wash my hands in innocency, O 
Lord: and so will I go to thine altar; 

7 That I may shew the voice of thanks- 
giving: and tell of all thy wondrous works. 

8 Lord, I have loved the habitation of thy 
house: and the place where thine honour 
dwelleth. 

9 O shut not up my soul with the sinners: 
nor my life with the blood-thirsty ; 
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10 In whose hands is wickedness: and 
their right hand is full of gifts. 

11 But as for me, I will walk innocently: 
O deliver me, and be merciful unto me. 

12 My foot standeth right: I will praise 
the Lord in the congregations. 


EVENING PRAYER. 


PSALM 27. Dominus illuminatio. 


HE Lord is my light, and my salvation; 

whom then shall I fear: the Lord is the 
strength of my life; of whom then shall I be 
afraid? 

2 When the wicked, even mine enemies, and 
my foes came upon me to eat up my flesh: 
they stumbled, and fell. 

-8 Though an host of men were laid against 
me, yet shall not my heart be afraid: and 
though there rose up war against me, yet will 
I put my trust in him. 

4 One thing have I desired of the Lord, 
which I will require: even that I may dwell 
in the house of the Lord all the days of my 
life, to behold the fair beauty of the Lord, 
and to visit his temple. 

5 For in the time of trouble he shall hide 
me in his tabernacle: yea, in the secret place 
of his dwelling shall he hide me, and set me 
up upon a rock of stone. 

6 And now shall he lift up mine bane 
above mine enemies round about 

7 Therefore will I offer in his dwelling an 
oblation with great gladness: I will sing, and 
speak praises unto the Lord. 

8 Hearken unto my yoice, O Lord, when I 
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cry unto thee: have mercy upon me, and hear 
me. 

9 My heart hath talked of thee, Seek ye my 
face: Thy face, Lord, will I seek. : 

10 O hide not thou thy face from me: nor 
cast thy servant away in displeasure. 

11 Thou hast been my succour: leave me 
not, neither forsake me, O God of my salva- 
tion. 

12 When my father, and my mother for- 
sake me: the Lord taketh me up. 

13 Teach me thy way, O Lord: and lead 
me in the right way, because of mine enemies. 

14 Deliver-me not over into the will of 
mine adversaries: for there are false witnesses 
risen up against me, and such as speak wrong. 

15 I should utterly have fainted: but that 
I believe verily to see the goodness of the 
Lord in the land of the living. 

16 O tarry thou the Lords leisure: be 
strong, and he shall comfort thine heart, and 
put thou thy trust in the Lord. 


PSALM 28. Ad te, Domine. 
NTO thee will I cry, O Lord my strength: 
think no scorn of me, lest if thou make 
as though thou hearest not, I become like them, 
that go down into the pit. 

2 Hear the voice of my humble petitions, 
when I cry unto thee: when I hold up my 
hands towards the mercy-seat of thy holy 
temple. 

3 O pluck me not away, neither destroy me 
with the ungodly, and wicked doers: which 
speak friendly to their neighbours, but ima- 
gine mischief in their hearts. ; 
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4 Reward them according to their deeds: 
and according to the wickedness of their own 
inventions. 

5 Recompense them after the work of their 
hands: pay them that they have deserved. 

6 For they regard not in their mind the 
works of the Lord, nor the operation of his 
hands: therefore shall he break them down, 
and not build them up. 

7 Praised be the Lord: for he hath heard 
the voice of my humble petitions. 

8 The Lord is my strength, aud my shield, 
my heart hath trusted in him, and I am helped: 
therefore my heart danceth for joy, and in my 
song will I praise him. 

9 The Lord is my strength: and he is the 
wholsom defence of his Anointed. 

10 O save thy people, and give thy blessing 
unto. thine inheritance: feed them, and set 
them up for ever. 


PSALM 29. Afferte Domino. 
RING unto the Lord, O ye mighty, bring 
young rams unto the Lord: ascribe unto 
the Lord worship, and strength. 

2 Give the Lord the honour due unto his 
Name: worship the Lord with holy worship. 

3 It is the Lord, that commandeth the wa- 
ters: it is the glorious God, that maketh the 
thunder. 

4 It is the Lord, that ruleth the sea; the 
voice of the Lord is mighty in operation: the 
voice of the Lord is a glorious voice. 

5 The voice of the Lord breaketh the cedar- 
trees: yea, the Lord breaketh the cedars of 
Libanus.

6 He maketh them also to skip like a calf: 
Libanus also, and Sirion like a young unicorn. 

7 The voice of the Lord divideth the flames 
of fire, the voice of the Lord shaketh the wil- 
derness: yea, the Lord shaketh the wilderness 
of Cades. 

8 The voice of the Lord maketh the hinds 
to bring forth young, and discovereth the 
thick bushes: in his temple doth every man 
speak of his honour.

10 The Lord shall give strength unto his 
people: the Lord shall give his people the 
blessing of peace.

5 For his wrath endureth but the twinkling 
of an eye, and in his pleasure is life: heavi- 
ness may endure for a night, but joy cometh in 
the morning.

made my hill so strong. 

7 Thou didst turn thy face from me: and 
F was troubled. 

8 Then cried I unto thee, O Lord: and 
gat me to my Lord right humbly. 

9 What profit is there in my blood: when 
I go down to the pit? 

10 Shall the dust give thanks unto thee: 
or shall it declare thy truth? 

11 Hear, O Lord, and have mercy upon 
me: Lord, be thou my helper. 

. 12 Thou hast turned my heaviness into joy: 
thou hast put off my sack-cloth, and girded 
me with gladness. 

13 Therefore shall every good man sing of 
thy praise without ceasing: O my God, I 
will give thanks unto thee for ever. 

PSALM 31. In te, Domine, speravi. 
N thee, O Lord, have I put my. trust: let 
me never be put to confusion; deliver me 
in thy righteousness. 

2 Bow down thine ear to me: make haste 
to deliver me. 

3 And be thou my strong rock, and house 
of defence: that,thou mayest save me. 

4 For thou art my strong rock, and my 
castle: be thou also my guide, and lead me 
for thy Names sake. 

5 Draw me out of the net, that they have 
laid privily for me: for thou art my strength. 

6 Into thy hands I commend my spirit: for 
thou hast redeemed me, O Lord, thou God of 
truth. uA 

7 Lhave hated them, that hold of supersti- 
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tious vanities: and my trust hath been in the 
Lord. 

8 I will be glad, and rejoice in thy mercy: 
for thou hast considered my trouble, and hast 
known my soul in adversities. . 

9 Thou hast not shut me up into the hand 
of the enemy: but hast set my feet in a large 
room. 

10 Have mercy upon me, O Lord, for T am 
in trouble: and mine eye is consumed for very 
heaviness; yea, my soul, and my body. 

11 For my life is waxen old with heaviness: 
and my years with mourning. 

12. My strength faileth me, because of mine 
iniquity: and my bones are consumed. 

13 I became a reproof among all mine ene- 
mies, but especially among my neighbours: 
and they of mine acquaintance were afraid of 
me, and they, that did see me without, con- 
veyed themselves from me. 

14 I am clean forgotten, as a dead man 
out of mind: I am become like a broken ves- 
sel. 

15 For I have heard the blasphemy of the 
multitude: and fear is on every side, while 
they conspire together against me, and take 
their counsel to take away my life. 

16 But my hope hath been in thee, O Lord: 
I have said, Thou art my God. 

17 My time is in thy hand, deliver me 
from the hand of mine enemies: and from 
them, that persecute me. 

18 Shew thy servant the light of thy coun-_ 
tenance: and save me for thy mercies sake. 

19 Let me not be confounded, O Lord, for 
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I have called upon thee: let the ungodly be 
put to confusion, and be put to silence in the 
grave. 

20 Let the lying lips be put to silence: 
which cruelly, disdainfully, and despitefully 
speak against the righteous. 

21 O how plentiful is thy goodness which 
thou hast laid up for them, that fear thee: 
and that thou hast prepared for them, that 
put their trust in thee, even before the sons of 
men! 

22 Thou shalt hide them privily by thine 
own presence from the provoking of all men: 
thou shalt keep them secretly in thy taberna- 
cle from the strife of tongues. 

23 Thanks be to the Lord: for he hath 
shewed me marvellous great kindness in a 
strong city. 

24 And when I made haste, I said: I am 
cast out of the sight of thine eyes. 

25 Nevertheless thou heardest the voice of 
my prayer: when I cried unto thee. 

26 O love the Lord, all ye his saints: for 
the Lord preserveth them, that are faithful, 
and plenteously rewardeth the proud doer. 

27 Be strong, and he shall establish your 
heart: all ye, that put your trust in the Lord. 


EVENING PRAYER. 


PSALM 32. Beati, quorum. 
"PLLESSED is he, whose unrighteousness is 
forgiven: and whose sin is covered. 

2 Blessed is the man, unto whom the Lord ° 
imputeth no sin: and in whose spirit there is 
no guile. 
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3 For while I held my tongue: my bones 
consumed away through my daily complain- 
ing. 

4 For thy hand is heavy upon me day, and 
night: and my moisture is like the drought in 
summer. 

5 I will acknowledge my sin unto thee: 
and mine unrighteousness have I not hid. — 

6 1 said, I will confess my sins unto the 
Lord: and so thou forgavest the wickedness 
of my sin. 

7 For this shall every one, that is godly, 
make his prayer unto thee, in a time when 
thou mayest be found: but in the great water- 
floods they shall not come nigh him. 

8 Thou art a place to hide me in, thou 
shalt preserve me from trouble: thou shalt 
compass me about with songs of deliverance. 

9 I will inform thee, and teach thee in the 
way, wherein thou shalt go: and I will guide 
thee with mine eye. 

10 Be ye not like to horse, and mule, which 
have no understanding: whose mouths must 
be held with bit, and bridle, lest they fall 
upon thee. 

11 Great plagues remain for the ungodly : 
but whoso putteth his trust in the Lord, mercy 
embraceth him on every side. 

12 Be glad, O ye righteous, and rejoice in 
the Lord: and be joyful all ye, that are true 
of heart. 

PSALM 33. Exultate, justi. 
EJOICE in the Lord, O ye righteous: for 
it becometh well the just to be thankful. 

2 Praise the Lord with harp: sing praises 
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unto him with the lute, and instrument of ten 
strings. 

3 Sing unto the Lord a new song: sing 
praises lustily unto him with a good courage. 

4 For the word of the Lord is true: and all 
his works are faithful. 

5 He loveth righteousness, and judgement: 
the earth is full of the goodness of the Lord. 

6 By the word of the Lord were the heavens 
made: and all the hosts of them by the breath 
of his mouth. 

7 He gathereth the waters of the sea toge- 
ther, as it were upon an heap: and layeth up 
the deep, as in a treasure-house. 

8 Let all the earth fear the Lord: stand in 
awe of him, all ye, that dwell in the world; 

9 For he spake, and it was done: he com- 
manded, and it stood fast. 

10 The Lord bringeth the counsel of the 
heathen to nought: and maketh the devices 
of the people to be of none effect, and casteth 
out the counsels of princes. 

11 The counsel of the Lord shall endure 
for ever: and the thoughts of his heart from 
generation to generation. 

12 Blessed are the people, whose God is the 
Lord Jehovah: and blessed are the folk, that 
he hath chosen to him, to be his inheritance, 

13 The Lord looked down from heaven, 
and beheld all the children of men: from the 
habitation of his dwelling he considereth all 
them, that dwell on the earth. 

14 He fashioneth all the hearts of them: 
and understandeth all their works. 

15 There is no king, that can be saved by 
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the multitude of an host: neither is any mighty 
man delivered by much strength. 

16 A horse is counted but a vain thing to 
save a man: neither shall he deliver any man 
by his great strength. 

17 Behold, the eye of the Lord is upon 
them, that fear him: and upon them, that put 
their trust in his mercy; 

18 To deliver their soul from death: and 
to feed them in the time of dearth. 

19 Our soul hath patiently tarried for the 
Lord: for he is our help, and our shield. 

20 For our heart shall rejoice in him: be- 
cause we have hoped in his holy Name. 

21 Let thy merciful kindness, O Lord, be 
upon us: like as we do put our trust in thee. 


PSALM 34. Benedicam Domino. 
| WILL alway give thanks unto the Lord: 


his praise shall ever be in my mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in the Lord: 
the humble shall hear thereof, and be glad. 

3 O praise the Lord with me: and let us 
magnify his Name together. 

4 I sought the Lord, and he heard me: 
yea, he delivered me out of all my fear. 

5 They had an eye unto him, and were 
lightened: and their faces were not ashamed. 

6 Lo, the poor crieth, and the Lord hear- 
eth him: yea, and saveth him out of all his 
troubles. 

7 The angel of the Lord tarrieth round 
about them, that fear him: and delivereth them. 

8 O taste, and see, how gracious the Lord 
is: blessed is the man, that trusteth in him. 
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9 O fear the Lord, ye, that are his saints: 
for they, that fear him, lack nothing. 

10 The lions do lack, and suffer hunger: 
but. they, who seek the Lord, shall want no 
manner of thing, that is good. 

11 Come, ye children, and. hearken unto 
me: I will teach you the fear of the Lord. 

12 What man is he, that lusteth to live: 
and would fain see good days? 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil: and thy 
lips, that they speak no guile. 

14 Eschew evil, and do good: seek peace, 
and ensue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lord are over the right- 
eous: and his ears are open unto their prayers. 
«. 16 The countenance of the Lord is against 
them, that do evil: to root out the remem- 
brance of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lord hear- 
eth them: and delivereth them out of all their 
troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them, that are of 
a contrite heart: and will save such, as be of 
an humble spirit. 

. 19 Great are the troubles of the righteous: 
but the Lord delivereth him out of all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones: so that not 
one of them is broken. 

21 But misfortune shall slay the ungodly: 
and they, that hate the righteous, shall be de- ~ 
solate. 

22 The Lord delivereth the souls of his ser- 
vants: and all they, that put their trust in him, 
shall not be destitute.

MORNING PRAYER. 
PSALM 35. Judica, Domine. 


LEAD thou my cause, O Lord, with them, 
that strive with me: and fight thou against 
them, that fight against me. 

2 Lay hand upon the shield, and buckler: 
and stand up to help me. 

3 Bring forth the spear, and stop the way 
against them, that persecute me: say unto my 
soul, I am thy salvation. 

4 Let them be confounded, and put to 
shame, that seek after my soul: let them be 
turned back, and brought to confusion, that 
imagine mischief for me. 

5 Let them be as the dust before the wind: 
and the angel of the Lord scattering them. 

6 Let their way be dark, and slippery: and 
let the angel of the Lord persecute them. 

7 For they have privily laid their net to de- 
stroy me without a cause: yea, even without a 
cause have they made a pit for my soul. 

8 Let a sudden destruction come upon him 
unawares, and his net, that he hath laid pri- 
vily, catch himself: that he may fall into his 
own mischief. 

’ 9 And, my soul, be joyful in the Lord: it 
shall rejoice in his salvation. 

10 All my bones shall say, Lord, who is _ 
like unto thee, who deliverest the poor from 
him, that is too strong for him: yea, the _ 
poor, and him that is in misery, from him, 
that spoileth him. ; 

11 False witnesses did rise up: they laid 
to my charge things that I knew not. 
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12 They rewarded me evil for good: to 
the great discomfort of my soul. 

13 Nevertheless, when they were sick, I 
put on sackcloth, and humbled my soul with 
fasting: and my prayer shall turn into mine 
own bosom. 

14 I behaved myself, as though it had been 
my friend, or my brother: I went heavily, as 
one, that mourneth for his mother. 

15 But in mine adversity they rejoiced, and 
gathered themselves together: yea, the very 
abjects came together against me unawares, 
making mouths at me, and ceased not. 

16 With the flatterers were busy mockers: 
who gnashed upon ime with their teeth. 

17 Lord, how long wilt thou look upon 
this: O deliver my soul from the calamities, 
which they bring on me, and my darling from 
the lions. 

18 So will I give thee thanks in the great 
congregation: I will praise thee among much 
people. 

19 O let not them, that are mine enemies, 
triumph over me ungodly: neither let them 
wink with their eyes, that hate me without a 
cause, 

20 And why? their communing is not for 
peace: but they imagine deceitful words 
against them, that are quiet in the land. 

21 They gaped upon me with their mouths, 
and said: Fie on thee, fie on thee, we saw it — 
with our eyes. 

22 This thou hast seen, O Lord: hold not 
thy tongue then, go not far from me, O Lord. 

23 Awake and stand up to judge my quar- 
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rel: avenge thou my cause, my God, and my 
Lord. 

24 Judge me, O Lord my God, according 
to thy righteousness: and let them not tri- 
umph over me. 

25 Let them not say in their hearts, There 
there, so would we have it: neither let them 
say, We have devoured. 

26 Let them be put to confusion and shame 
together, that rejoice at my trouble: let them 
be clothed with rebuke and dishonour, that 
boast themselves against me. 

27 Let them be glad and rejoice, that favour 
my righteous dealing: yea, let them say al- 
way, Blessed be the Lord, who hath pleasure 
in the prosperity of his servant. 

28 And as for my tongue, it shall be talking 
of thy righteousness: and of thy praise all the 
day long. 


PSALM 86. Diwit injustus. 


Y heart sheweth me the wickedness of the 
ungodly: that there is no fear of God 
before his eyes. 

2 For he flattereth himself in his own sight: 
until his abominable sin be found out. 

3 The words of his mouth are unrighteous, 
and full of deceit: he hath left off to behave 
himself wisely, and to do good. 

4 He imagineth mischief upon his bed, and 
hath set himself in no good way: neither doth 
he abhor any thing that is evil. 

5 Thy mercy, O Lord, reacheth unto the 
heavens: and thy faithfulness unto the clouds. 

6 Thy righteousness standeth like the 
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strong mountains: thy judgements are like the 
great deep. 

7 Thou, Lord, shalt save both man and 
beast; How excellent is thy mercy, O God: 
and the children of men shall put their trust 
under the shadow of thy wings. 

8 They shall be satisfied with the plenteous- 
ness of thy house: and thou shalt give them 
drink of thy pleasures, as out of the river. 

9 For with thee is the well of life: and in 
thy light shall we see light. 

10 O continue forth thy loving kindness 
unto them, that know thee: and thy righte- 
ousness unto them, that are true of heart. 

11 O let not the foot of pride come against 
me: and let not the hand of the ungodly cast 
me down. 

12 There are they faln, all that work wick- 
edness: they are cast down, and shall not be 
able to stand. 


EVENING PRAYER. 


PSALM 37. Noli emulari. 


RET not thyself because of the ungodly: 
neither be thou envious against the evil- 
doers. 

2 For they shall soon be cut down like the - 
grass: and be withered even as the green 
herb. 

3 Put thou thy trust in the Lord, and be 
doing good: dwell in the land, and verily | 

thou shalt be fed. 

_ 4 Delight thou in the Lord: and he shall 
give thee thy hearts desire. 
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5 Commit thy way unto the Lord, and put 
thy trust in him: and he shall bring it to 

ass. 

6 He shall make thy righteousness as clear 
as the light: and thy just dealing as the noon- 
day. 

, Hold thee still in the Lord, and abide 
patiently upon him: but grieve not thyself at 
him, whose way doth prosper, against the 
man, that doth after evil counsels. 

8 Leave off from wrath, and let go displea- 
sure: fret not thyself, else shalt thou be mov- 
ed to do evil. 

9 Wicked doers shall be rooted out: and 
. they, that patiently abide the Lord, those 
shall inherit the land. 

10 Yet a little while, and the ungodly shall 
be clean gone: thou shalt look after his place, 
and he shall be away. 

11 But the meek-spirited shall possess the 
earth: and shall be refreshed in the multitude 
of peace. 

12 The ungodly seeketh counsel against the 
just: and gnasheth upon him with his teeth. 

13 The Lord shall laugh him to scorn: for 
he hath seen, that his day is coming. 

14 The ungodly have drawn out the sword, 
and have bent their bow: to cast down the 
poor and needy, and to slay such, as are of a 
right conversation. 

15 Their sword shall go through their own 
heart: and their bow shall be broken. 

16 A small thing that the righteous hath; 
is better than great riches of the ungodly. 

17 For the arms of the ungodly shall be 
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broken: and the Lord upholdeth the right- 


eous. 

18 The Lord knoweth the days of the 
godly: and their inheritance shall endure for 
ever. 

19 They shall not be continent in the pe- 
rilous time: and in the days of dearth they 
shall have enough. 

20 As for the ungodly, they shall perish, 
and the enemies of the Lord shall consume as 
the fat of lambs: yea, even as the smoke shall 
they consume away. 

21 The ungodly borroweth, and payeth not 
again: but the righteous is merciful, and li- 
beral. 

22 Such, as are blessed of God,-shall pos- 
sess the land: and they, that are cursed of 
him, shall be rooted out. 

23 The Lord ordereth a good mans going: 
and maketh his way acceptable to himself. 

24 Though he fall, he shall not be cast 
away: for the Lord upholdeth him with his 
hand. : 

25 I have been young, and now am old: 
and yet saw I never the righteous forsaken, 
nor his seed begging their bread. 

26 The righteous is ever merciful, and 
lendeth: and his seed is blessed. 

27 Flee from evil, and do the thing that is 
good: and dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lord loveth the thing that is 
_ right: he forsaketh not his, that be godly, but 
they are preserved for ever. 

29 The unrighteous shall be punished: as s for 
the seed of the ungodly, it shall be rooted out. 
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30 The righteous shall inherit the land: 
and dwell therein for ever. 

31 The mouth of the righteous is exercised 
in wisdom: and his tongue will be talking of 
judgement. 

32 The law of his God is in his heart: and 
his goings shall not slide. 

33 The ungodly seeth the righteous: and 
seeketh occasion to slay him. 

34 The Lord will not leave him in his 
hand: nor condemn him when he is judged. 

35 Hope thou in the Lord, and keep his 
way, and he shall promote thee, that thou 
shalt possess the land: when the ungodly - 
shall perish, thou shalt see it. 

36 I myself have seen the ungodly in great 
power: and flourishing like a green bay-tree. 

37 I went.by, and lo, he was gone: I sought 
him, but his place could no where be found. 

_ 38 Keep innocency, and take heed unto the 
thing that is right: for that shall bring a man 
peace at the last. 

39 As for the transgressours, they shall pe- 
rish together: and the end of the ungodly is, 
they shall be rooted out at the last. 

40 But the salvation of the righteous com- 

eth of the Lord: who is also their strength in 
the time of trouble. 
_ 41 And the Lord shall stand by them, and 
save them: he shall deliver them from the 
ungodly, and shall save them, because they put 
their trust in him. 
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MORNING PRAYER. 


PSALM 38. Domine, ne in furore. 

UT me not to rebuke, O Lord, in thine 

anger: neither chasten me in thy heavy 
displeasure. 

2 For thine arrows stick fast in me: and 
thy hand presseth me sore. 

3 There is no health in my flesh, because of 
thy displeasure: neither is there any rest in my 
bones, by reason of my sin. 

4 For my wickednesses are gone over my 
head: and are like a sore burthen, too heavy 
for me to bear. 

5 My wounds stink, and are corrupt: 
through my foolishness. 

6 Iam brought into so great trouble, and 
misery: that I go mourning all the day long. 

7 For my loins are filled with a sore dis- 
ease: and theré is no whole part in my body. 

8 I am feeble, and sore smitten: I have 
roared for the very disquietness of my heart. 

9 Lord, thou knowest all -my desire: and 
my groaning is not hid from thee. 

10 My heart panteth, my strength hath 
failed me: and the sight of mine eyes is gone 
from me. 

11 My lovers, and my neighbours did stand 
looking upon my trouble: and my kinsmen 
stood afar off. ‘ 

12 They also, that sought after my life, 
laid snares for me: and they, that went about 
to do me evil, talked of wickedness, and ima- 
gined deceit all the day long. 

13 As for me, I was like a deaf man, and 
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heard not: and as one, that is dumb, who 
doth not open his mouth. 

14 I became even as a man, that heareth 
not: and in whose mouth are no i hee 

15 For in thee, O Lord, have I put my 
trust: thou shalt answer for me, O Lord my 
God. 

16 I have required that they, even mine 
enemies, should not triumph over me: for 
when my foot slipt, they rejoiced greatly against 
me. 

17 And I, truly, am set in the plague: and 
my heaviness is ever in my sight. 

18 For I will confess my wickedness: and 
be sorry for my sin. 

19 But mine enemies live, and are mighty: 
and they, that hate me wrongfully, are many 
in number. 

-20 They also, that reward evil for good, 
are against me: because I follow the thing 
that good is. 

21 Forsake me not, O Lord my God: be 
not thou far from me. 

22 Haste thee to help me: O Lord God of ~ 
my salvation. 


PSALM 39. Dizi, Custodiam. 


I SAID, I will take heed to my ways: that 
I offend not in my tongue. 

2 I will keep my mouth as it were with a 
bridle: while the ungodly is in my sight. 

3 I held my tongue, and spake nothing: I 
kept silence, yea, even from good words; but 
it was pain, and grief to me. 

4 My heart was hot within me, and while I 
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was thus musing, the fire kindled: and at the 
last I spake with my tongue ; 

5 Lord, let me know. mine end, and the 
number of my days: that I may be certified 
how long I have to live. 

6 Behold, thou hast made my days as it 
were a span long: and mine age is even as 
nothing in respect of thee, and verily every 
man living is altogether vanity. 

7 For man walketh in a vain shadow, and 
disquieteth himself in vain: he heapeth up 
riches, and cannot tell, who shall gather 
them. 

8 ‘And now, Lord, what is my hope: truly 
my hope is even in thee. 

9 Deliver me from all mine offences: and 
make me not a rebuke unto the foolish. 

10 I became dumb, and opened not my 
mouth: for it was thy doing. 

11 Take thy plague away from me: I am 
even consumed by the means of thy heavy 
hand. 

12 When thou with rebukes dost chasten 
man for sin, thou makest his beauty to con- 
sume away, like as it were a moth fretting a 
garment: every man therefore is but vanity. 

13 Hear my prayer, O Lord, and with 
thine ears consider my calling: hold not thy 
peace at my tears. 

14 ForI am a stranger with thee, and a ‘so- 
Journer: as all my fathers were. 

15 O spare me a little, that I may recover 
my strength: before I go hence, and be no 
more seen. 
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PSALM 40. Expectans expectavi. 
WAITED patiently for the Lord: and he 
inclined unto me, and heard my calling. 

2 He brought me also out of the horrible 
pit, out of the mire, and clay: and set my feet 
upon the rock, and ordered my goings. 

3 And he hath put a new song in my mouth: 
even a thanksgiving unto our God. 

4 Many shall see it, and fear: and shall put 
their trust in the Lord. 

5 Blessed is the man, that hath set his hope 
in the Lord: and turned not unto the proud, 
and to such as go about with lies. 

6 O Lord my God, great are the wondrous 
works, which thou hast done, like as be also 
thy thoughts, which are to us-ward: and yet 
there is no man, that ordereth them unto 
thee. 

7 If I should declare them, and speak of 
them: they should be more than I am able to 
express. 

8 Sacrifice, and meat-offering thou would- 
est not: but mine ears hast thou opened. 

9 Burnt-offerings, and sacrifice for sin hast 
thou not required: then said I, Lo, I come. 

10 In the volume of the book it is written 
of me, that I should fulfil thy will, O my God: 
I am content to do it, yea, thy law is within 
my heart. 

11 I have declared thy righteousness in the 
great congregation: lo, I will not refrain my 
lips, O Lord, and that thou knowest. 

12 Ihave not hid thy righteousness within 
my heart: my talk hath been of thy truth, and 
of thy salvation. 
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13 I have not kept back thy loving mercy, 
and truth: from the great congregation. 

14 Withdraw not thou thy mercy from me, 
O Lord: let thy loving kindness, and thy 
truth alway preserve me, 

15 For innumerable troubles are come 
about me, my sins have taken such hold upon 
me, that I am not able to look up: yea, they 
are more in number than the hairs of thy head, 
and my heart hath failed me. 

16 O Lord, let it be thy pleasure to deliver 
me: make haste, O Lord, to help me. 

17 Let them be ashamed, and confounded 
together, that seek after my soul to destroy 
it: let them be driven backward, and put to 
rebuke, that wish me evil. 

18 Let them be desolate, and rewarded 
with shame: that say unto me, Fie upon thee, 
fie upon thee. 

19 Let all those, that seek thee, be joyful, 
and glad in thee: and let such as love thy sal- 
vation say alway, The Lord be praised. 

20 As for me, I am poor, and needy: but 
the Lord careth for me, 

21 Thou art my helper, and redeemer: 
make no long tarrying, O my God.

PSALM 41. Beatus, qui intelligit. 


LESSED is he, that considereth the poor, 
and needy: the Lord shall deliver him in 
the time of trouble. 
2 'The Lord preserve him, and. keep him 
alive, that he may be blessed upon earth: and

mies. 

3 The Lord comfort him, when he lieth sick 
upon his bed: make thou all his bed in his 
sickness. 

4 I said, Lord, be merciful unto me: heal 
my soul, for I have sinned against thee. 

5 Mine enemies speak evil of me: When 
shall he die, and his name perish? 

6 And if he come to see me, he speaketh 
vanity: and his heart conceiveth falshood 
within himself, and when he cometh forth he 
telleth it. 

7 All mine enemies whisper together against 
me: even against me do they imagine this 
evil, 

8 Let the sentence of guiltiness proceed 
against him: and now that he lieth, let him 
rise up no more. 

9 Yea, even mine own familiar friend, whom 
I trusted; who did also eat of my bread, hath 
laid great wait for me. 

10 But be thou merciful unto me, O Lord: 
raise thou me up again, and I shall reward 
them. 

11 By this I know thou favourest me: that 
mine enemy doth not triumph against me. 

12 And when I am in my health, thou up- 
holdest me: and shalt set me before thy face 
for ever. 

18. Blessed be the Lord God of Israel: 
world without end. Amen. 

PSALM. 42. Guethedinodeahee 
IKE as the hart desireth the water-brooks : 
so longeth my soul after thee, O God. 
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2 My soul is athirst for God, yea, even for 
the living God: when shall I come to appear 
before the presence of God? 

3 My tears have been my meat day and 
night: While they daily say unto me Where 
is now thy God? 

4 Now when I think thereupon, I pour out 
my heart by myself: for I went with the mul- 
titude, and brought them forth into the house 
of God; 

5 In the voice of praise and thanksgiving: 
among such as keep holy-day. 

6 Why art thou so full of heaviness, O my 
soul: and why art thou disquieted within 
me? 

7 Put thy trust in God: for I will yet give 
him thanks for the help of his countenance. 

8 My God, my soul is vexed within me: 
therefore will I remember thee concerning the 
land of Jordan, and the little hill of Hermon. 

9 One deep calleth another, because of the 
noise of the water-pipes: all thy waves and 
storms are gone over me. 

10 The Lord hath granted his loving kind- 
ness on the day-time: and in the night-season 
did I sing of him, and made my prayer unto 
the God of my life. 

11 I will say unto the God of my strength, 
Why hast thou forgotten me: why go I thus 
heavily, while the enemy oppresseth me? 

12 My bones are smitten asunder as with a 
sword: while mine enemies that trouble me 
cast me in the teeth; 

_13 Namely, while they say daily, unto me: 
- Where is now thy God? 
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14 Why art thou so vexed, O my soul: 
and why art thou so disquieted within me? 

15 O put thy trust in God: for I will yet 
thank him, which is the help of my counte- 
nance, and my God. 

PSALM 43. Judica me, Deus. 
IVE sentence with me, O God, and de- 
fend my cause against. the ungodly peo- 
ple: O deliver me from the deceitful and 
wicked man. 

2 For thou art the God of my strength, 
why hast thou put me from thee: and why 
go I so heavily, while the enemy oppresseth 
me? ; 

3 O send out thy light and thy truth, that 
they may lead me: and bring me unto thy 
holy hill, and to thy dwelling. 

4 And that I may go unto the altar of God, 
even unto the God of my joy, and gladness: 
and upon the harp will I give thanks unto 
thee, O God, my God. 

5 Why art thou so heavy, O my soul: and 
why art thou so disquieted within me? 

6 O put thy trust in God: for I will yet 
give him thanks, which is the help of my coun- 
tenance, and my God.

E have heard with our ears, O God, our 
fathers have told us: what thou hast 
done in their time of old.

8 But it is thou that savest us from our 
enemies; and puttest them to confusion that 
hate us. 

9 We make our boast of God all day long: 
and will praise thy Name for ever. 

10 But now thou art far off, and puttest us 
to confusion: and goest not forth with our 
armies. 

11 Thou makest us to turn our backs upon 
our enemies: so that they, which hate us, 
spoil our goods. 

12 Thou lettest us be eaten up like sheep: 
and hast scattered us among the heathen. 

13 Thou sellest. thy people for nought: 
and takest no money for them. 

14 Thou makest us to be rebuked of our 
neighbours: to be laughed to scorn, and had 
in derision of them that are round about us, 

15 Thou makest us to be a by-word among 
the heathen: and that the people shake their 
heads at us.

16 My confusion is daily before me: and 
the shame of my face hath covered me; 

17 For the voice of the slanderer, and 
blasphemer: for the enemy, and avenger. 

18 And though all this be come upon us, yet 
do we not forget thee: nor behave ourselves 
frowardly in thy covenant. 

19 Our heart is not turned back: neither 
our steps gone out of thy way; 

20 No, not when thou hast smitten us into 
the place of dragons: and covered us with 
the shadow of death. 

21 If we have forgotten the Name of our 
God, and holden up our hands to any strange 
god: shall not God search it out? for he 
knoweth the very secrets of the heart. 

22 For thy sake also are we killed all the 
day long: and are counted as sheep appoint- 
ed to be slain. 

23 Up, Lord, why sleepest thou: awake, 
and be not absent from us for ever. 

24 Wherefore hidest thou thy face: and 
forgettest our misery and trouble? 

25 For our soul.is brought low, even unto 
the dust: our belly cleaveth unto the ground. 

26 Arise, and help us: and deliver us for 
thy mercies sake. 


PSALM. 45. Eructavit cor meum. 
Mf Y heart is inditing of a good matter: I 
speak of the things which I have made 
unto the King. 

2 My tongue is the pen: of a ready writer. 
3 Thou art fairer than the children of men: 
full of grace are thy lips, because God hath 

blessed thee for ever. 
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_ 4 Gird thee with thy sword upon thy thigh, 
O thou most Mighty: according to thy wor- 
ship, and renown. 

5 Good luck have thou with thine honour: 
ride on, because of the word of truth, of meek- 
ness and righteousness, and thy right hand 
shall teach thee terrible things. 

° 6 Thy arrows are very sharp, and the peo- 
ple shall be subdued unto thee: even in the 
midst among the Kings enemies. 

7 Thy seat, O God, endureth for ever: the 
scepter of thy kingdom is a right scepter. 

8 Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated 
iniquity: wherefore God, even thy God, hath 
anointed thee with the oil of gladness above 
thy fellows. 

9 All thy garments smell of myrrh, aloes, 
and cassia: out of the ivory palaces, whereby 
they have made thee glad. 

10 Kings daughters were among thy honour- 
able women: upon thy right hand did stand 
the queen in a vesture of gold, wrought about 
with divers colours. 

11 Hearken, O daughter, and consider, in- 
cline thine ear: forget also thine own people, 
and thy fathers house. 

12 So shall the king have pleasure in thy 
beauty: for he is thy Lord God, and worship 
thou him. 

13 And the daughter of Tyre shall be there 
with a gift: like as the rich also among the 
people shall make their supplication before 
thee. 

14 The Kings daughter is all glorious with- 
in: her clothing i is of wrought gold. 
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15 She shall be brought unto the King in 
raiment of needle-work: the virgins, that be 
her fellows, shall bear her company, and shall 
be brought unto thee. 

16 With joy, and gladness shall they be 
brought: and shall enter into the Kings pa- 
lace. 

17 Instead of thy fathers thou shalt have 
children: whom thou mayest make princes in 
all lands. 

18 I will remember thy Name from one ge- 
neration to another: therefore shall the peo- 
ple give thanks unto thee, world without end. 


PSALM 46. Deus noster refugium. 


Ee is our hope and strength: a very pre- 
sent help in trouble. 

2 Therefore will we not fear though the 
earth be moved: and though the hills be 
carried into the midst of the sea. 

3 Though the waters thereof rage, and 
swell: and though the mountains shake at the 
tempest of the same. 

4 The rivers of the flood thereof shall make 
glad the city of God: the Holy place of the 
tabernacle of the most Highest. 

5 God is in the midst of her, therefore shall 
she not be removed: God shall help her, and 
that right early. 

6 The heathen make much ado, and the 
kingdoms are moved: but God hath shewed 
his voice, and the earth shall melt away. 

7 The Lord of hosts is with us: the God of 
Jacob is our refuge. 

8 O come hither, and behold the works of 
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the Lord: what destruction he hath brought 
upon the earth. 

9 He maketh wars to cease in all the world: 
he breaketh the bow, and knappeth the spear 
in sunder, and burneth the chariots in the fire. 

10 Be still then, and know that I am God: 
I will be exalted among the heathen, and I will 
be exalted in the earth. 

11 The Lord of hosts is with us: the God 
of Jacob is our refuge.

which is very high exalted, doth defend the. 
earth, as it were with a shield. 
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- PSALM 48. Magnus Dominus.  . 
REAT is the Lord, and highly to be 
praised: in the city of our God, even 

upon his holy hill. 

2 The hill of Sion is a fair place, and the 
joy oat the whole earth: upon the north-side 
lieth the city of the great King; God is well 
known in her palaces asa sure refuge. 

3 For lo, the kings of the earth: are ga- 
thered, and gone by together. 

4 They marvelled to see such things: they 
were astonished, and suddenly cast down. 

5 Fear came there upon them, and sorrow: 
as upon a woman in her travail. 

6 Thou shalt break the ships of the sea: 
through the east-wind. 

7 Like as we have heard, so have we seen 
in the city of the Lord of hosts; in the city 
of our God: God upholdeth the same for 
ever. 

8 We wait for thy loving kindness, O God: 
in the midst of thy temple. 

9 O God, according to thy Name, so is 
thy praise unto the worlds end: thy right 
hand is full of righteousness. 

10 Let the mount Sion rejoice, and the 
daughter of Judah be glad: because of thy 
judgements, 

11 Walk about Sion, and go round about 
her: and tell the towers thereof. 

12 Mark well her bulwarks, set up her 
‘houses: that ye may tell them that come 
after. 

13 For this God is our God for ever, and 
ever: he shall be our guide unto death, 
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PSALM 49. Audite hec, omnes. 
O HEAR ye this, all ye people: ponder it 
with your ears, all ye, that dwell in the 
world. 

2 High, and low, rich, and poor: one with 
another. 

3 My mouth shall speak of wisdom: and 
my heart shall muse of understanding. 

4 I will incline mine ear to the parable: 
and shew my dark speech upon the harp. 

5 Wherefore should I fear in the days of 
wickedness: and when the wickedness of my 
heels compasseth me round about? 

6 There be some that put their trust in their 
goods: and boast themselves in the multitude 
‘of their riches. 

7 But no man may deliver his brother: nor 
make agreement unto God for him; 

' 8 For it cost more to redeem their souls: 
so that he must let that alone for ever; 

9 Yea, though he live long: and see not 
the grave. 

10 For he seeth that wise men also die, 
and perish together: as well as the ignorant 
and foolish, and leave their riches for other. 

11 And yet they think that their houses 
shall continue for ever: and that their dwell- 
ing places shall endure from one generation 
to another, and call the lands after their own 
names. 

12 Nevertheless, man will not abide in ho- 
nour: seeing he may be compared unto the 
beasts that perish; this is the way of them. 

13 This is their foolishness: and. their pos- 
terity praise their saying. 
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14 They lie in the hell like sheep, death 
_ gnaweth upon them, and the righteous shall 


- have domination over them in the morning : 


their beauty shall consume in the sepulchre 
out of their dwelling. 

15 But God hath delivered my soul from 
the place of hell: for he shall receive me. 

16 Be not thou afraid, though one be made 
rich: or if the glory of his house be increas- 
ed; 

17 For he shall carry nothing away with 
him, when he dieth: neither shall his pomp 
follow him. 

18 For while he lived, he counted himself 


‘an happy man: and so long as thou dost well 


unto thyself, men will speak good of thee. 
19 He shall follow the generation of his 
fathers: and shall never see light. 
20 Man being in honour hath no under- 


standing: but is compared unto the beasts 


that perish.

ss ine Lord, even the most mighty God hath 
spoken: and called the world, from the 
rising up of the sun, unto the going down 
thereof. 

2 Out of Sion hath God appeared: in Perr 
feet beauty. 

3 Our God shall come, and shall not ‘rev 
silence: there shall go before him a consum- 
ing fire, and a mighty tempest shall be ark 
up round about him. 
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4 He shall call the heaven from above: and 
the earth, that he may judge his people. 

- & Gather my saints together unto me: those 
that have made a covenant with me with sacri- 
fice. 

6 And the heavens shall declare his right- 
eousness: for God is Judge himself. 

7 Hear, O my people, and I will speak: I 
myself will testify against thee, O Israel; for 
I am God, even thy God. 

8 I will not reprove thee because of thy 
sacrifices, or for thy burnt-offerings: because 
they were not alway before me. 

9 I will take no bullock out of thine house: 
nor he-goat out of thy folds. 


10 For all the beasts of the forest are mine: 


and so are the cattle upon a thousand hills. 


11 I know all the fowls upon the moun-. 


tains: and the wild beasts of the field are in 
my sight. 

12 if I be hungry, I will not tell thee: for 
the whole world is mine, and all that is there- 
in. 

13 Thinkest thou, that I will eat bulls flesh: 
and drink the blood of goats? 

14 Offer unto God thanksgiving: and pay 
thy vows unto the most Highest. 

» 15 And call upon me in the time of trouble: 
so will I hear thee, and thou shalt praise me. 

16 But unto the ungodly said God: Why 
dost thou preach my: laws, and takest my co- 
venant in thy mouth; 

_ 17 Whereas thou hatest to be reformed: 
and hast cast my words behind thee? 

18 When thou sawest a thief, thou consent- 
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edst unto him: and hast been partaker with 
the adulterers. 

19 Thou hast let thy mouth speak wicked- 
ness: and with thy tongue thou hast set forth 
deceit. 

20 Thou satest, and spakest against thy 
brother: yea, and hast slandered thine own 
mothers son. 

_ 21 These things hast thou done, and I held 
my tongue, and thou thoughtest wickedly, that 
Iam even such a one as thyself: but I will 
reproye thee, and set before thee the things, 
that thou hast done. 

22 O consider this, ye that forget God: 
lest I pluck you away, and there be none to 
deliver you. 

23 Whoso offereth me thanks, and praise, 
he honoureth me: and to him, that ordereth 
his conversation right, will I shew the salva- 
tion of God. 

PSALM 51. Miserere mei, Deus. 
AVE mercy upon me, O God,-after thy 
great goodness: according to the mul- 
titude of thy mercies do away mine offences. 

2 Wash me throughly from my wickedness : 
and cleanse me from my sin. 

3 For I acknowledge my faults: and my 
sin is ever before me. 

4 Against thee only have I sinned, and done 
this evil in thy sight: that thou mightest be 
justified i in thy saying, and poowt when thou art 

judged. 

5 Behold, I was shapen in witkedslcis ¢ : and 
in sin hath my mother conceived me. 

6 But lo, thou requirest truth in the inward 
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parts: and shalt make me to understand wis- 
dom secretly. 

7 Thou shalt purge me with hyssop, and I 
shall be clean: thou shalt wash me, and I 
shall be whiter than snow. 

8 Thou shalt make me hear of joy, and 
gladness: that the bones, which thou hast 
broken, may rejoice. 

9 Turn thy face from my sins: and put out 
all my misdeeds. 

10 Make me a clean heart, O God: and re- 
new a right spirit within me. 

11 Cast me not away from thy presence: 
and take not thy holy Spirit from me. 

12 O give me the comfort of thy help again: 
and stablish me with thy free Spirit. 

13 Then shall I teach thy ways unto the 
wicked: and sinners shall be converted unto 
thee. 

14 Deliver me from blood-guiltiness, O 
God, thou that art the God of my health: and 
my tongue shall sing of thy righteousness. 

15 Thou shalt open my lips, O Lord: and 
my mouth shall shew thy praise. 

16 For thou desirest no sacrifice, else would 
I give it thee: but thou delightest not in 
burnt-offerings. 

17 The sacrifice of God is a troubled spirit: 
a broken, and contrite heart, O God, shalt 
thou not despise. 

18 O be ssiaigtes and gracious unto 
Sion: build thou the walls of Jerusalem. 

19 Then shalt thou be pleased with the sa- 
crifice of righteousness, with the burnt-offer- 
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ings, and oblations: then shall they offer 
young bullocks upon thine altar. 
PSALM 52. Quid gloriaris? 
wr boastest thou thyself, thou tyrant: 
that thou canst do mischief; 

2 Whereas the goodness of God: endureth 
yet daily? 

3 Thy tongue imagineth wickedness: and 
with lies thou cuttest like a sharp razor. 

4 Thou hast loved unrighteousness, more 
than goodness: and to talk of lies more than 
righteousness. 

5 Thou hast loved to speak all words, that 
may do hurt: O thou false tongue. 

6 Therefore shall God destroy thee for 
ever: he shall take thee, and pluck thee out 
of thy dwelling, and root thee out of the land 
of the living. 

7 The righteous also shall see this, and 
fear: and shall laugh him to scorn. 

8 Lo, this is the man, that took not God 
for his strength: but trusted unto the multi- 
tude of his riches, and strengthned himself in 
his wickedness. 

9 As for me, I am like a green olive-tree in 
the house of God: my trust is in the tender 
mercy of God for ever, and ever. 

10 I will always give thanks unto thee for 
that thou hast done: and I will hope in thy 
Name, for thy saints like it well.

PSALM 53. Dizit insipiens. 


IHE foolish body hath said in his heart: 
. There is no God. 
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2 Corrupt are they, and become abomina- 
ble in their wickedness: there is none, that 
doth good. 

. 3 God looked down from heayen upon 
the children of men: to see if there were any, 
that would understand, and seek after God. 

4 But they are all gone out of the way, 
they are altogether become abominable: there 
is also none, that doth good, no not one. 

5 Are not they without understanding, that 
work wickedness: eating up my people as if 
they would eat bread? they have not called 
upon God. 

6 They were afraid where no fear was: for 
God hath broken the bones of him, that be- 
sieged thee; thou hast put them to confusion, 
because God hath despised them. 

7 Oh that the salvation were given unto 
Israel out of Sion: Oh that the Lord would 
deliver his people out of captivity! 

8 Then should Jacob rejoice: and Israel. 
should be right glad. 

PSALM 54. Deus, in Nomine. 

AVE me, O God, for thy Names sake: 

and avenge me in thy strength. 

2 Hear my prayer, O God; and hearken 
unto the words of my mouth. 

3 For strangers are risen up against me; 
and tyrants, which have not God before their 
eyes, seek after my | soul. 

4 Behold, God is my helper: the Lord is 
with them that uphold my soul. 

5 He shall reward evil unto mine enemies: 
destroy thou them in thy truth, - 

6 An offering of a free heart will I give 
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thee; and praise thy Name, O Lord: because 


‘it is so comfortable. 


7 For he hath delivered me out of all my 
trouble: and mine eye hath seen his desire 
upon mine enemies. 

PSALM 55. Exaudi, Deus. 
EAR my prayer, O God: and hide not 
thyself from my petition.’ 

2 Take heed unto me, and hear me: how I 
mourn in my prayer, and am vexed. 

3 The enemy crieth so, and the ungodly 
cometh on so fast: for they are minded to do 
me some mischief, so maliciously are they set 
against me. 

4 My heart is disquieted within me: and 
the fear of death is fallen upon me. 

5 Fearfulness and trembling are come upon 
me: and an horrible dread hath overwhelmed 
me. 

6 And I said, Oh that I had wings like a 
dove: for then would I flee away and be at 
rest. 

7 Lo, then would I get me away far off: 
and remain in the wilderness. 

-8 I would make haste to escape: because 
of the stormy wind and tempest. 

9 Destroy their tongues, O Lord, and di- 
vide them: for I have spied unrighteousness, 
and strife in the city. 

10 Day and night they go about within the 
walls thereof: mischief also,and sorrow are in 
the midst of it. 

11 Wickedness is therein; deceit, and guile 
go not out of their streets. 

12 For it is not an open enemy, that hath 
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done me this dishonour: for then I could 
have borne it. 

13 Neither was it mine adversary, that did 
magnify himself against me: for then perad- 
venture I would have hid myself from him. 

14 But it was even thou, my companion: 
my guide, and mine own familiar friend. 

15 We took sweet counsel together: and 
walked in the house of God as friends. 

16 Let death come hastily upon them, and 
let them go down quick into hell: for wick- 
edness is in their dwellings, and among them. 

17 As for me, I will call upon God: and 
the Lord shall save me. 

18 In the evening, and morning, and at 
noon day will I pray, and that instantly: and 
he shall hear my voice. 

19 It is he that hath delivered my soul in 
peace, from the battle, that was against me: 
for there were many with me. 

20 Yea, even God, that endureth for ever, 
shall hear me, and bring them down: for they 
will not turn, nor fear God. 

21 He laid his hands upon such as be at 
peace with him: and he brake his covenant. 

22 The words of his mouth were softer than 
butter, having war in his heart: his words 
were smoother than oil, and yet be they very - 
swords. 

23 O cast thy burden upon the Lord, and 
he shall nourish thee: and shall not suffer 
the righteous to fall for ever. 

24 And as for them: thou, O God, shalt 
bring them into the pit of destruction. 

25 The blood-thirsty, and deceitful men 
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shall not live out half their days: nevertheless, 
my trust shall be in thee, O Lord.

E merciful unto me, O God, for man goeth 
about to devour me: he is daily fighting, 
and troubling me. 

2 Mine enemies are daily in hand to swal- 
low me up: for they be many, that fight against 
me, O thou most Highest. 

3 Nevertheless, though I am sometime 
afraid: yet put I my trust in thee. 

4 I will praise God, because of his word: I 
have put my trust in God, and will not fear 
what flesh can do unto me. 

5 They daily mistake my words: all, that 
they imagine, is to do me evil. 

6 T hey hold altogether, and keep dies? 
selves close: and mark my steps, when they 
lay wait for my soul. 

7 Shall they escape for their wickedness: 
thou, O God, in thy displeasure shalt cast 
them down. 

8 Thou tellest my flittings, put my tears 
into thy bottle: are not these things noted 
in thy book? 

9 Whensoever I call upon thee, then shall 
mine enemies be put to flight: this I know; 
for God-is on my side. 

10 In Gods word will I rejoice: in the 
Lords word will I comfort me. 

11 Yea, in God have I put my trust: I 
will not be afraid what man can do unto me. 
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12 Unto thee, O God, will I pay my vows: 
unto thee will I give thanks. 

13 For thou hast delivered my soul from 
death, and my feet from falling: that I may 
walk before God in the light of the living. 


PSALM 67. Miserere mei, Deus. 
E merciful unto me, O God, be merciful 
unto me, for my soul trusteth in thee: 
and under the shadow of thy wings shall be 
my refuge, until this tyranny be over-past. 

2 I will call unto the most high God: even 
unto the God, that shall perform the cause, 
which I have in hand. 

3 He shall send from heaven: and save 
me from the reproof of him, that would eat 
me up. 

4 God shall send forth his mercy, and 
truth: my soul is among lions. 

5 And I lie even among the children of men, 
that are set on fire: whose teeth are spears, 
and arrows, and their tongue a sharp sword.

2 Yea, ye imagine mischief in your heart 
upon the earth: and your hands deal with 
wickedness. 

3 The ungodly are froward, even from 
their mothers womb: as soon as they are 
born, they go astray, and speak lies. 

4 They are as venemous as the poison of 
a serpent: even like the deaf adder, that 
stoppeth her ears; 

5 Which refuseth to hear the voice of the 
charmer: charm he never so wisely. 

6 Break their teeth, O God, in their mouths, 
smite the jaw-bones of the lions, O Lord: let 
them fall away like water that runneth apace, 
and when they shoot their arrows let them be 
rooted out. 

7 Let them consume away like a snail, and 
be like the untimely fruit of a woman: and 
let them not see the sun. 

8 Or ever your pots be made hot with 
thorns: so let indignation vex him, even as a 
thing that is raw. 

9 The righteous shall rejoice when he seeth 
the vengeance: he shall wash his footsteps in 
the blood of the ungodly. 


_ 10 So that a man shall say, Verily there is 
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a reward for the righteous: doubtless there is 
a God that judgeth the earth.

12 For the sin of their mouth, and for the 
words of their lips they shall be taken in their 
pride; and why? their preaching is of curs-

13 Consume them in thy wrath, consume 
them, that they may perish: and know that it 
is God that ruleth in Jacob, and unto the ends 
of the world.

GOD, thou hast cast us out, and scatter- 

ed us abroad: thou hast also been dis- 
pleased, O turn thee unto us again. 

2 Thou hast moved the land and divided 
it: heal the sores thereof, for it shaketh. 

3 Thou hast shewed thy people heavy 
things: thou hast given us a drink of peal 
wine. 

4 Thou hast given a token for such as fear 
thee: that they may triumph because of the 
truth, 

5 Therefore were thy beloved delivered; 
help me with thy right hand, and hear me, 
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6 God hath spoken in his holiness, I will 
rejoice, and divide Sichem: and mete out the 
valley of Succoth. 

7 Gilead is mine, and Manasses is mine: 
Ephraim also is the strength of my head; Ju- 
dah is my law-giver, 

8 Moab is my wash-pot, over Edom will I 
cast out my shoe: Philistia be thou glad of 
me. 
9 Who will lead me into the strong city: 
who will bring me into Edom? 

10 Hast not thou cast us out, O God: wilt 
not thou, O God, go out with our hosts? 

11 O be thou our help in trouble: for vain 
is the help of man. 

12 Through God will we do great acts: 
for it is he that shall tread down our enemies. 
PSALM G61. Evxaudi, Deus. 
He my crying, O God: give ear unto 

my prayer. 

2 From the ends of the earth will I call 
upon thee: when my heart is in heaviness. 

. 3 O set me up upon the rock that is higher 
than I: for.thou hast been my hope, and a. 
strong tower for me against the enemy. 

4 I will dwell in thy tabernacle for ever: 
and my trust shall be under the covering of 
thy wings. 

_ & For thou, O Lord, hast heard my desires: 
and hast given an heritage unto those that fear 
thy Name. 

6 Thou shalt grant the King a long life: 
that his years may endure throughout all ge- 
nerations. \ 

7 He shall dwell before God for ever: O 
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_ prepare thy loving mercy and faithfulness, 
that they may preserve him. 

8 So will I always sing praise unto thy 
Name: that I may daily perform my vows.

M* soul truly waiteth still upon God: for 


of him cometh my salvation. 

2 He verily is my strength and my salva- 
tion: he is my defence, so that I shall not 
greatly fall. 

3 How long will ye imagine mischief against 
every man: ye shall be slain all the sort of 
you; yea, as a tottering wall shall ye be, and 
like a broken hedge. 

4 Their device is only how to put him out 
whom God will exalt: their delight is in lies, 
they give good words with their mouth, but 
curse with their heart. 

5 Nevertheless, my soul, wait thou still 
upon God: for my hope is in him. 

6 He truly is my strength and my salva- 
tion: he is my defence, so that I shall not fall. 

7 In God is my health and my glory: the 
rock of my might, and in God is my trust. 

8 O put your trust in him alway, ye peo- 
ple: pour out your hearts before him, for 
God is our hope. 

9 As for the children of men, they are but 
vanity: the children of men are deceitful 
upon the weights, they are altogether lighter 
than vanity itself. 

- 10 O trust not in wrong and robbery, give 
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not yourselves unto vanity: if riches increase, 
set not your heart upon them. 

11 God spake once, and twice I have also 
heard the same: that power belongeth unto 
God; 

12 And that thou Lord art merciful: for 
thou rewardest every man according to his 
work. 

PSALM 63. Deus, Deus meus. 
O GOD, thou art my God: early will I 
seek thee. 

2 My soul thirsteth for thee, my flesh also 
longeth after thee: in a barren and dry land 
where no water is. 

3 Thus have I looked for thee in holiness: 
that I might behold thy power and glory. 

4 For thy loving kindness is better than 
the life itself: my lips shall praise thee. 

5 As long as I live will I magnify thee on 
this manner; and lift up my hands in thy 
Name. 

6 My soul shall be satisfied even as it were 
with marrow and fatness: when my mouth 
praiseth thee with joyful lips, 

7 Have I not remembred thee in my bed: 
and thought upon thee when I was waking? 

8 Because thou hast been my_ helper: 
therefore under the shadow of thy wings will 
I rejoice. 

9 My soul hangeth upon thee: thy right 
hand hath upholden me. 

10 These also, that seek the hurt of my 

soul; they shall go under the earth. 

11 Let them fall upon the edge of tlie 
— sword: that they: may be a portion for foxes. 
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12 But the King shall rejoice in God; all 
they also, that swear by him, shall be com- 
mended: for the mouth of them, that speak 
lies, shall be stopped. 


PSALM 64. Evxaudi, Deus. 
EAR my voice, O God, in my prayer: 
preserve my life from fear of the enemy. 
2 Hide me from the gathering together of 
. the froward: and from the insurrection of 
wicked doers ; 

3 Who have whet their tongues like a 
sword: and shoot out their arrows, even bit- 
ter words. 

4 That they may privily shoot at him that 
is perfect: suddenly do they hit him, and 
fear not. 

5 They encourage themselves in mischief: 
and commune among themselves, how they 
may lay snares, and say, that no man shall see 
them. 

6 They imagine wickedness, and practise 
it: that they keep secret among themselves, 
every man in the deep of his heart. 

7 But God shall suddenly shoot at them 
with a swift arrow: that they shall be wound- 
ed. 

8 Yea, their own tongues shall make them 
fall: insomuch that whoso seeth them shall 
laugh them to scorn. 

9 And all men, that see it, shall say, This 
hath God done: for they shall perceive that 
it is his work. — 

10 The righteous shall rejoice in the Lord, 
and put his trust in him: and all they, that 
are true of heart, shall be glad.

4 Blessed is the man, whom thou choosest, 
and receivest unto thee: he shall dwell in thy 
court, and shall be satisfied with the pleasures 
of thy house, even of thy holy temple.

- 11 Thou waterest her furrows, thou send- 

est rain into the little valleys thereof: thou 
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makest it soft with the drops of rain, and 
blessest the increase of it. 

12 Thou crownest the year with thy good- 
ness: and thy clouds drop fatness. 

13 They shall drop upon the dwellings of 
the wilderness: and the little hills shall re- 
joice on every side. 

14 The folds shall be full of sheep: the 
valleys also shall stand so thick with corn, 
that they shall laugh and sing. 


PSALM 66. Jubilate Deo. 
O BE joyful in God, all ye lands: sing 


praises unto the honour of his Name, 
make his praise to be glorious. 

2 Say unto God, O how wonderful art 
thou in thy works: through the greatness of 
thy power shall thine enemies be found liars 
unto thee. 

3 For all the world shall worship thee: 
sing of thee, and praise thy Name. 

4 O come hither, and behold the works of 
God: how wonderful he is in his doing to- 
ward the children of men. 

5 He turned the sea into dry land: so that 
they went through the water on foot; there 
did we rejoice thereof. 

6 He ruleth with his power for ever, his 
eyes behold the people: and such, as will 
not believe, shall not be able to exalt them- 
selves. 

7 O praise our God, ye people: and make 
the voice of his praise to be heard; 

8 Who holdeth our soul in life: and suffer- 
eth not our feet to slip.

and shew us the light of his countenance, 
and be merciful unto us;

3 Let the people praise thee, O God: yea, 
let all the people praise thee. 
4 O let the nations rejoice, and be glad: 
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for thou shalt judge the folk righteously, and 
govern the nations upon earth.

3 But let the righteous be glad, and re- 
joice before God: ‘Jet them also be metry, | 
and joyful. 

4 O sing unto God, and sing praises unto 
his Name: magnify him, that rideth upon 
the heavens, as it were upon an horse; praise 
him in his Name IAH, and rejoice before him, 

5 He is a Father of the fatherless, and de- 
fendeth the cause of the widows: even God 
in his holy habitation. 

6 He is the God, that maketh men to be of 
one mind, in an house, and bringeth the pri- 
soners out of captivity: but letteth the runa- 
gates continue in scarceness. 

7 O God, when thou wentest forth before 
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the people: when thou wentest through the 
wilderness, 

8 The earth shook, and the heavens drop- 
ped at the presence of God: even as Sinai 
also was moved at the presence of God, who 
is the God of Israel. 

9 Thou, O God, sentest a gracious rain 
upon thine inheritance: and refreshedst it 
when it was weary. 

10 Thy congregation shall dwell therein: ” 
for thou, O God, hast of thy goodness pre- 
pared for the poor. 

11 The Lord gave the word: great was 
the company of the preachers. 

12 Kings with their armies did flee, and 
were discomfited: and they of the houshold 
divided the spoil. 

13 Though ye have lien among the pots, 
yet shall ye be as the wings of a dove: that 
1s covered with silver wings, and her feathers 
like gold. 

14 When the Almighty scattered kings for 
their sake: then were they as white as snow 
in Salmon. 

15 As the hill of Basan, so is Gods hill: 
even an high hill, as the hill of Basan. 

16 Why hop ye so, ye high hills? this is 
Gods hill, in the which it pleaseth him to 
dwell: yea, the Lord will abide in it for 
ever. 

17 The chariots of God are twenty thou- 
sand, even thousands of angels: and the Lord 
is among them, as in the holy place of Sinai. 

_ 18 Thou art gone up on high, thou hast 
led captivity captive, and received gifts for 
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men: yea, even for thine enemies, that the 
Lord God might dwell among them. 

19 Praised be the Lord daily: even the 
God who helpeth us, and poureth his benefits 
upon us. 

20 He is our God, even the God of whom 
eometh salvation: God is the Lord, by whom 
we escape death. 

21 God shall wound the head of his ene- 
mies: and the hairy scalp of such a one as 
goeth on still in his wickedness. 

22 The Lord hath said, I will bring my 
people again, as I did from Basan: mine own 
will I bring again, as I did sometime from 
the deep of the sea. 

23 That thy foot may be dipped in the 
blood of thine enemies: and that the tongue 
of thy dogs may be red through the same. 

24 It is well seen, O God, how thou goest: 
how thou my God and King goest in the 
sanctuary. 

25 The singers go before, the minstrels fol- 
low after: in the midst are the damsels play- 
ing with the timbrels. - 

26 Give thanks, O Israel, unto God the 
Lord in the congregations: from the ground 
of the heart. ‘ 

27 There is little Benjamin their ruler, and 
the princes of Judah their council: the princes 
of Zabulon, and the princes of Nephthali. 

28 Thy God hath sent forth strength for 
thee: stablish the thing, O God, that thou 
hast wrought in us,’ 

29 For thy temples sake at Jerusalem: so 
‘shall kings bring presents unto thee. 
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30 When the company of the spear-men 
and multitude of the mighty are scattered 
abroad among the beasts of the people, so 
that they humbly bring pieces of silver: and 
when he hath scattered the people that de- 
light in war, 

31 Then shall the princes come out of 
Egypt: the Morians land shall soon stretch 
out her hands unto God. 

32 Sing unto God, O ye kingdoms of the 
earth: O sing praises unto the Lord, 

33. Who sitteth in the heavens over all from 
the beginning: lo, he doth send out his voice, 
yea, and that a mighty voice. 

34 Ascribe ye the power to God over 
Israel: his worship and strength is in the 
clouds. 

35 O God, wonderful art thou in thy holy 
places: even the God of Israel; he will give 
strength and power unto his people; blessed 
be God.

2 I stick fast in the deep mire, where no 
ground is: I am come into deep waters, so 
that the floods run over me.

my God. 

4 They, that hate me without a cause, are 
more than the hairs of my head: they, that 
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are mine enemies, and would destroy me _ 
guiltless, are mighty. 

5 I paid them the things that I never took: 
God, thou knowest my simpleness, and my 
faults are not hid from thee. 

6 Let not them, that trust in thee, O Lord 
God of hosts, be ashamed for my cause: let 
not those, that seek thee, be confounded 
through me, O Lord God of Israel. 

7 And why? for thy sake have I suffered 
reproof; shame hath covered my face. 

8 I am become a stranger unto my bre- 
thren: even an alien unto my mothers child- 
ren. : 

9 For the zeal of thine house hath even 
eaten me: and the rebukes of them, that re- 
buked thee, are faln upon me. 

10 I wept and chastned myself with fast-- 
ing: and that was turned to my reproof. 

11 I put on sackcloth also: and they jest- 
ed upon me. 

12 They, that sit in the gate, speak against 
me: and the drunkards make songs upon me. 

13 But, Lord, 1 make my prayer unto thee: 
in an acceptable time. 

14 Hear me, O God, in the multitude of 
thy mercy: even in the truth of thy salva- 
tion. 

15 Take me out of the mire, that I sink 
not: O let me be delivered from them that’ 
hate me, and out of the deep waters. 

16 Let not the water-flood drown me, nei- 
ther let the deep swallow me up: and let not 
the pit shut her mouth upon me. 

17 Hear me, O Lord, for thy loving kind- 
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ness is comfortable: turn thee unto me ac- 
cording to the multitude of thy mercies. 

18 And hide not thy face from thy servant, 
for I am in trouble: O haste thee and hear 
me. 

19 Draw nigh unto my soul and save it: 
O deliver me because of mine enemies. 

20 Thou hast known my reproof, my 
shame, and my dishonour: mine adversaries 
are all in thy sight. 

21 Thy rebuke hath broken my heart, I am 
full of heaviness: I looked for some to have 
pity on me, but there was no man, neither 
found I any to comfort me. 

22 They gave me gall to eat: and when I 
was thirsty, they gave me vinegar to drink. 

23 Let their table be made a snare to take 
themselves withal: and let the things, that 
should have been for their wealth, be unto 
them an occasion of falling. 

24 Let their eyes be blinded that they see 
not: and ever bow thou down their backs. 

25 Pour out thine indignation upon them: 
and let thy. wrathful displeasure take hold 
of them. 

26 Let their habitation be void: and no 
man to dwell in their tents. 

27 For they persecute him whom thou 
hast smitten: and they talk how they may 
vex them whom thou hast wounded. 

28 Let them fall from one wickedness to 
another: and not come into thy righteousness. 

29 Let them be wiped out of the book of 
the living: and not be written among the 
righteous. 
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830 As for me, when I am poor and in hea- 
viness: thy help, O God, shall lift me up. 

31 I will praise the name of God with a 
song: and magnify it with thanksgiving. 

32 This also shall please the Lord: better 
than a bullock that hath horns and hoofs. 

33 The humble shall consider this and be 
pads seek ye after God and your soul shall 
ive. 

34 For the Lord heareth the poor: and 
despiseth not his prisoners. 

35 Let heaven and earth praise him: the 
sea and all that moveth therein. 

36 For God will save Sion, and build the 


cities of Judah: that men may dwell there, 


and have it in possession. 

37 The posterity also of his servants shall 
inherit it: and they, that love his Name, shall 
dwell therein. 


PSALM 70. Deus in adjutorium. 


ASTE thee, O God, to deliver me: make 
haste to help me, O Lord. 

2 Let them be ashamed and confounded, 
that seek after my soul: let them be turned 
backward and put to confusion, that wish me 
evil. 

3 Let them for their reward be soon brought 
to shame: that cry over me, There, there. 

4 But let all those, that seek thee, be joyful 
and glad in thee: and let all such as delight 
in thy salvation, say alway, The Lord be 
praised. 

5 As for me, I am poor and in misery: 
haste thee unto me, O God. 
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6 Thou art my helper and my redeemer: 
O Lord, make no long tarrying.

10 Go not far from me, O God: my God, 
haste thee to help me. 

11 Let them be confounded and perish, 
that are against my soul: let them be cover- 
ed with shame and dishonour, that seek to do 
me evil. 

12 As for me, I will patiently abide alway: 
and will praise thee more and more. 

13 My mouth shall daily speak of thy right- 
eousness and salvation: for I know no end 
thereof. 

14 I will go forth in the strength of the 
Lord God: and will make mention of thy 
righteousness only. 

_ 15 Thou, O God, hast taught me from my 
youth up until now: therefore will I tell of 
thy wondrous works. 

16 Forsake me not, O God, in mine old 
age, when I am grey-headed: until I have 
shewed thy strength unto this generation, and 
thy power to all them that are yet for to 
come... 

17 Thy righteousness, O God, is very 
high: and great things are they that thou 
hast done; O God, who is like unto thee? 

18 O what great troubles and adversities 
hast thou shewed me! and yet didst thou 
turn and refresh me: yea, and broughtest me 
from the deep of the earth again. 

19 Thou hast brought me to great honour: 
and comforted me on every side. 

20 Therefore will I praise thee and thy 
faithfulness, O God, playing upon an instru- 
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ment of musick: unto thee will I sing upon 
the harp, O thou Holy One of Israel. 

21 My lips will be fain when I sing unto 
thee: and so will my soul whom thou hast 
delivered. 

22 My tongue also shall talk of thy right- 
eousness all the day long: for they are con- 
founded and brought unto shame, that seek 
to do me evil.

IVE the King thy judgements, O God: 
and thy righteousness unto the Kings 
son.

16 There shall be an heap of corn in the 
earth, high upon the hills: his fruit shall shake 
like Libanus, and shall be green in the city 
like grass upon the earth. 

17 His Name shall endure for ever, his 
Name shall remain under the sun among the 
posterities: which shall be blessed through 
him, and all the heathen shall praise him. 

18 Blessed be the Lord God, even the 
God of Israel: which only doth wondrous 
things; : 

19 And blessed be the Name of his Ma- 
jesty for ever: and all the earth shall be 
filled with his Majesty. Amen, Amen.

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13 All the day long have I been punished: 
and chastened every morning. 

14 Yea, andI had almost said even as they: 
but lo, then I should have condemned the ge- 
neration of thy children. 

15 Then thought I to understand this: 
but it was too hard for me, 

16 Until I went into the sanctuary of God: 
then understood I the end of these men; 

17 Namely, how thou dost set them in slip- 
pery places: and castest them down, and de- 
stroyest them. 

18 Oh how suddenly do they consume: 
perish, and come to a fearful end! 

19 Yea, even like as a dream when one 
awaketh: so shalt thou make their image to 
vanish out of the city. 

20 Thus my heart was grieved: and it went 
even through my reins. 

21 So foolish was I, and ignorant: even as 
it were a beast before thee. 

22 Nevertheless, I am alway by thee: for 
thou hast holden me by my right hand.

5 Thine adversaries roar in the midst of 
thy congregations: and set up their banners 
for tokens.

7 But now they break down all the carved 
work thereof: with axes and hammers. 

8 They have set fire upon thy holy places:

9 Yea, they said in their hearts, Let us 
make havock of them altogether: thus have 
they burnt up all the houses of God in the 
land. : 

10 We see not our tokens, there is not one 
prophet more: no, not one is there among us, 
that understandeth any more.

do this dishonour: how long shall the enemy 
blaspheme thy Name, for ever? 

12 Why withdrawest thou thy hand: 
why pluckest thou not thy right hand out of 
thy bosom to consume the enemy. 

13 For God is my King of old: the help, 
that is done upon earth, he doth it himself. 

14 Thou didst divide the sea through thy 
power: thou brakest the heads of the dragons 
in the waters, 

15 Thou smotest the heads of Leviathan in 
pieces: and gavest him to be meat for the 
people in the wilderness. 

16 Thou broughtest out fountains, and wa- 
ters out of the hard rocks: thou driedst up 
mighty waters. 

17 The day is thine, and the night is thine: 
thou hast prepared the light and the sun. 

18 Thou hast set all-the borders of the 
earth: thou hast made summer, and winter. 

19 Remember this, O Lord, how the 
enemy hath rebuked: and how the foolish 
people hath blasphemed thy Name. 

20 O deliver not the soul of thy turtle- 
dove unto the multitude of the enemies: and 
forget not the congregation of the poor for 
ever. ve 

21 Look upon the covenant: for all the 
earth is full of darkness, and cruel habitations, 

22 O let not the simple go away ashamed: 
but let the poor and needy give praise unto 
thy Name. 

23 Arise, O God, maintain thine own cause: 
remember how the foolish man blasphemeth 
thee daily. 
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24 Forget not the voice of thine enemies: 
the presumption of them, that hate thee, en- 
creaseth ever more and more.

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PSALM 76. Notus in Judaa. 

N Jury is God known: his name is great 

in Israel. 

2 At Salem is his tabernacle: and _ his 
dwelling in Sion. 

3 There brake he the arrows of the bow: 
the shield, the sword, and the battle. 

4 Thou art of more honour and might: 
than the hills of the robbers. 

5 The proud are robbed, they have slept 
their sleep: and all the men, whose hands 
were mighty, have found nothing. 

6 At thy rebuke, O God of Jacob: both 
the chariot and horse are faln. 

7 Thou, even thou art to be feared: and 
who may stand in thy sight, when thou art 
angry ? 

8 Thou didst cause thy judgement to be 
heard from heaven: the earth trembled, and 
was still, 

9 When God arose to judgement: and to 
help all the meek upon earth. 

10 The fierceness of man shall turn to thy 
praise: and the fierceness of them shalt thou 
refrain. 

11. Promise unto the Lord your God, | 
keep it, all ye that are round about him: b 
presents unto him that ought to be feared. 

12 He shall refrain the spirit of princes: 
and is wonderful among the kings of the earth. 

PSALM 77. Voce mea ad Dominum. 
| WILL cry unto God with my voice: even 

unto God will I cry with my voice, and 
he shall hearken unto me. 

2 In the time of my trouble I sought the 
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Lord: my sore ran, and ceased not in the 
night-season; my soul refused comfort. 

3 When I am in heaviness, I will think upon 
God: when my heart is vexed, I will com- 
plain. 

4 Thou holdest mine eyes waking: I am 
so feeble, that I cannot speak. 

5 I have considered the days of old: and 
the years that are past. 

6 I call to remembrance my song: and in 
the night I commune with mine own heart, and 
search out my spirits. 

7 Will the Lord absent himself for ever: 
and will he be no more intreated? 

8 Is his mercy clean gone for ever: and is 
his promise come utterly to an end for ever- 
more? : 

9 Hath God forgotten to be gracious: and 
will he shut up his loving kindness in displea- 
sure? 
- 10 And I said, It is mine own infirmity: but ° 
I will remember the years of the right hand of 
the most Highest. 

11 I will remember the works of the Lord: 
and call to mind thy wonders of old time. 

12 I will think also of all thy works: and 
my talking shall be of thy doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, is holy: who is so 

great a God, as our God? 
. 14 Thou art the God that doth wonders: 
and hast declared thy power among the peo- 
ple. - 
15 Thou hast mightily delivered thy peo- 
ple: even the sons of Jacob and Joseph. 

16 The waters saw thee, O God, the waters 
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saw thee, and were afraid: the depths also 
were troubled. 

17 The clouds poured out water, the air 
thundred: and thine arrows went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy thunder was heard 
round about: the lightnings shone upon the 
ground, the earth was moved and shook withal. 

19 Thy way is in the sea, and thy paths in 
the great waters: and thy footsteps are not . 
known. 

20 Thou leddest thy people like sheep: by 
the hand of Moses and Aaron.

PSALM 78. Attendite, popule. 


EAR my law, O my people: incline your 
ears unto the words of my mouth. 

2 I will open my mouth in a parable: I 
will declare hard sentences of old; 

3 Which we have heard and known: and 
such as our fathers have told us; 

4 That we should not hide them from the 
children of the generations to come: but to 
shew the honour of the Lord, his mighty and 
wonderful works that he hath done. 

5 He madea covenant with Jacob, and gave 
Israel a law: which he commanded our fore- 
fathers to teach their children ; 

6 That their posterity might know it: and 
the children which were yet unborn; 

7 To the intent, that when they came up: 
they might shew their children the same; 

8 That they might put their trust in God: 
and not to forget the works of God, but to 
keep his commandments ; 
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9 And not to be as their forefathers, a faith- 
less and stubborn generation: a generation that 
set not their heart aright, and whose spirit 
cleaveth not stedfastly unto God; 

10 Like as the children of Ephraim: who 
being harnessed, and carrying bows, turned 
themselves back in the day of battle. 

11 They kept not the covenant of God: 
and would not walk in his law; 

12 But forgat what he had done: and the 
wonderful works that he had shewed for 
them. 

13 Marvellous things did he in the sight of 
our forefathers, in the land of Egypt: even 
in the field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and let them go 
through: he made the waters to stand on an 
heap. 

15 In the day time also he led them with a 
cloud: and all the night through with a light 
of fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks-in the wilder- 
ness: and gave them drink thereof, as it had 
been out of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out of the stony 
rock: so that it gushed out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they sinned more against 
him: and provoked the most Highest in the 
wilderness. 

19 They tempted God in their hearts: and 
required meat for their lust. 

20 They spake against God also, saying: 
Shall God prepare a table in the wilderness? 

21 He smote the stony rock indeed, that 
the water gushed out, and the streams flowed 
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withal: but can he give bread also, or provide 
flesh for his people? 

22 When the Lord heard this, he was wroth: 
so the fire was kindled in Jacob, and there 
came up heavy displeasure against Israel ; 

23 Because they believed not in God: and 
put not their trust in his help. 

24 So he commanded the clouds above: 
and opened the doors of heaven. 

25 He rained down manna also upon them 
for to eat: and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat angels food: for he sent 
them meat enough. 

27 He caused the east-wind to blow under 
heaven: and through his power he brought 
in the south-west-wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon them as thick as 
dust: and feathered fowls like as the sand of 
the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their tents: even 
round about their habitation. 

30 So they did eat, and were well filled, for 
he gave them their own desire: they were not 
disappointed of their lust. 

31 But while the meat was yet in their 
mouths, the heavy wrath of God came upon 
them, and slew the wealthiest of them: yea, 
and smote down the chosen men that were in 
Israel. 

32 But for all this they sinned yet more: 
and believed not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did he consume in 
vanity: and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they sought him: 
and turned them early, and enquired after God. 
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35 And they remembred that God was 
their strength: and that the high God was 
their redeemer. 

36 Nevertheless, they did but flatter him 
with their mouth: and dissembled with him 
in their tongue. 

37 For their heart was not whole with him; 
neither continued they stedfast in his cove- 
nant, 

38 But he was so merciful, that he forgave 
their misdeeds: and destroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned he his wrath 
away: and would not suffer his Whole dis- 
pleasure to arise. 

40 For he considered that they were but 
flesh: and that they were even a wind that 
passeth away, and cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did they provoke him in 
the wilderness: and grieved him in the desert. 

42 They turned back, and tempted God: 
and moved the Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of his hand: and of 
the day when he delivered them from the 
hand of the enemy ; 

44 How he had wrought his miracles in 
Egypt: and his wonders in the field of Zoan: 

45 He turned their waters into blood: so 
that they might not drink of the rivers. 

46 He sent lice among them, and devoured 
them up: and frogs to destroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar: 
and their labour unto the grasshopper. 

48 He destroyed their vines with hail 
stones: and their mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He smote their cattle also with hail 
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stones: and their flocks with hot thunder- 
bolts. 

50 He cast upon them the furiousness of 
his wrath, anger, displeasure and trouble: and 
sent evil angels among them. 

51 He made a way to his indignation, and 
spared not their soul from death: but gave 
their life over to the pestilence. 

52 And smote all the first-born in Egypt: 
the most principal and mightiest in the dwell- 
ings of Ham. 

_ 653 But as for his own people, he led them 
forth like sheep: and carried them in the wil- 
derness like a flock. 

54 He brought them out safely, that they 
should not fear: and overwhelmed their ene- 
mies with the sea. 

55 And brought them within the borders of 
his sanctuary: even to his mountain which he 
purchased with his right hand. 

56 He cast out the heathen also before 
them: caused their land to be divided among 
them for an heritage, and made the tribes of 
Israel to dwell in their tents. ; 

57 So they tempted and displeased the most 
high God: and kept not his testimonies ; 

58 But turned their backs, and fell away 
like their forefathers: starting aside like a 
broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hill- 
altars: and provoked him to displeasure with 
their images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth: 
and took sore displeasure at Israel ; 


61 So that he forsook the tabernacle in 
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_ Silo: even the tent that he had pitched among 
men. 

62 He delivered their power into captivity : 
and their beauty into the enemies hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto the 
sword: and was wroth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men: 
and their maidens were not given to marriage. 

65 Their priests were slain with the sword: 
and there were no widows to make lamenta- 
tion. 

66 So the Lord awaked as one out of sleep: 
and like a giant refreshed with wine. 

67 He smote his enemies in the hinder 
parts: and put them to a perpetual shame. 

68 He refused the tabernacle of Joseph: 
and chose not the tribe of Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe of Judah: even the 
hill of Sion which he loved. 3 

70 And there he built his temple on high: 
and laid the foundation of it like the ground 
which he hath made continually. 

71 He chose David also his servant: and 
took him away from the sheep-folds. 

72 As he was following the ewes great with 
young ones he took him: that he might feed 
Jacob his people, and Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he fed them with a faithful and true 
heart: and ruled them prudently with all his 
power.

- then that have not known thee: and upon the 
kingdoms that have not called upon thy Name. 

7 For they have devoured Jacob: and laid 
waste his dwelling place. 

8 O remember not our old sins, but have 
mercy upon us, and that soon: for we are 
come to great misery. 

9 Help us, O God of our salvation, for the 
glory of thy Name: O deliver us and be mer- 
ciful unto our sins for thy Names sake. 

10 Wherefore do the heathen say: Where 
is now their God? 

11 O let the vengeance of thy servants 
blood that is shed: be openly shewed upon 
the heathen in our sight. 

12 O let the sorrowful sighing of the pri- 
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soners come before thee: according to the 
greatness of thy power, preserve thou those 
that are appointed to die. 

13 And for the blasphemy wherewith our 
neighbours have blasphemed thee: reward 
thou them, O Lord, seven fuld into their bo- 
som. 

14 So we, that are thy people and sheep of 
thy pasture, shall give thee thanks for ever; 
and will alway be shewing forth thy praise 
from generation to generation. 

PSALM 80. Qui regis Israel. 
HE O thou Shepherd of Israel, thou 

that leadest Joseph like a sheep: shew 
thyself also, thou that sittest upon the cheru- 
bims. 

2 Before Ephraim, Benjamin and Manasses: 
stir up thy strength, and come, and help us. 

3 Turn us again, O God: shew the light of 
thy countenance, and we shall be whole. 

4 O Lord God of hosts: how long wilt thou 
be angry with thy people that prayeth? 

5 Thou feedest them with the bread of 
tears: and givest them plenteousness of tears 
to: drink. 

6 Thou hast made us a very strife unto 
our neighbours: and our enemies laugh us to 
scoru. 

7 Turn us again, thou God of hosts: shew 
the light of thy countenance, and we shall be 
whole. 

8 Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt: 
‘thou hast cast out the heathen and planted it. 

9 Thou madest room for it: and when it 


had taken root it filled the land. 
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10 The hills were covered with the shadow 
of it: and the boughs thereof were like the 
goodly cedar-trees. 

11 She stretched out her branches unto the 
sea: and her boughs unto the river. 

12 Why hast thou then broken down her 
hedge: that all they that go by pluck off her 
grapes? 

13 The wild boar out of the wood doth 
root it up: and the wild beasts of the field 
devour it. 

14 Turn thee again, thou God of hosts, 
look down from heaven: behold, and visit this 
vine; 

15 And the place of the vineyard that thy 
right hand hath planted: and the branch that 
thou madest so strong for thyself. 

16 It is burnt with fire, and cut down: and 
they shall perish at the rebuke of thy coun- 
tenance, 

17 Let thy hand be upon the man of thy 
right hand: and upon the son of man, whom 
thou madest so strong for thine own self. 

18 And so will not we go back from thee: O 
let us live, and we shall call upon thy Name. 

19 Turn us again, O Lord God of hosts: 
shew the light of thy countenance, and we 
shall be whole. 

PSALM 81. Exultate Deo. 
os we merrily unto God our strength: 
make a cheerful noise unto the God of 
Jacob. 

2 Take the psalm, bring hither the tabret: 
the merry harp with the lute. 

3 Blow up the trumpet in the new-moon: 
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even in the time appointed, and upon our so- 
lemn feast-day. 

4 For this was made a statute for Israel: 
and a law of the God of Jacob. 

5 This he ordained in Joseph for a testi- 
mony: when he came out of the landof Egypt, 
and had heard a strange language. 

6 I eased his shoulder from the burden: 
and his hands were delivered from making the 
pots. : 

7 Thou calledst upon me in troubles, and 
I delivered thee: and heard thee what time 
as the storm fell upon thee. 

8 I proved thee also: at the waters of strife. 

9 Hear, O my people, and I will assure 
thee, O Israel: if thou wilt hearken unto me, 

10 There shall no strange god be in thee: 
neither shalt thou worship any other god. 

11 I am the Lord thy God, who brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt: open thy mouth 
wide, and I: shall fill it. 

12 But my people would not hear my voice: 
and Israel would not obey me. 

13. So I gave them up unto their own hearts 
lusts: and let them follow their own imagi- 
nations. 

14 O that my people would have hearkned — 
unto me: for if Israel had walked in my ways, 

15 I should soon have put down their ene- 
mies: and turned my hand against their ad- 
versaries. 

16 The haters of the Lord should have been 
found liars: but their time should have en- 
dured for ever. 

17 He should have fed them also’ with the 
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finest wheat-flour: and with honey out of the 
stony rock should I have satisfied thee.

4 Deliver the out-cast and poor: save them 
from the hand of the ungodly. 

65 They will not be learned nor understand, 
but walk on still in darkness: all the founda- 
tions of the earth are out of course. 

6 Ihave said, Ye are gods: and ye are all 
the children of the most Highest. 

7 But ye shall die like men: and fall like 
one of the princes. 

8 Arise, O God, and judge thou the earth: 
for thou shalt take all heathen to thine inheri- 
tance. 

PSALM 83. Deus, quis similis? 
Hon not thy tongue, O God, keep not 
still silence: refrain not thyself, O God. 

2 For lo, thine enemies make a murmuring: 
and they that hate thee have lift up their head. 

3 They have imagined craftily against thy 
people: and taken counsel against thy secret 
ones. 

4 They have said, Come, and let us root 
them out, that they be no more a people: 
and that the name of Israel may be no more in 
remembrance. 
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5 For they have cast their heads together 
with one consent: and are confederate against 
thee; 

6 The tabernacles of the Edomites and the 
Ismaelites: the Moabites and Hagarens ; 

7% Gebal, and Ammon, and Amalech: the 
Philistines, with them that dwell at Tyre. 

8 Assur also is joined with them: and have 
holpen the children of Lot. 

9 But do thou to them as unto the Madian- 
ites: unto Sisera, and unto Jabin at the brook 
of Kison; 

10 Who perished at Endor: and became 
as the dung of the earth. 

11 Make them and their princes like Oreb 
and Zeh: yea, make all their princes like « as 
Zeba and Salmana; 

12 Who say, Let us take to ourselves: the 
houses of God in possession. . 

13 O my God, make them like unto a 
wheel: and as the stubble before the wind; 

14 Like as the fire that burneth up the 
wood: and as the flame that consumeth the 
mountains. 

15 Persecute them even so with thy tem- 
pest: and make them afraid with thy storm. 

16 Make their faces ashamed, O Lord: 
that they may seek thy Name. 

17 Let them be confounded and vexed ever 
more and more: let them be put to shame 
and perish. 

18 And they shall know that thou whose 
Name is Jehovah: art only the most t iettban 
over all the earth. 
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PSALM 84. Quam dilecta! 
HOW amiable are thy dwellings: thou 
Lord of hosts! 

2 My soul hath a desire and longing to 
enter into the courts of the Lord: my heart 
and my flesh rejoice in the living God. 

3 Yea, the sparrow hath found her an house, 
and the swallow a nest, where she may lay 
her young: even thy altars, O Lord of hosts, 
my King and my God. 

4 Blessed are they that dwell in thy house: 
they will be alway praising thee. 

5 Blessed is the man whose strength is in 
thee: in whose heart are thy ways. 

6 Who going through the vale of misery, 
use it for a well: and the pools are filled with 
water. 

7 They will go from strength to strength: 
and unto the God of gods appeareth every one 
of them in Sion. 

8 O Lord God of hosts, hear my prayer: 
hearken, O God of Jacob. 

9 Behold, O God our defender: and look 
upon the face of thine Anointed. 

10 For one day in thy courts: is better 
than a thousand. 

11 I had rather be a door-keeper in the 
house of my God: than to dwell in the tents 
of ungodliness. 

12 For the Lord God is a light and defence: 
the Lord will give grace and worship, and no 

ood thing shall he withhold from them that 
ad a godly life. : 

13 O Lord God of hosts: blessed is the 
man that putteth his trust in thee. 
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PSALM 85. Benedixisti, Domine. 


5 aren thou art become gracious unto thy 
land: thou hast turned away the capti- 
vity of Jacob. 

2 Thou hast forgiven the offence of thy 
people: and covered all their sins. 

3 Thou hast taken away all thy displeasure: 
and turned thyself from thy wrathful indigna- 
tion. 

4 Turn us then, O God our Saviour: and 
let thine anger cease from us. 

5 Wilt thou be displeased at us for ever: 
and wilt thou stretch out thy wrath from one 
generation to another? 

6 Wilt thou not turn again and quicken us:

17 Shew some token upon me for good, 
that they who hate me may see it and be 
ashamed: because thou, Lord, hast holpen 
me and comforted me. 

PSALM 87. Fundamenta ejus. 
ER foundations are upon the holy hills;

3 I will think upon Rahab and Babylon: 
with them that know me. 

4 Behold ye the Philistines also: and they 
of Tyre, with the Morians, lo, there was he 
born. 

5 And of Sion it shall be reported that he 
was born in her: and the most High shall sta- 
blish her. 

6 The Lord shall rehearse it when he writ- 
eth up the people: that he was born there. 

7 The singers also and trumpeters shall he 
rehearse: all my fresh springs shall be in 
thee. 
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PSALM 88. Domine Deus. 
O LORD God of my salvation, I have cried 
day and night before thee: O let my 
prayer enter into “thy presence, incline thine 
ear unto my calling. 

2 For my soul is full of trouble: and my 
life draweth nigh unto hell. 

3 Iam counted as one of them that go down 
into the pit: and I have been even as a man 
that hath no strength. 

4 Free among the dead, like unto them that 
are wounded, and lie in the grave: who are 
out of remembrance, and are cut away from 
thy hand. 

5 Thou hast laid me in the lowest pit: in 
a place of darkness and in the deep. 

6 Thine indignation lieth hard upon me: 
and thou hast vexed me with all thy storms. 

7 Thou hast put away mine acquaintance 
far from me: and made me to be abhorred of 
them. 

8 I am so fast in prison: that I cannot get 
forth. 

9 My sight faileth for very trouble: Lord, 
I haye called daily upon thee, I have stretched 
forth my hands unto thee. 

10 Dost thou shew wonders among the 
head: or shall the dead rise up again, and 
praise thee? 

11 Shall thy loving kindness be shewed 
in the grave: or thy faithfulness in destruc- 
tion? 

12 Shall thy wondrous ni be known in 
the dark: and thy righteousness in the land 
where all things are forgotten? 
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13 Unto thee have I cried, O Lord: and 
early shall my prayer come before thee. 

14 Lord, why abhorrest thou my soul: 
and hidest thou thy face from me? 

15 I am in misery, and like unto him that 
is at the point to die: even from my youth up 
thy terrours have | suffered with a troubled 
. mind. 

16 Thy wrathful displeasure. goeth over 
me: and the fear of thee hath undone me. 

17 They came round about me daily like 
water; and compassed me together on every 
side. 

18 My lovers and friends hast thou put 
away from me: and hid mine acquaintance out 
of my sight.

PSALM 89. Misericordias Domini. 


M* song shall be alway of the loving kind- 
ness of the Lord: with my mouth will 
I ever be shewing thy truth from one genera- 
tion to another. 

2 For I have said, Mercy shall be set up 
for ever: thy truth shalt thou stablish in the 
heavens. 

3 I have made a covenant with my chosen: 
I have sworn unto David my servant, 

4 Thy seed will I stablish for ever: and set 
up thy throne from one generation to another.

9 O Lord God of hosts, who is like unto 
thee: thy truth, most mighty Lord, is on 
every side. 

10 Thou rulest the raging of the sea: thou 
stillest the waves thereof when they arise. 

11 Thou hast subdued Egypt and destroy- 
ed it: thou hast scattered thine enemies abroad 
with thy mighty arm. 

12 The heavens are thine, the earth also is 
thine: thou hast laid the foundation of the 
round world, and all that therein is. 

13 Thou hast made the north and the south: 
Tabor and Hermon shall rejoice in thy Name. 

14 Thou hast a mighty arm: strong is thy 
hand, and high is thy right hand. 

15 Righteousness and equity are the habi- 
tation of thy seat: mercy and truth shall go 
before thy face. 

16 Blessed is the people, O Lord, that can 
rejoice in thee: they shall walk in the light 
of thy countenance. 

17 Their delight shall be daily in thy Name: 
and in thy righteousness shall they make their 
boast. 

18 For thou art the glory of their strength: 
- and in thy loving kindness thou shalt lift up 
our horns. 

19 For the Lord is our defence: the Holy 
One of Israel is our King. 

20 Thou spakest sometime in visions unto 
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thy saints, and saidst: 1 have laid help upon 
one that is mighty, I have exalted one chosen 
out of the people. 

21 I have found David my servant: with 
my holy oil have I anointed him. 

22 My hand shall hold him fast: and my 
arm shall strengthen him. 

23 The enemy shall not be able to do him 
violence: the son of wickedness shall not 
hurt him. 

24 I will smite down’ his foes before his 
face: and plague them that hate him. 

25 My truth also and my mercy shall be 
with him; and in my Name shall his horn be 
exalted. 

26 I will set his dominion also in the sea: 
and his right hand in the floods. 

27 He shall call me, Thou art my Father: 
my God, and my strong salvation. 

28 And I will make him my first-born: 
higher than the kings of the earth. 

29 My mercy will I keep for him for ever- 
more: and my covenant shall stand fast with 
him. 

30 His seed also will I make to endure for 
ever: and his throne as the days of heaven. 

31 But if his children forsake my law: and 
walk not in my judgements; 

32 If they break my statutes, and keep not 
my commandments: I will visit their offences 
with the rod, and their sin with scourges. 

33 Nevertheless, my loving kindness will I 
not utterly take from him: noy suffer my truth 
to fail. 

34 My covenant will I not break, nor alter — 
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the thing that is gone out of my lips: I have 
sworn once by my holiness, that I will not fail 
David. 

35 His seed shall endure for ever: and his 
seat is like as.the sun before me. 

36 He shall stand fast for evermore as the 
moon: and as the faithful witness in heaven. 

37 But thou hast abhorred, and forsaken 
thine Anointed: and art displeased at him. 

38 Thou hast broken the covenant of thy 
servant: and cast his crown to the ground. 

39 Thou hast overthrown all his hedges: 
and broken down his strong holds. 

40 All they that go by, spoil him: and he 
is become a reproach to his neighbours. 

41 Thou hast set up the right hand of his 
enemies: and made all his adversaries to re- 
Joice. 

42 Thou hast taken away the edge of his 
sword: and givest him not victory in the battle. 

43 Thou hast put out his glory: and cast 
his throne down to the ground. 

44 The days of his youth hast thou short- 
ned: and covered him with dishonour. 

45 Lord, how long wilt thou hide thyself, 
» for ever: and shall thy wrath burn like fire? 

46 O remember how short my time is: 
wherefore hast thou made all men for nought? 

47 What man is he that liveth, and shall 
not see death: and shall he deliver his soul 
from the hand of hell? 

48 Lord, where are thy old loving kind- 
nesses: which thou swarest unto David in thy 
truth? 

49 Remember, Lord, the rebuke, that thy 
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servants have: and how I do bear in my bo- 
som the rebukes of many people; 

50 Wherewith thine enemies have. blas- 
phemed thee, and slandered the footsteps of 
thine Anointed: Praised be the Lord for ever- 
more. Amen, and Amen. 





MORNING PRAYER. 


PSALM 90. Domine, refugium. 


BORD, thou hast been our refuge: from 
one generation to another. 

2 Before the mountains were brought forth, 
_ or ever the earth and the world were made: 

thou art God from everlasting, and world 
without end. 

3 Thou turnest man to destruction: again 
thou sayest, Come again, ye children of men. 

4 For a thousand years in thy sight are but 
as yesterday: seeing thatis past as a watch in 
the night. 

5 As soon as thou scatterest them, they are 
even as a sleep: and fade away suddenly like 
the grass. 

6 In the morning it is green, and groweth 
up: but.in the evening it is cut down, dried up, 
and withered. 

7 For we consume away in thy displeasure: 
and are afraid at thy wrathful indignation. 

8 Thou hast set our misdeeds before thee: 
and our secret sins in the light of thy counte- 
nance. 

9 For when thou art angry, all our days are 
gone: we bring our years to an end, as it were 
a tale that is told. 
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10 The days of our age are threescore years 
and ten, and though men be so strong, that 
they come to fourscore years: yet is their 
strength then but labour, and sorrow ; so soon 
passeth it away, and we are gone. 

11 But who regardeth the power of thy 
wrath; for even thereafter as a man feareth, 
so is thy displeasure. 

12 So teach us to number our days: that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

13 Turn thee again, O Lord, at the last: 
and be gracious unto thy servants. 

14 O satisfy us with thy mercy, and that 
soon: so shall we rejoice and be glad all the 
days of our life. 

15 Comfort us again now after the time that 
thou hast plagued us: and for the years 
wherein we have suftered adversity. 

16 Shew thy servants thy work: and their 
children thy glory. 

17 And the glorious Majesty of the Lord 
our God be upon us: prosper thou the work 
of our hands upon us, O prosper thou our 
handy-work. 


PSALM 91. Qui habitat. 
HOSO dwelleth under the defence of 
the most High: shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty. 

2 I will say unto the Lord, Thou art my 
hope, and my strong hold: my God, in him 
will I trust. 

3 For he shall deliver thee from the snare 
of the hunter: and from the noisome pesti- 
lence. 

4 He shall defend thee under his wings, and 
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thou shalt be safe under his feathers: his 
faithfulness and truth shall be thy shield and 
buckler. 

5 Thou shalt not be afraid for any terrour 
by night: nor for the arrow that flieth by day; 

6 For the pestilence that walketh in dark- 
ness: nor for the sickness that destroyeth in 
the noon-day. 

7 A thousand shall fall beside thee, and ten 
thousand at thy right hand: but it shall not 
come nigh thee. 

8 Yea, with thine eyes shalt thou behold: 
and see the reward of the ungodly. 

9 For thou, Lord, art my hope: thou hast 
set thine house of defence very high. 

10 There shall no evil happen unto thee: 
neither shall any plague come nigh thy dwell- 
ing. 

11 For he shall give his angels charge over 
thee: to keep thee in all thy ways. 

12 They shall bear thee in their hatidls: 
that thou hurt not thy foot against a stone. 

13 Thou shalt go upon the lion and adder: 
the young lion and the dragon shalt thou tread 
under thy feet. 

14 Because he hath set his love upon me, 
therefore will I deliver him: I will set him up, 
because he hath known my Name. 

15 He shall call upon me, and I will hear 
him; yea, I am with him in trouble; I will 
deliver him, and bring him to honour. 

16 With long life will I satisfy him: and 
shew him my salvation.

PSALM 92. Bonum est confiteri. 


T is a good thing to give thanks unto the 
Lord: and to sing praises unto thy Name, 
O most Highest; 

2 To tell of thy loving kindness early in 
the morning: and of thy truth in the night- 
season ; 

3 Upon an instrument of ten’ strings, and 
upon the lute: upon a loud instrument, and 
upon the harp. 

4 For thou, Lord, hast made me glad 
through thy works: and I will rejoice in giv- 
ing praise for the operations of thy hands. 

5 O Lord, how glorious are thy works: 
thy thoughts are very deep. 

G6 An unwise man doth not well consider 
this: and a fool doth not understand it. 

7 When the ungodly are green as the grass, 
and when all the workers of wickedness do 
flourish: then shall they be destroyed for ever; 
but thou, Lord, art the most Highest for ever- 
more. 

8 For lo, thine enemies, O Lord, lo, thine 
enemies shall perish: and all the workers of 
wickedness shall be destroyed. 

9 But mine horn shall be exalted like the 
horn of an unicorn: for I am anointed with 
fresh oil. 

10 Mine eye also shall see his lust of mine 
enemies: and mine ear shall hear his desire of 
the wicked that arise up against me. 

11: The righteous shall flourish like a palm- 
tree: and shall spread abroad like a cedar in 
Libanus. 

12 Such as are pees in the house of the 
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Lord: shall flourish in the courts of the house 
of our God. 
13 They also shall bring forth more fruit in 
their age: and shall be fat and well liking. 
14 That they may shew how true the Lord 
my strength is: and that there is no unright- 
eousness in him. 


EVENING PRAYER. 
PSALM 93. Dominus regnavit. 
HE Lord is King, and hath put on glori- 
ous apparel: the Lord hath put on his 
apparel, and girded himself with strength. 

2 He hath made the round world so sure: 
that it cannot be moved. 

3 Ever since the world began hath thy seat 
been prepared: thou art from everlasting. 

4 The floods are risen, O Lord, the floods 
have lift up their voice: the floods lift up. their 
waves, ‘ 

5 The waves of the sea are mighty, and 
rage horribly: but yet the Lord, who dwell- 
eth on high, is mightier. 

6 Thy testimonies, O Lord, are very sure; 
holiness becometh thine house for ever. 

PSALM 94. Deus ultionum. 
LORD God, to whom vengeance belong- 
eth: thou God, to whom vengeance be- 

longeth, shew thyself. 
' 2 Arise, thou Judge of the world: and re- 
ward the proud after their deserving. 

3 Lord, how long shall the ungodly: how 
long shall the ungodly triumph? 

4 How long shall the wicked doers speak so 
disdainfully: and make such proud boasting? 
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5 They smite down thy people, O Lord: 
and trouble thine heritage. 

6 They murder the widow, and the stran- 
ger: and put the fatherless to death. 

7 And yet they say, Tush, the Lord shall 
not see: neither shall the God of Jacob re- 
gard it. 

8 Take heed, ye unwise among the people: 
O ye fools, when will ye understand? 

9 He that planted the ear, shall he not hear: 
or he that made the eye, shall he not see? 

10 Or he that nurtureth the heathen: it is 
he that teacheth man knowledge, shall not he 
punish ? 

11 The Lord knoweth the thoughts of man; 
that they are but vain. 

12 Blessed is the man whom thou chasten- 
est, O Lord: and teachest him in thy law. 

13 That thou mayest give him patience in 
time of adversity: until the pit be digged up 
for the ungodly. 

14 For the Lord will not fail his people: 
neither will he forsake his inheritance; 

15 Until righteousness turn again unto 
judgement: all such as are true in heart shall 
follow it. 

-16 Who will rise up with me against the 
wicked: or who will take my part against the 
evil doers? 

17 If the Lord had not helped me: it had 
not failed but my soul had been put to si- 
lence. 

18 But when I said, My foot hath slipped: 
thy mercy, O Lord, held me up. 

19 In the multitude of the sorrows that I 
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had in my heart: thy comforts have refresh- 
ed my soul. 

20 Wilt thou have any thing to do with the 
stool of wickedness: which imagineth mischief 
as a law? 

21 They gather them together against the 
soul of the righteous: and condemn the in- 
nocent blood. 

22 But the Lord is my refuge: and my 
God is the strength of my confidence. 

23 He shall recompense them their wick- 
edness, and destroy them in their own malice : 
yea, the Lord our God shall destroy them. 








MORNING PRAYER. 
PSALM 95. Venite, exultemus. 


O COME, let us sing unto the Lord: let us 
heartily rejoice in the strength of our 
salvation. 

2 Let us come before his presence with 
thanksgiving: and shew ourselves glad in him 
with psalms. 

3 For the Lord is a great God: and a great 
King above all gods. 

4 In his hand are all the corners of the 
earth: and the strength of the hills is his also. 

5 The sea is his, and he made it: and his 
hands prepared the dry land. 

6 O come, let us worship and fall down: 
and kneel before the Lord our Maker. 

7 For he is the Lord our God: and we are 
the people of his pasture, and the sheep of his 
hand. 


- 8 To day if ye will hear his voice, harden 
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not your hearts: as in the provocation, and as 
in the day of temptation in the wilderness; 

9 When your fathers tempted me: proved 
me, and saw my works. 

10 Forty years long was I grieved with this 
generation, and said: It is a people that do 
err in their hearts, for they have not known 
my ways; 

11 Unto whom I sware in my wrath: that 
they should not enter into my rest. 


PSALM 96. Cantate Domino. 
SING unto the Lord a new song: sing 
unto the Lord, all the whole earth. 

2 Sing unto the Lord, and praise his Name: 
be telling of his salvation from day to day. 

3 Declare his honour unto the heathen: 
and his wonders unto all people. 

4 For the Lord is great, and cannot worthily 
be praised: he is more to be feared than all 
gods. : 

_ 5 As for all the gods of the heathen, they 
are but idols: but it is the Lord that made 
the heavens. 

6 Glory and worship are before him; 
power and honour are in his sanctuary. 

7 Ascribe unto the Lord, O ye kindreds of 
the people: ascribe unto the Lord worship 
and power. 

_8 Ascribe unto the Lord the honour due 
unto his Name: bring presents, and come into 
his courts. 

9 O worship the Lord in the beauty of ho- 
liness: let the whole earth stand in awe of 
him. 

10 Tell it out among the heathen that the 
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Lord is King: and that it is he who hath made 
the round world so fast that it cannot be mov- 
ed, and how that he shall judge the people 
righteously. 

11 Let the heavens rejoice, and let the 
earth be glad: let the sea make a noise, and 
all that therein is. 

12 Let the field be joyful, and all that is in 
it: then shall all the trees of the wood re- 
joice before the Lord. 

13 For he cometh, for he cometh to judge 
the earth: and with righteousness to judge the 
world, and the people with his truth. 


PSALM 97. Dominus regnavit. 
HE Lord is King, the earth may be glad 
thereof: yea, the multitude of the isles 
may be glad thereof. 

2 Clouds and darkness are round about 
him: righteousness and judgement are the ha- 
bitation of his seat. 

3 There shall go a fire before him: and 
burn up his enemies on every side. 

4 His lightnings gave shine unto the world: 
the earth saw it, and was afraid. 

5 The hills melted like wax at the presence 
of the Lord: at the presence of the Lord of 
the whole earth. 

6 The heavens have declared his righteous- 
ness: and all the people have seen his glory. 

7 Confounded be all they that worship 
carved images, and that delight in vain gods: 
worship him, all ye gods. 

8 Sion heard of it, and rejoiced: and the 
daughters of Juda were glad, because of thy 
judgements, O Lord. 
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9 For thou, Lord, art higher than all that 
are in the earth: thou art exalted far above 
all gods. : 

10 O ye, that love the Lord, see that ye 
hate the thing which is evil: the Lord pre- 
serveth the souls of his saints; he shall deli- 
ver them from the hand of the ungodly. 

11 There is sprung up a light for the 
righteous: and joyful gladness for such as are 
true-hearted. 

12 Rejoice in the Lord, ye righteous: and 
give thanks for a remembrance of his holiness.

PSALM 98. Cantate Domino. 


SING unto the Lord a new song: for he 
hath done marvellous things. 
_ 2 With his own right hand, and with his 
holy arm: hath he gotten himself the victory.

4 He hath remembred his mercy and truth 
toward the house of Israel: and all the ends 
of the world have seen the salvation of our 
God.

- 6 Praise the Lord upon the harp: sing to 
the harp with a psalm of thanksgiving. 

7 With trumpets also, and shawms: O shew 
yourselves joyful before the Lord the King. 
> § Let the sea make a noise, and all that 
therein is: the round world, and they that 
dwell therein. 
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9 Let the floods clap their hands, and let 
the hills be joyful together before the Lord: 
for he is come to judge the earth. 

10 With righteousness shall he judge the 
world: and the people with equity. 


PSALM 99. Dominus regnavit. 
HE Lord is King, be the people never so 
impatient: he sitteth between the cheru- 
bims, be the earth never so unquiet. 

2 The Lord is great in Sion: and high above 
all people. 

3 They shall give thanks unto thy Name: 
which is great, wonderful, and holy. 

4 The Kings power loveth judgement, thou 
hast prepared equity: thou hast executed 
judgement, and righteousness in Jacob. 

& O magnify the Lord our God: and fall 
down before his footstool, for he is holy. 

6 Moses and Aaron among his priests, and 
Samuel among such as call upon his Name: 
these called upon the Lord, and he heard 
them. 

7 He spake unto them out of the cloudy 
pillar: for they kept his testimonies, and me 
law that he gave them. 

8 Thou heardest them, O Lord our God: 
thou forgavest them, O God, and punishedst 
their own inventions. 

9 O magnify the Lord our God, and wor- 
ship him upon his holy hill: for the Lord our 
God is holy. ; 

PSALM 100. Jubilate Deo. 
O BE joyful in the Lord, all ye lands: 
serve the Lord with gladness, and come 
before his presence with a song. 
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2 Be ye sure, that the Lord he is God; it 
is he that hath made us, and not we ourselves: 
we are his people, and the sheep of his pas- 
ture. 

3 O go your way into his gates with 
thanksgiving, and into his courts with praise: 
be thankful unto him, and speak good of his 
Name. 

4 For the Lord is gracious, his mercy is 
everlasting: and his truth endureth from ge- 
neration to generation. 

PSALM 101. Misericordiam et judicium. 
Vi Y song shall be of mercy and judge- 
ment: unto thee, O Lord, will I sing. 

2 O let me have understanding: in the 
way of godliness. 

3 When wilt thou come unto me: I will 
walk in my house with a perfect heart. 

4 I will take no wicked thing in hand; I 
hate the sins of unfaithfulness: there shall no 
such cleave unto me. 

‘5 A froward heart shall depart from me: I 
will not know a wicked person. 

6 Whoso privily slandereth his neighbour: 
him will I destroy. 

7 Whoso hath also a proud look and high 
stomach: I will not suffer him. 

8 Mine eyes look upon such as are faithful 
in the land: that they may dwell with me. 

9 Whoso leadeth a godly life: he shall be 
my servant. 

10 There shall no deceitful person dwell 
in my house: he that telleth lies, shall not 
tarry in my sight. 

11 I shall soon destroy all the ee that

gether against me. 

9 For I have eaten ashes as it were bread: 
and mingled my drink with weeping ; 

10 And that because of thine indignation 
and wrath: for thou hast taken me up, and 
cast me down. 

11 My days are gone like a shadow: and I 
am withered like grass. 

12 But. thou, O Lord, shalt endure for

_ 13 Thou shalt arise, and have mercy upon 
Sion: for it is time that thou have mercy upon 
her, yea, the time is come. 

14 And why? thy servants think upon her 
stones: and it pitieth them to see her in the 
dust. 

15 The heathen shall fear thy Name, O 
Lord: and all the kings of the earth thy Ma- 
jesty; 

16 When the Lord shall build up Sion: 
and when his glory shall appear; 

17 When he turneth him unto the prayer 
of the poor destitute: and despiseth not their 
desire. 

18 This shall be written for those that 
come after: and the people which shall be 
born shall praise the Lord. 

19 For he hath looked down from his sane- 
tuary: out of the heaven did the Lord behold 
the earth; 

- 20 That he might hear the mournings of 
such as are in captivity: and deliver the child- 
ren appointed unto death; 

21 ‘That they may declare the Name of the 
Lord in Sion: and his worship at Jerusalem ; 

22 When the people are gathered together: 
and the kingdoms also, to serve the Lord. 

23 He brought down my strength in my 
journey: and shortned my days. 

24 But I said, O my God, take me not 
away in the midst of mine age: as for thy 
years they endure throughout all generations. 

25 Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid 
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the foundation of the earth: and the heavens 
are the work of thy hands. 

26 They shall perish, but thou shalt en- 
dure: they all shall wax old as doth a garment, 

27 And as a vesture shalt thou change 
them, and they shall be changed: but thou 
art the same, and thy years shall not fail. 

28 The children of thy servants shall con- 
tinue: and their seed shall stand fast in thy 
sight. 

PSALM 103. Benedic, anima mea. 
RAISE the Lord, O my soul: and all that 
is within me praise his holy Name. 

2 Praise the Lord, O my soul: and forget 
not all his benefits; 

3 Who forgiveth all thy sin: and healeth 
all thine infirmities ; 

4 Who saveth thy life from destruction: 
and crowneth thee with mercy and loving 
kindness; 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 

‘things: making thee young and lusty as an 
eagle. 

6 The Lord executeth righteousness and 
judgement: for all them that are oppressed 
with wrong. 

7 He shewed his ways unto Moses: his 
works unto the children of Israel. 

8 The Lord is full of compassion and 
mercy: long suffering and of great goodness. 

9 He will not alway be chiding: neither 
keepeth he his anger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins: nor rewarded us according to-our wick- 
ednesses. 
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11 For look how high the heaven is in com- 
parison of the earth: so great is his mercy 
also toward them that fear him. 

12 Look how wide also the east is from the 
west: so far hath he set our sins from us. 

13 Yea, likeas a father pitieth his own child- 
ren: even so is the Lord merciful unto them 
that fear him. 

14 For he knoweth whereof we are made: 
he remembreth that we are but dust. 

15 The days of man are but as grass: for 
he flourisheth as a flower of the field. 

16 For as soon as the wind goeth over it, 
itis gone: and the place thereof shall know it 
no more. 

17 But the merciful goodness of the Lord 
endureth for ever and ever upon them that 
fear him: and his righteousness upon childrens 
children; 

18 Even upon such as keep his covenant: 
and think upon his commandments to do 
them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared his seat in hea- 
ven: and his kingdom ruleth over all. 

20 O praise the Lord, ye angels of his, ye 
that excell in strength: ye that fulfil his com- 
mandment, and hearken unto the voice of his 
words. 

21 O praise the Lord, all ye his hosts: ye 
servants of his that do his pleasure. 

22 O speak good of the Lord, all ye works 
of his, in all places of his dominion: praise 
thou the Lord, O my soul.

PSALM 104. Benedic, anima mea. 


RAISE the Lord, O my soul: O Lord 

my God, thou art become exceeding glo- 
rious, thou art clothed with majesty and’ ho- 
nour. 

2 Thou deckest thyself with light as it were 
with a garment: and spreadest out the hea- 
vens like a curtain. 

3 Who layeth the beams of his chambers 
in the waters: and maketh the clouds his 
chariot, and walketh upon the wings of the 
wind. 

4 He maketh his angels spirits: and his 
ministers a flaming fire. 

5 He laid the foundations of the ‘earth: 
that it never should move at any time. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep like as 
with a garment: the waters stand in the hills. 

7 At thy rebuke they flee: at the voice of 
thy thunder they are afraid. 

8 They go up as high as the hills, and down 
to the valleys beneath: even unto the place 
which thou hast appointed for them. 

9 Thou hast set them their bounds which 
they shall not pass: neither turn again to co- 
ver the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the rivers: 
which run among the hills. 

11 All beasts of the field drink thereof: 
and the wild asses quench their thirst. 

12 Beside them shall the fowls of the air 

~have their habitation: and sing among the 
branches. . 
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13 He watereth the hills from above: the 
earth is filled with the fruit of thy works. 

14 He bringeth forth grass for the cattle: 
and green herb for the service of men. 

15 That he may bring food out of the earth, 
and wine that maketh glad the heart of man: 
and oil to make him a chearful countenance, 
and bread to strengthen mans heart. 

16 The trees of the Lord also are full of 
sap: even the cedars of Libanus which he 
hath planted. 

17. Wherein the birds make their nests: 
and the fir-trees are a dwelling for the stork. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for the wild 
goats: and so are the stony rocks for the co- 
nies. 

19 He appointed the moon for certain sea- 
sons: and the sun knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makest darkness that it may be 
night: wherein all the beasts of the forest do 
move. 

21 The lions roaring after their prey: do 
seck their meat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, and they get them 
away together: and lay them down in their 
dens. 

23 Man goeth forth to his work, and to 
his labour: until the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold are thy works: 
in wisdom hast thou made them all, the earth 
is full of thy riches. 

25 So is the great and wide sea also: 
wherein are things creeping innumerable, both 
small and great beasts.: 

26 There go the ships, and there i is that kit 
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viathan: whom thou hast made to take his 
pastime therein. — 

27 These wait all upon thee: that thou 
mayest give them meat in due season. 

28 When thou givest it them, they gather 
it: and when thou openest thy hand, they are 
filled with good. 

29 When thou hidest thy face, they are 
troubled: when thou takest away their breath, 
they die, and are turned again to their dust. 

30 When thou lettest thy breath go forth, 
they shall be made: and thou shalt renew 
the face of the earth. 

31 The glorious Majesty of the Lord shall 
endure for ever: the Lord shall rejoice in 
his works. 

32 The earth shall tremble at the look of 
him: if he do but touch the hills, they shall 
smoak. 

33: I will sing unto the Lord as long as I 
live; I will praise my God while I have my 
being. 

34 And so shall my words please him: my 
joy shall be in the Lord. 

35 As for sinners they shall be consumed 
* out of the earth, and the ungodly shall come 
to an end: praise thou the Lord, O my soul, 
praise the Lord. 





MORNING PRAYER. 
PSALM 105. Conjfitemini Domino. 


GIVE thanks unto the Lord, and call 
upon his Name; tell the pele what 
things he hath done. - 
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2 O let your songs be of him, and praise 
him: and let your talking be of all his won- 
drous works. - 

3 Rejoice in his holy Name: let the heart 
of them rejoice that seek the Lord. 

4 Seek the Lord and his strength: seek his 
face evermore. 

_5 Remember the marvellous works that he 
hath done: his wonders and the judgments of 
his mouth; 

6 O ye seed of Abraham his servant: ye 
children of Jacob his chosen. 

7 He is the Lord our God: his judge- 
ments are in all the world. 

8 He hath been alway mindful of his cove- 
nant and promise: that he made to a thousand 
generations ; 

9 Even the covenant that he made with 
Abraham: and the oath that he sware unto 
Isaac; 

10 And appointed the same unto Jacob for 
a law: and to Israel for an everlasting testa- 
ment. 

11 Saying, Unto thee will I give the land 
of Canaan: the lot of your inheritance. 

12 When there were yet but a few of them: 
and they strangers in the land; 

13 What time as they went from one na- 
tion to another: from one kingdom to ano- 
ther people; 

14 He suffered no man to do them wrong; 
but reproved even kings_for their sakes. 

15 Touch not mine Anointed: and do my 
prophets no harm. 

16 Moreover he called for a dearth upon 
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the land: and destroyed all the provision of 
bread. 

17 But he had sent a man before them: 
even Joseph, who was sold to be a bond-ser- 
vant; 

18 Whose feet they hurt in the stocks: 
the iron entred into his soul; 

19 Until the time came that his cause was 
known: the word of the Lord tried him. 

20 The king sent, and delivered him: the 
prince of the people let him go free. 

21 He made him lord also of his house: 
and ruler of all his substance; 

22 That he might inform his princes after 
his will: and teach his senatours wisdom. 

23 Israel also came into Egypt: and Jacob 
was a stranger in the land of Ham. 

24 And he increased his people exceed- 
ingly: and made them stronger than their 
enemies ; 

25 Whose heart turned so, that they hated 
his people: and dealt untruly with his ser- 
vants. 

26 Then sent he Moses his webvallt and 
Aaron whom he had chosen. 

27 And these shewed his tokens among 
them: and wonders in the land of Ham. 

28 He sent darkness, and it was dark: and 
they were not obedient unto his word, 

29 He turned their waters into blood: and 
slew their fish. 

39 Their land brought forth frogs: yea, 
even in their kings chambers. 

81 He spake ‘the word, and there came all 
manner of flies; and lice in all their quarters. 
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32 He gave them hail stones for rain: and 
flames of fire in their land. 

33 He smote their vines also and fig-trees: 
and destroyed the trees that were in their 
coasts. 

34 He spake the word, and the grasshoppers 
came, and caterpillars innumerable: and did 
eat up all the grass in their land, and devour- 
ed the fruit of their ground. 

35 He smote all the first-born in their 
land: even the chief of all their strength. 

36 He brought them forth also with silver 
and gold: there was not one feeble person 
among their tribes. 

37 Egypt was glad at their departing: for 
they were afraid of them. 

38 He spread out a cloud to be a covering: 
and fire to give light in the night-season. 

39 At their desire he brought quails: and 
he filled them with the bread of heaven. 

40 He opened the rock of stone, and the 
waters flowed out: so that rivers ran in the 
dry places. 

41 For why? he remembred his holy pro- 
mise: and Abraham his servant. 

42 And he brought forth his people with 
joy: and his chosen with gladness ; 

‘43 And gave them the lands of the heathen: 
and they took the labours of the people in 
possession ; 

44 That they might keep his statutes: and 
observe his laws. 
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EVENING PRAYER. 


PSALM 106. Confitemini Domino. 
GIVE thanks unto the Lord, for he is 
gracious: and his mercy endureth for 

ever. 

2 Who can express the noble acts of the 
Lord: or shew forth all his praise? 

3 Blessed are they that alway keep judge- 
ment: and do righteousness. 

4 Remember me, O Lord, according to the 
favour that thou bearest unto thy fey ths O 
visit me with thy salvation. 

5 That I may see the felicity of thy cho- 
sen: and rejoice in the gladness of thy people, 
and give thanks with thine inheritance. 

6 We have sinned with our fathers: we 
have done amiss, and dealt wickedly. 

7 Our fathers regarded not thy wonders in 
Egypt, neither kept they thy great goodness 
in remembrance: but were disobedient at the 
sea, even at the Red sea. 

8 Nevertheless he helped them for his 
Names sake: that he might make his power to 
be known. 

9 He rebuked the Red sea also, and it was 
dried up: so he led them through the deep, 
as through a wilderness. 

10 And he saved them from the adversaries 
hand: and delivered them from the hand of 
the enemy. 

11 As for those that troubled them, the 
waters overwhelmed them: there was not one 
of them left. 

12 Then believed they his words: and 
oe praise unto him. 
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13 But within a while they forgat his 
works: and would not abide his counsel. 

14 But lust came upon them in the wilder- 
ness: and they tempted God in the desert. 

15 And he gave them their desire: and 
sent leanness withall into their soul. 

16 They angred Moses also in the tents: 
and Aaron the saint of the Lord. 

17 So the earth opened, and swallowed up 
Dathan: and covered the congregation of 
Abiram. 

18 And the fire was kindled in their com- 
pany: the flame burnt up the ungodly. 

19 They made a calf in Horeb: and wor- 
shipped the molten image. 

20 Thus they turned their glory: into the 
similitude of a calf that eateth hay. 

21 And they forgat God their Saviour: 
who had done so great things in Egypt; 

22 Wondrous works in the land of Ham: 
and fearful things by the Red sea. 

23 So he said, he ‘would have destroyed 
them, had not Moses his chosen stood before 
him in the gap: to turn away his wrathful in- 
dignation, lest he should destroy them. 

24 Yea, they thought scorn of that pleasant 
land: and gave no credence unto his word. 

25 But murmured in their tents: and heark- 
ned not unto the voice of the Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his hand against them: 
to overthrow them in the wilderness; 

27 To cast out their seed among the na- 
tions: and to scatter them in the lands. 

28 They joined themselves unto Baal-peor: 
and ate the offerings of the dead. 
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29 Thus they provoked him to anger with 
their own inventions: and the plague was 
great among them. 

30 Then stood up Phinees and prayed: 
and so the plague ceased. 

31 And that was counted unto him for 
righteousness: among all posterities for ever- 
more. 

32 They angred him also at the waters of 
strife: so that he punished Moses for their 
sakes; 

33 Because they provoked his spirit: so 
that he spake unadvisedly with his lips. 

34 Neither destroyed they the heathen: as 
the Lord commanded them; 

35 But were mingled among the heathen: | 
and learned their works. 

36 Insomuch that they worshipped their 
idols, which turned to their own decay: yea, 
they offered their sons and their daughters 
unto devils, 

37 And shed innocent blood, even the blood 
of their sons and of their daughters: whom 
they offered unto the idols of Canaan, and the 
land was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they stained with their own 
works: and went a whoring with their own 
inventions. 

39 Therefore was the wrath of the Lord 
kindled against his people: insomuch that he 
abhoired his own inheritance. 

40 And he gave them over into the hand 
of the heathen: and they, that. hated them, 
were lords over them. ; 
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41 Their enemies oppressed them: and 
had them in subjection. 

42 Many a time did he deliver them: but 
they rebelled against him with their own in- 
ventions, and were brought down in their 
wickedness. 

43 Nevertheless when he saw their adver- 
sity: he heard their complaint. 

44 He thought upon his covenant, and pi- 
tied them, according unto the multitude of his 
mercies: yea, he made all those that led them 
away captive, to pity them. 

45 Deliver us, O Lord our God, and gather 
us from among the heathen: that we may 
give thanks unto thy holy Name, and make 
our boast of thy praise. 

46 Blessed be the Lord God of Israel from 
everlasting, and world without end: and let 
all the people say, Amen,

GIVE thanks unto the Lord, for he is 
gracious: and his mercy endureth for

2 Let them give thanks whom the Lord hath 
redeemed: and delivered from the hand of 
the enemy ; 

3 And gathered them out of the lands, from 
the east, and from the west: from the north, 
and from the south. 

4 They went astray in the wilderness out of 
the way: and found no city to dwell in; 
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5 Hungry and thirsty: their soul fainted 
in them. 

6 So they cried unto the Lord in their 
trouble: and he delivered them from their 
distress. 

7 He led them forth by the right way: 
that they might go to the city wae they 
dwelt. 
~ 8 O that men would therefore praisé the 
Lord for his goodness: and declare the won- 
ders that he doth for the children of men; 

9 For he satisfieth the empty soul: and fill- 
eth the hungry soul with goodness; 

10 Such as sit in darkness and in the sha- 
dow of death: being fast bound in misery and 
iron. 

11 Because they rebelled against the words 
of the Lord: and lightly regarded the counsel 
of the most Highest; 

12 He also brought down their eart 
through heaviness: they fell down, and there 
was none to help them. 

13 So when they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble: he delivered them out of their 
distress. 

14 For he brought them out of darkness, 
and out of the shadow of death: and Se sa 
their bonds in sunder. 

15 O that men would therefore praise the 
Lord for his goodness: and declare the won- 
ders that he “doth for the children of men; 

16 For he hath broken the gates of brass: 
and smitten the bars of iron in sunder. 

17 Foolish men are plagued for their of- 
fence: and because of their wickedness. 
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18 Their soul abhorred all manner of meat : 
and they were even hard at deaths door. 

19 So when they cried unto the Lord in 
their trouble: he delivered them out of their 
distress. 

_ 20 He sent his word, and healed them: 
and they were saved from their destruction. 

21 O that men would therefore praise the 
Lord for his goodness: and declare the won- 
ders that he doth for the children of men; 

22 That they would offer unto him the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving: and tell out his 
works with gladness. 

23 They that go down to the sea in ships: 
and oceupy their business in great waters, 

24 These men see the works of the Lord: 
and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For at his word the stormy wind ariseth: 
which lifteth up the waves thereof. 

26 They are carried up to the heaven, and 
down again to the deep: their soul melteth 
away because of the trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger like a 
drunken man: and are at their wits end. 

28 So when they cry unto the Lord in their 
trouble: he delivereth them out of their dis- 
tress. 

29 For he maketh the storm to cease: so 
that the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad, because they are 
atrest: and so he bringeth them unto the ha- 
ven where they would be. 

31 O that men would therefore praise die 
Lord for his goodness: and declare the won- 
ders that he doth for the children of men! 
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32 That they would exalt him also in the 
congregation of the people: and praise him 
in the seat of the elders! 

33 Who turneth the floods into a wilder- 
ness: and drieth up the water-springs. 

34 A fruitful land maketh he barren: for 
the wickedness of them that dwell therein. 

35 Again he maketh the wilderness a stand- 
ing water: and water-springs of a dry ground. 

36 And there he setteth the hungry: that 
they may build them a city to dwell in. 

37 That they may sow their land, and plant 
vineyards: to yield them fruits of increase. 

38 He blesseth them, so that they multi- 


_ ply exceedingly: and suffereth not their cattle

to decrease. 

39 And again, when they are minished and 
brought low: through oppression, through 
any plague or trouble; ¢ 

40 Though he suffer them to be evil in- 
treated through tyrants: and let them wander 
out of the way in the wilderness: 

41 Yet helpeth he the poor out of misery: 
and maketh him housholds like a flock of 
sheep. 

42 The righteous will consider this and re- 
joice: and the mouth of all wickedness shall 
be stopped. 

43 Whoso is wise will ponder these things: 
and they shall understand the loving kindness 
of the Lord.

HIS MAJESTY’s DECLARATION. 


BING by God’s Ordinance, according to Our just Title, Defender of the 
Faith, and Supreme Governour of the Church, within these Our Domi- 
nions, We hold it most agreeable to this Our Kingly Office, and Our own reli- 
gious Zeal, to conserve-and maintain the Church committed to Our Charge, in 
the Unity of true Religion, and in the Bond of Peace; and not to suffer unne- 
eessary Disputations, Altercations, 0 Questions to be raised, which may nourish 
Faction both in the Church and Commonwealth. We have therefore, upon ma= 
ture Deliberation, and with the Advice of so many of Our Bishops as might 
conveniently he called together, thought fil to make this Bicleratony al auibes 
That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allowed and 
authorized heretofore, and which Our Clergy generally have subscribed unto) 
do contain the true Doctrine of the Church of England agreeable to God’s 
Word: which We do therefore ratify and confirm, requiring all Our loving 
Subjects to continue in the Uniform Profession Peed and prohibiting the 
least difference from the said Articles; which to that End We command to be 
new printed, and this Our Declaration to be published therewith. 

That We are Supreme Governour of the Church of England: dnd thatif 
any Difference arise about the external Policy, concerning the Injunctions, Ca- 
nons, and other Constitutions whatsoever thereto belonging, the Clergy in 
their Convocation is to ordcr and settle them, having first obtained leave under 
Ow: Broad Seal so to do: and We approving théir said Ordinances and Consti- 
ee providing that none be made contrary to the Laws and Customs of the 

Land. 

That out of Our Princely Care that the Churchmen may do the Work which 
is proper unto them, the Bishops and Clergy, from time to time in Convocation, 
upon their humhle Desire, shall have Licence under Our Broad Seal to delibe- 
rate of, and to do all such Things, as heing made plain by them, and assented 
unto by Us, shall concern the settled Continuance of the Doctrine and Disci- 
pline of the Church of England now established; from which We will not ene 

lure dny varying or departing in the least Degree. 

That for the present, though some differences have been ill raised, yet We 
take comfort in this, that all Clergymen within Our Realm have always most 
willingly subscribed to the Articles established; which is an argument to Us, 
that they all agree in the true, usual, literal meaning of the said Articles ; an 
that even in those curious points, in which the present differences lie, men of all 
sorts take the Articles of the Church of England to be for them; which ts an 
ren rene again, that none of themintend any desertion of the Articles esta- 

ished. 

That therefore in these both curious and unhappy differences, which have for 
so many hundred years, in differcnt times and places, exercised the Church of 
Christ, We will, that all furt er curious search be laid aside, and these disputes 
shut up in God’s promises, as they be generally set forth to us in the Holy Scripe 
tures, and the general meaning of the Articles of the Church of England ac- 
cording to them. And that no map hereafter shall either print, or preach, to 
draw the Article aside any way, but shall submit to itin the plainand full 
meaning thereof: and shall not put his own sense or comment to be the mean- 
es the Article, but shall take it in the literal and grammatical sense. 

at if any publick Reader in either of Our Universities, or any Head or 
Master of a College, or any other person respectively in either of them, shall 
affix any new sense to any Article, or shall publickly read, determine, ov hold 
any publick Disputation, or suffer any such to be held either way, in either the 
Universities or Colleges respectively; or if any Dinine in the Universities shall 
preach or print any thing either way, other than is already established in Con- 
vocation with Our Royal Assent ; he, or they the Offenders, shall be liable to 
Our displeasure, and the Church’s censure in Our Commission Ecclesiastical, as 
wellasany other: And We will see there shatl be due Execution upon them.

V. Of the Holy Ghost. 
HE Holy Ghost, proceeding from the Father and the Son, is of one sub- 


stance, majesty, and glory, with the Father and the Son, very and eter- 
nal God. 


VI. Of the Sufficiency of the holy Scriptures for salvation. 
OLY Scripture containeth all things necessary to salvation: so thet 
whatsoever is not read therein, nor may be proved thereby, is not to 
be required of any man, that it should be believed as an article of the Faith, 
or be thought requisite or necessary to salvation. In the name of the holy 
Scripture we do understand those canonical Books of the Old and New Tes- 
tament, of whose authority was never any doubt in the Church.

! VII. Of the Old Testament. 

HE Old Testament is not contrary to the New: for both in the Old and 

New Testament everlasting life is offered to Mankind by Christ, who is 

the only Mediator between God and Man, being bath God and Man. 
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Wherefore they are not to be heard, which. feign that the old Fathers did 
look only for transitory promises. Although the Law given from God by 
Moses, as touching Ceremonies and Rites, do not bind Christian men, nor 
the Civil precepts thereof ought of necessity to be received in any common- 
wealth; yet notwithstanding, no Christian man whatsoever is free from the 
obedience of the Commandments which are called Moral, 
VIII. Of the Three Creeds, 

pe Three Creeds, Nicene Creed, Athanasius’s Creed, and that which is 

commonly called the Apostles’ Creed, ought thoroughly to be received 
and believed: for they may be proved by most certain warrants of holy 
Scripture.

1X. Of Original or Birth-sin, 

ovr Sin standeth not in the following of 4dam, (as the Pelagians 

do vainly talk ;) but it is the fault and corruption of the nature of 
every man, that naturally is ingendered of the offspring of Adam; whereby 
man is very far gone from original righteousness, and is of his own nature 
inclined to evil, so that the flesh lusteth always contrary to the spirit; and 
therefore in every person born into this world, it deserveth God’s wrath and 2 
damnation. And this infection of nature doth remain, yea in them that are - 
regenerated; whereby the lust of the flesh, called in the Greek, phronema 
sarkos, which some do expound the wisdom, some sensuality, some the atfec- 
tion, some the desire, of the flesh, is not subject to the law of God. And al- 
though there is no condemnation for them that believe and are baptized, yet 
the Apostle doth confess, that concupiscence and lust hath of itself the na- 


ture of sin, 

X. Of Free-Will. fe 
HE condition of Man after the fall of Adam is such, that he cannot turn 
and prepare himself, by his own natural strength and good" Works, to 
faith, and cailing upon God: Wherefore we have no power to do good works 
leasant and acceptable to God, without the grace of God by Christ prevent- 
ing us, that we may have agood will, and working with us, when we have 

that good will, 


XI. Of the Justification of Man. 
E are accounted righteous before God, only for the merit of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ by Faith, and not for our own works or de- 
servings: Wherefore, that we are justified by Faith only is a most wholesome 
Doctrine, and very full of comfort, as more largely is expressed in the Ho- 
mily of Justification. 


XU. Of Good Works. 
LBEIT that Good Works, which are the Fruits of Faith, and follow af- 
ter Justification, cannot put away our sins, anid endure the severity of 
God’s judgment; yet are they pleasing and acceptable to God in Christ, and 
do spring out necessarily of a true and lively Faith; insomuch that by them 
a lively Faith may be as evidently known as a tree discerned by the fruit. 


XIL. Of Works before Justification. 
ORKS done before the grace of Christ, and the Inspiration of his 
Spirit, are not pleasant to God, forasmuch as they- spring not of 
faith in Jesus Christ, neither do they make men meet to receive grace, or 
(as the School authors say) deserve grace of congruity: yea rather, for that 
they are not done as God hath willed and commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the nature of sin. ‘ 


XIV. Of Works of Supererogation. 

OSU NI Works besides, over aud above, God’s Commandments, 

which they call Works of Supererogation, cannot be taught without ar- 
rogancy and paereyy for by them men do declare, that they do not only 
render unto God as much as they are bound to do, but that they do more for 
his sake, than of bounden duty is required: whereas Christ saith plainly, 
When ye haye done all that are commanded to you, say, We are ieaprontente 
servants, ) 


: XV. Of Christ alone without Sin. 

eee in the truth of our nature was made like unto us in all things, 
sin only except, from which he was clearly void, both in his flesh, and in 
his spirit. He came to be the Lamb without spot, who, by sacrifice of him- 
self once made, should take away the sins of the world, and sin, as Saint John 
saith, was-not in him, Butall we the rest, although baptized, and born 
again in Christ, yet offend in many things; and if we say we have no sin, we 

deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. 

_ XVI. Of Sin after Baptism. sk 
OT every deadly sin willingly committed after Baptism is sin against the 
Holy Ghost, and unpardonable, Wherefore the grant of repentance 
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is not to be denied to such as fall into sin after Baptism. After we have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, we may depart from grace given, and fall into sin. 
and by the grace of God we may arise again, and amend our lives, And 
therefore they are to be condemned, which say, they can no more sin as long 
as they live here, or deny the place of forgiveness to such as truly repent. 


XVII. Of Predestination and Blection. 

REDESTINATION to Life is the everlasting purpose of God, whereby 
before the foundations of the world were laid) he hath constantly de- 

creed by his counsel secret to us, to deliver from curse and damnation those 
whom he hath chosen in Christ out of mankind, and to bring them by Christ 
to everlasting salvation, as vessels made to honour Where ore, they which 
be enducd with so excellent a benefit of God be called according to God’s 
purpose by his spirit working in due season: they through Grace obey the 
calling: they be justified freely: they be made sons of God by adoption : 
they be made like the image of his only-begotten Son Jesus Christ: they walk 
Pelproue]y in good works, and at length, by God’s mercy, they attain to eyer-

lasting felicity. 
_ As the godly consideration of Predestination, and our Election in Christ. 
is full of sweet, pleasant, and unspeakable comfort to godly persons, and 
such as feel in themselyes the working of the Spirit of Christ, mortifying 
the works of the flesh, and their earthly members, and drawing up their 
mind to high and heavenly things, as well because it doth greatly establish 
and confirm their faith of eternal Salyation to be enjoyed through Christ, as 
because it doth fervently kindle their love towards God: So, for curious and 
carnal persons, lacking the Spirit of Christ, to have continually before their 
eyes the sentence of God’s Recs destination is'a most dangerous downfall, 
whereby the Devil doth thrust them either into desperation, or into wreteli- 
lessness of most unclean living, no less perilous than desperation. 
Furthermore, we must receive God's promises in such wise, as they be 
enerally set forth to us in holy Scripture: and, in our doings, that Will of 


peas to be followed, which we have expressly declared unto us in the Word 
of God. 


XVIIL. Of obtaining eternal Salvation only by the Name of Christ. 
LEY also are to be had accursed that presume to say, That every man 
shall be saved by the Law or Sect which he profectethe so that he be di- 
ligent to frame his life according to that Law, and the light of Nature. For 
holy Scripture doth set out unto us only the Name of Jesus Christ, whereby 
men must be saved. \ 


XIX. Of the Church. 
HE visible Church of Christ is a Congregation of faithful men, in the 
which the pure word of God is Sree and the Sacraments be duly 
ministered according to Christ’s ordinance in all those things that of neces- 
sity are requisite to the same. 
ae the Church of Jerusalem, Alexandria, and Antioch, have erred; so also 
the Church of Rome hath erred, not only in their living and manner of Ce- 
remonies, but also in matters of Faith. 


XX. Of the Authority of the Church. 

A ite Church hath power to decree Rites or Cercmonies, and authority in 

Controversies of Faith: And yet itis not lawful for the Church to or- 
dain any thing that is contrary to God’s Word written, neither may it so 
expound one place of Scripture, that it be repugnant to another, Where- 
fore, although the Church ha a witness and a keeper of holy Writ, yet, as it 
ought not to decree any thing against the same, so besides the same ought it 
nut to enforce any thing to be believed for necessity of Salvation. 


XXI, Of the Authority of General Councils, 
ENERAL Councils may not be gathered together without the Coum- 
mandment and will of Princes, And when they be gathered together, 
forasmuch as they be an assembly of men, whereof all be not governed with 
the Spirit and Word of God,) they may err, and sometimes have erred, even 
in things pertaining unto God. Wherefore things ordained by them as ne- 
cessary to salvation have neither strength nor authority, unless it may be de- 
clared that they be taken out of holy Scripture. 
J XXIL. Of Purgatory. ie 
HE Romish Doctrine concerning Purgatory, Pardons, Worshipping and 
Adoration, as well of Images as of Reliques, and also invocation of 
Saints, isa fond thing vainly invented, and grounded upow no warranty of 
Scripture, but rather repugnant to the Word of God, dig : 
J XXILL. Of Ministering in the Congregation. ? 
5 is not lawful for any man to take upon him the office of publick preach- 
ing, or ministering the Sacraments in the Congregation, before he be 
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lawfully called, and sent to execute the same. And those we ought to judge 
lawfully called and sent, which be chosen and called to this work by men 


who have publick authority BE unto them in the Congregation, to call 
and send Ministers into the Lord’s vineyard.

Tisa ine aatoly repuenane to the Word of God, and the custom of the 
Primitive Church, to have publick Prayer in the Church, or to minister 
the Sacraments in a tongue not understanded of the people. , 


XXV. Of the Sacraments. 
See ordained of Christ be not only badges or tokens of Chriss 
tian men’s profession, but rather they be certain sure witnesses, and ef- 
fectual signs of grace, and God’s good will towards us, by the which he doth 
work invisibly in us, and doth not only quicken, but also strengthen and 
confirm our Paith in him. 

‘There are two Sacraments ordained of Christ our Lord in the Gospel, that 
is to say, Baptism, and the pUPhee of the Lord. 

Those five commonly called Sacraments, that is to say, Confirmation, Pe~ 
nance, Orders, Matrimony, and Extreme Unction, are not to be counted for 
Sacraments of the Gos nel being such as have grown partly of the corrupt 
following of the Apostles, partly are states of life allowed in the Scriptures ; 
but yet have not hke nature of Sacraments with Baptism, and the Lord’s 
Su Pere for that they have not any visible sign or ceremony ordained of God. 

“he Sacraments were not ordained of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be 
carried about, but that we should duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same they have a wholesome effect or operation: but 
they that receive them unworthily purchase to themselves damnation, as 
Saint Paul saith. 


XXVI. Of the Unworthiness of the Ministers, which hinders not the effect of 
the Sacraments, 
LTHOUGH in the visible Church the evil be ever mingled with the 
good, and sometimes the evil have chief authority in the Ministration 
of the Word and Sacraments; yet forasmuch as they do not the same in their 
own name, but in Christ’s, and do minister by his commission and autho- 
rity, we Pay, use their ministry, both in hearing the Word of God, and in re- 
ceiving of the Sacraments. Neither is the effect of Christ’s ordinance taken 
away by their wickedness, nor the grace of God’s gifts diminished from such 
as by faith and rightly do receive the Sacraments ministered unto them; 
which be effectual, because of Christ’s institution and promise, although they 
be ministered by evil men. 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the discipline of the Church, that enquiry 
be made of evil Ministers, and that they be accused by those that have 
pow tellee of their offences; and finally being found guilty, by just judge- 
ment be deposed. 


XXVII. Of Baptism. 

APTISM is not only a sign of profession, and mark of difference, where- 

ly Christian mew are discerned from others that be not christened, 
but it is also a sign of Regeneration or new Birth, whereby, as by an instru- 
ment, they that receive Baptism rightly are grafted into the Church; the 
promises of forgiveness of sin, Prdotenn adoption to be the sons of God by 
the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed and sealed; Faith is confirmed, and Grace 
increased by yirtue of prayer unto God. The Baptism of young Children is 
in any wise to be retained in the Church, as most agreeable with the. insti- 
tution of Christ. 


XXVIIL. Of the Lord’s Supper. 

rl Supper of the Lord is not only a sign of the love that Christians 

ought to have among themselves one to another; but rather is a Sacra- 

ment of our Redemption by Christ’s death: insomuch that to such as rightly, 

worthily, and with faith, receive the same, the Bread which we break is a 

partaking of the body of Christ; and likewise the Cup of Blessing is a par- 
taking of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the change of the substance of Bread and Wine) in 
the Supper of the Lord, cannot be proved by holy Writ; but i@eeprignent to 
the plain words of Scripture, overthroweth thenature of a Sacrament, and 
hath given occasion to many superstitions. 4 

The Body of Christ is given, taken, and eaten, in the Supper, only after an 
heavenly and spiritual manner. And the mean whereby the Body of Christ 
is received and eaten in the Supper is Faith, 

e Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper was not by Christ’s ordinance resery- 
ed, carried about, lifted up, or worshipped. 
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XXIX. Of the Wicked which eat not the Body of Christ in the use of the Lord’s 


Supper. 
J ME Wicked, and such as be valdiota lively faith, although they do car- 
nally and visibly press with their teeth (as Saint Awyustine saith) the

of pate Cup of the Lord is not to be denied to the Lay-people: for both the 

parts of the Lord’s Sacrament, by Christ’s ordinance and command- 
ment, ought to be ministered to all Christian men alike. 

XXI. Of the One Oblation of Christ finished wpon the Cross. 

HE offering of Christ once made is that perfect redemption, propitia- 

tion, and satisfaction, for all the sins of the whole world, both original 

and actual; and there is none other satisfaction for sin, but that alone. 

Wherefore the sacrifices of Masses, in the which it was commonly said, that 

the Priest did offer Christ for the quick and the dead, to have remission of 

pain or guilt, were een fables, and dangerous deceits. 

XXXIL. Of the Marriage of Priests. 

Bsns: Priests, and Deacons, are not commanded by God’s Law, 

either to vow the estate of single life, or to abstain from marriage . 

therefore it is lawful for them, as for all other Christian men, to marry at 

their own discretion, as they shall judge the same to serve better to godli- 


XXXIII. Of excommunicate Persons, how they are to be avoided. 
IAT person which by open denunciation of the Church is rightly cut off 
from the unity of the Church, and excommunicated, ought to be taken 
of the whole multitude of the faithful, as an Heathen and Publican, until he 
be openly reconciled by penance, and received into the Church by a Judge 
that hath authority thereunto. 


XXIV. Of the Traditions of the Church. 
a is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in all places one, 
or utterly like; for at all times they have been divers, and may be 
changed according to the diversities of countries, times, and men’s manners, 
so that nothing be ordained against God’s Word. Whosoever through his 
private judgment, willingly and Purpoielys doth openly break the traditions 
and ceremonies of the Church, which be not repugnant to the Word of God. 
and be ordained and approved by common authority, ought to be rebuked 
openly, (that others may fear to do the like,) as he that offendeth against 
the common order of the Church, and hurteth the authority of the Magis- 

trate, and woundeth the consciences of the weak brethren. 

Every particular or national Church hathauthority to ordain, change, and 
abolish, ceremonies or rites of the Church ordained only by man’s authority, 
so that all things be done to caitying. 

XXXV. Of the Homilies.

of be King’s Majesty hath the chief power im this Realm of England, and 
other his Dominions, unto whom the chief Government of all Estates of 
this Realm, whether they be Ecclesiastical or Civil, in all causes doth apper- 
lain, and is not, nor ought to be, subject to any foreign Jurisdiction. 

Where we attribute to the King’s Majesty the chief government, by which 
‘Titles we understand the minds of some slanderous folks to be offended; we 
give not to our Princes the ministering either of God’s Word, or of the Sacra- 
ments, the which thing the Injunctions also lately set forth by Elizabeth our 
Queen do most plainly testify; but that only prerogative, which we see to 
have been given always to all godly Princes in holy Scriptures by God’ him- 
self; that is, that they shonld rule all states and degrees committed to their 
charge by God, whether they be Ecclesiastical or Temporal, and restrain 
with the civil sword the stubborn and evil-doers. 

The Bishop of Rome hath no jurisdiction in this Realm of England. 

The Laws of the Realm may punish Christian men with death, for heinous 
and grievous offences. 

It is lawfal for Christian men, at the commandment of the Magistrate, to 
wear weapons, and serve in the wars, 


XXXVIILI. Of Christian men's Goods, which are not common. 
HE Riches and Goods of Christians are not common, as touching the 
right, title, and possession of the same, as certain Anabaptists do falsely 
boast, Notwithstanding, every man ought, of such things as he possesseth, 
liberally to give alms to the poor, according to his ability. 


XXXIX. Of a Christian man’s Oath. 

S we confess that vain and rash Swearing is forbidden Christian men by 

our Lord Jesus Christ, and James his Apostle, so we judge, that Christ- 

ian Religion doth not prohibit, but that a man may swear when the Magis- 
trate requireth, in a cause of faith and charity, so it be done according to the 
Prophet’s teaching, in justice, judgement, and truth.
